Lilly  Laiigliy  in  Fail  HE 


London,  March  12.— A  meeting  of  the 
Liberal  leaders  was  held  at  noon  at  the 
foreign  office.  There  was  a  lull  attend- 
ance. John  Morley,  Lord  Rosebery  and 
Sir  William  Harcourt  made  speeches 
which  elicited  prolonged  cheer?.  Lord 
Rosebery  said  they  missed  the  sublime 
figure  which  hnd  not  only  enriched  the 
ministerial  bench,  but  the  house  of  com- 
mons also.  [Cheers.]  It  has  been 
thoueht  that  he  (Rosebery)  ought  to 
make  a  complete  declaration  of  his 
policy.  [Cries  of  "hear,  hear."]  There 
was  no  need  of  such  a  declaration,  he 
said,  seeing  that  there  would  be  no 
change  of  measures,  but  only  of  men. 
The  cabinet  had  no  intention  of  receding 
from  the  policy  they  pursued  at  the  last 
session.  The  honor  of  England  abroad 
was  safe  in  their  hands. 

The  Welsh  church  ([uestion  would  re- 
ceive the  earliest  settlement,  though  he 
could  not  say  whether  it  would  receive 
the  tirst  place.  It  would  certainly  be 
pressed  to  a  detlnite  and  successful  issue. 
I  Cheers  1 

Regarding  the  group  of  Irish  ques- 
tions, the  party  was  bound  by  every  tie 
of  honor  to  continue  Mr.  Gladstone's  pol- 
icy. It  would  be  an  affectation  to  deny 
that  his  I  Rosebery 's  speech  in  the  house 
of  lords  had  raistd  doubts  as  to  his  posi- 
tion on  the  questions,  but  his  critics  must 
have  read  the  speech  in  a  very  cursory 
way  if  they  imagined  that  he  desjigned  to 
depart  from  a  fuU^acceptance  of  the  Lib- 
eral policy.  If  there  were  any  doubts  on 
on  that  point,  they  ought  to  be  set  at  rest 
bv  .Mr.  Morleys  decision  to  remain  in  the 
Irish  office. 

With  Mr.  Gladstone's  last  declaration 
concerning  the  houseof lords, thequeen's 
present  advisers  entirely  agreed.  He 
had  himself  studied  the  queation,  and 
perhaps  had  used  in  the  house  of  lords 
even  stronger  language  than  Mr.  Glad- 
stone had  made  use  of.  What  the  lords 
had  to  understand  was  that  with  them 
the  task  of  revision  was  delicate  and  that 
rejection  was  dangerous.  'Cheers.)  W:ih 
the  democratic  suffrage  the  country  now 
enjoyed,  a  chamber  constituted  like  the 
house  of  lords  was  an  anomaly.  (Hear, 
hear.) 

The  upper  houae,  he  said,  had  degen- 
erated into  an  organization  guided  by 
one  man.  The  government  would  lose 
sight  of  no  measures  that  might  force 
upon  the  attention  of  the  country  this 
anomaly  and  the  grave  perils  to  which 
the  existing  constitution  of  the  house  of 
lords  exposed  the  nation.  |Hear.  hear.| 
Referring  to  the  circumstances  leading 
to  his  acceptance  of  the  pre.Tiiership, 
Lord  Rosebery  said  it  was  the  greatest 
inconvenience,  his  being  in  the  house  of 
lords,  but  it  was  no  fault  of  his.  |  Laugh- 
ter. 1  He  did  not  think  it  ought  to  be  re- 
garded as  a  ';tigma.  He  asked  the  party 
to  judge  him  by  his  deeds.  |Cheers.| 
When  the  party  wore  tired  of  him  they 
could  dismiss  him, but  while  he  occupied 
his  position  no  Liberal  would  be  more 
steadfast  to  carry  out  a  thorough  Liberal 
policy.    [Prolonged  cheers. | 

Sir  William  1  larcourt  said  he  was  gra- 
tified to  hear  this  exposition  of  their 
le.ader's  policy.  Still  the  party  felt  as 
the  British  fleet  felt  over  the  loss  of  Nel- 
son, but  the  same  spirit  remained  among 
them  as  animated  Nelson's  crew. 
Though  they  had  suffered  a  great  loss 
they  would  do  their  duty.  Though  the 
prime  minister  was  a  lord  himself,  the 
Liberals  in  the  house  of  commons  could 
be  relied  upon  as  a  compact  party  in 
support  cf  his  policy  abroad,  peace  at 
home  and  progressive  reforms.  (Cheers). 
It  was  utterly  untrue,  he  said,  that  he  de- 
sired to  drop  home  rule  and  it  was  also 
untrue  that  he  had  abandoned  the  cause 
of  temperance.  He  had  dropped  noth- 
ing, but  accepted  and  supported  the 
whole  Newcastle  program  unreservedly. 
(Cheers  I. 

The  members  of  the  cabinet  then  dis- 
persed and  joined  their  parliamentary 
colleagues,  to  hear  the  queen's  speech. 

THE  QUEEN'S  SPEECH. 

The  Speech  From  the  Throne  at  the  Opening 
of  Parliament  Today. 

London,  March  1 2.— Parliament  re- 
assembled today.  At  2  o'clock  this  after- 
noon the  members  of  the  house  of  com- 
mons were  summoned  to  the  chamber 
of  the  house  of  lords  to  hear  the  speech 
from  the  throne.  After  the  usual  for- 
malities at  the  bar  the  <|ueen's  speech 
was  read  by  the  lord  high  chancellor. 
Lord  Herschell.  The  speech,  which  was 
somewhat  longer  than  the  one  prorogu- 
ing parliament  a  week  ago,  was  as  fol- 
lows: 

"My  Lords  and(ientlemen;  I  regret,  in 
view  of  my  speech  at  the  recent  com- 
pletion of  your  arduc)us  labors,  to  have 
to  summon  you  to  so  soon  renew  them. 
My  relations  with  foreign  powers  con- 
tinue amicable.  Satisfactory  negotia- 
tions between  my  government  and  that 
of  the  emperor  of  Russia  for  settlement  of 
the  (rontier  r|uestions  in  Central  Asia, 
arc  proceeding  with  a  spirit  of  mutual 
confidence  and  good  will  which  gives 
every  hope  of  an  early  and  ecjuitablc  ad- 
justment. Negotiations  are  also  in  pro- 
gress with  the  government  of  the  I'nited 
States  for  the  purpose  of  executing  the 
award  of  the  court  of  atbilration  on  ibc 


question  cf  the  seal  fisheries   in    Bering 
sea. 

*  I  take  pleasure  also  in  informing  you 
that  the  protracted  and  intricate  ar- 
rargements  fixing  the  frontier  of  the  Bur- 
mese dominions  and  those  of  the  em- 
peror of  China  have  been  brought  to  a 
satisfactory  conclusion  by  the  signature 
of  a  convention. 

"Two  collisions,  accompanied  by  la- 
ment.able  loss  of  life,  have  lately  occur- 
red between  the  French  and  colonial 
forces  in  West  Africa.  I  await  the  re- 
sult of  the  inciuiry  which  has  been  insti- 
tuted in  regard  to  these  deplorable ,  oc- 
currences, in  full  confidence  that  they 
will  be  examined  in  the  calm  and  digni- 
fied temper  which  befits  two  great  na- 
tions on  such  occasion. 

"Gentlemen  of  the  Houseof  Commons: 
The  estimates  for  public  servi.e  for  the 
year  will  be  laid  before  you.  They  will 
be  found  to  make  full  and  adequate  pro- 
vision for  the  defence  of  the  empire. 
The  recent  improvement  in  the  estate  ot 
Ireland  has  been  continuous  and  marked. 
Agrarian  crime  has  been  reduced 
under  the  administration  of  the 
ordinary  law  to  the  lowest  point  reached 
in  the  last  fifteen  years.  The  condition, 
however,  of  a  considerable  body  of  evict- 
ed tenants  requires  early  attention.  A 
measure  will  be  submitted  to  vou  with 
the  view  of  a  reasonable  settlement  of  a 
question  deeply  aflecting  the  well  being 
of  Ireland.  Bills  will  be  submitted  to 
you  for  the  amendment  of  the  registra- 
tion law,  and  the  abolition  of  plural  vot- 
ing in  parliamentary  elections  and  meas- 
ures dealing  with  the  ecclesiastical  es- 
tablishments in  Wales  and  Scotland  will 
also  be  submitted.  There  will  also  be 
presented  you  bills  with  the  object  of 
eciualizatioi!  of  rates  in  London,  the  es- 
tablishment ot  a  system  of  local  govern- 
ment in  Scotland  on  the  same  basis  as 
that  recently  accorded  to  England  and 
Wales,  and  the  exercise  of  direct  local 
control  over  the  liquor  traffic. 

"Vou  will  also  be  asked  to  consider 
measures  for  the  promotion  of  concili- 
ation ot  labor  disputes,  the  amendment 
of  the  factory  <ind  mines  acts  and  reform 
of  the  present  method  of  conducting  in- 
quiries concerning  tatal  accidents  in 
Scotland.  Upon  all  your  labors  and  de- 
liberations I  humbly  implore  tbe  bless- 
ings and  guidance  of  Almighty  God."

THE  MIDWINTER  EXPOSITION. 

This  Was  Michigan's  Day  and    There   Were 
Special  Exercises. 

S.\N  Francisco,  March  12.— This  was 
the  second  state  day  at  the  Midwinter 
exposition,  Michigan  celtbrating.  The 
weather  was  very  pleasant  and  the  local 
Michiganders  were  out  in  force,  taking 
complete  possession  of  the  grounds. 
The  feature  of  the  morning  was  a  par- 
ade of  all  the  concessions  which  took 
place  at  n  o'clock.  It  was  in  four  divi- 
sions under  the  marshalship  of  H.  B. 
McGarvie,  manager  of  Boone's  wild 
animal  arena.  Tbe  procession  moved 
around  the  grand  court  and  was  re- 
viewed by  Governor  Markham.  and 
Gen.  Russell  A.  Alger. 

In  the  afternoon  exercises  were  held 
in  festival  hall.  VV.  A.  Tolchard  acted 
as  president  of  tbe  day,  and  after- a  few 
introductory  remarks  presented  Director 
Gtn.  DeYoung,  whti  welcomed  the  peo- 
ple cf  Michigan  and  their  friends. 

Governor  Markham  followed  in  ashort 
address  of  welcome  to  Gen.  .Vlger,  who 
responded  in  his  usual  happy  manner, 
commending  the  people  of  California  for 
theii  enttrprise  and  eloquent  in  his 
praise  of  ths  exposition.  There  were 
other  speeches  and  plenty  of  music  to 
enliven  tbe  occasion. 


W.\sniNCTON,  March  12.— Tbe  pros- 
pect of  hearing  Miss  Madeline  \'.  Pol- 
lard tell  her  side  of  the  story  in  her  suit 
against  Congressman  Breckinridge,  of 
Kentu;ky,  for  breach  cf  promise  had  the 
effect  this  morning  of  materially  aug- 
menting the  crowd  of  people  who  have 
endeavored  daily  since  the  trial  began  to 
gain  admittance  to  the  courtroom.  Miss 
Pollard's  excited  behavior  of  Friday  last 
had  whetted  the  appetites  of  lovers  of 
sensational  testimony,  but  under  the 
ruling  ot  Judge  Bradley,  persons  not 
having  an  interest  in  the  case  either  pro- 
fessionally or  as  witnessess  were  not 
allowed  to  enter  the  courtroom. 

Miss  Pollard  entered  the  courtroom  at 
10  o'clock,  attended  by  Miss  I-lllis  of  the 
Episcopal  Home  of  Mercy,  and  the  lady 
friend  from  Cincinnati,  who  sat  beside 
her  throughout  Friday's  heiring.  Miss 
Pollard  was  dressed  as  on  her  first  ap- 
pearance in  the  courtroom.  She  said 
"Good  morning"  to  her  counsel  and 
laughed  at  something  Judge  Wilson  said. 
But  the  smile  died  on  her  face  as  the 
man  whom  she  is  prosecuting, entered 
the  room  at  a  doorway  directly  within 
her  line  of  vision.  Miss  Pollard  quickly 
recovered  herself,  however,  and  went  on 
chatting  with  Judge  Wilson. 

Col.  Breckinridge  nonchalantly  walked 
over  to  the  juror's  hat  rack  and  hune  up 
his  overcoat.  Then  he  sat  down  in  his 
chair  almost  immediately  behind  and 
about  six  feet  distant  from  Miss  Pollard. 
Col.  Thompson,  Maj.  Butterworth  and 
the  other  counsel  came  in  stragglmgly. 

Fourteen  women,  who  had  gained  ad- 
mission to  the  courtroom  and  had  taken 
in  ever  detail  of  the  plaintiff's  appear- 
ance, were  treated  to  an  unpleasant  sur- 
prise just  as  the  court  opened.  "Mr. 
Marshal,"  said  Judge  Bradley,  "pleaje 
re^iuest  these  ladies  who  are  not  con- 
cerned in  this  case  to  retire."  They  re- 
tired somewhat  chagrined. 

Mr.  Carlisle  opened  the  proceedings 


depositions  was  sufficient— it  was  owing 
to  the  obstruction  of  the  defendant's 
counsel  that  service  was  delayed.  He 
was  unable  to  understand  wherein  lay 
the  justness  of  the  claim  made  that  the 
deposition  in  question  bad  not  come  by 
mail  or  messenger. 

Mr.  Shelby  hoped  that  an  opportunity 
would  be  allowed  the  defendant  to  file 
counter  affidavits  of  matters  of  fact.

He  is  stated  to  be  a  cousin  of 
Ward  McAllister  and  a  nephew  of  Mar- 
quis de  la  Roche,  chamberlain  to  the 
pope.  In  answer  to  Judge  Wilson,  he 
said  he  had  met  Miss  Pollard  at  the 
house  of  Mrs.  Thomas,  25  Lafayette 
square,  and  also  at  her  house,  No.  1817 
H  street  in  this  city.  He  had  called  there 
frequently,  two  or  three  times  a  week. 
He  had  met  Col.  Breckinridge  there. 
Col.  Breckinridge  and  Miss  Pollard  usu- 
ally sat  in  the  drawinn  room,  nearly  al- 
ways together  on  a  sOfa. 

"Mr.  Breckinridge's  manner  towards 
Miss  Pollard,"  siid  the  witness,  "was  ex- 
tremely paternal  and  very  kind— very 
affectionate  also.  Miss  Pollard's  manner 
towards  Mr.  Breckinridge  was  one  of  re- 
soect,    deference   and    affection."    This 


statement  caused  a  slight  laugh  in  the 
courtroom.  The  witness  spoke  for  fully 
ten  minutes  without  beginning  a  new 
sentence  and  caused  even  the  sedate 
features  of  Judge  Bradley  to  relax.  Mr. 
Francis  told  of  his  introduction  to  Col. 
Breckinridge.  He  said  Col.  Breckin- 
ridge ^sked  Miss  Pollard  how  long  she 
had  known  Mr.  Francis;  if  he  came  to 
the  house  frequently,  and  finally  if  he 
knew  of  their  engagement.  Miss  Pollard 
had  told  witness  of  her  engagement  to 
Col.  Breckinridge. 

Miss  Pollard  had  told  witness  of  her 
engagement  to  Col.  Breckinridge  and 
said  so.  Col.  Breckinridge  expressed 
regret  that  Mr.  Francis  had  seen  them 
at  the  houie  of  Mrs.  Covarrubias,  of  the 
Mexican  legation.  It  was  at  Mrs.  Covar- 
rubias' house  that  the  witness  had  first 
seen  Col.  Breckinridge.  "Col.  Breckin- 
ridge," said  the  witness,  "was  extr||mely 
fearful  that  I  might  inform  Mrs.  Covar- 
rubias of  his  attentions  to  Miss  Pollard 
and  also  ot  his  engagement  to  her." 

Miss  Pollard  had  come  to  him  and 
said  that  Col,  Breckinridge  requested 
the  witness  as  a  particular  favor  not  to 
mention  these  matters.  Mi§s  Pollard 
herself  also  asked  him  to  keep  silence. 

Mr.  Francis  said  he  was  studying  law. 
He  came  to  Washington  frequently  from 
New  York  and  went  to  the  house  in  La- 
fayette square  to  see  Mrs.  Thomas  and 
her  niece  and  net  Miss  Pollard.

on  Her  Faith  in  Being  Restored  to 

Power. 


She  Has  the  Greatest  Faith  in  the  American 
Nation  and  in  Mr.  Cleveland  Par- 
ticularly. 


She  Declined  to  Express  Any  Opinion  as  to 
Whether  the  Hawaiians  Would  Ulti- 
mately Rebel. 


CiiuAco,  March  i::.  A  special  to  the 
Tribune  from  Honolulu  March  3.  via 
San  Francisco  March  12,  savs. 
Since  the  last  steamer  a  reporter  has 
succeeded  in  interviewing  the  ex-tiueen, 
who  has  hitherto  refused  to  discuss  mat- 
ters bearing  on  the  Hawaiian  situation 
with  any  but  tried  and  trusted  friends. 

"Does  your  majesty  still  have  faith  in 
restoration?"  she  was  asked. 

"Of  course  we  anxiously  await  news  by 
every  steamer,  as  you  may  imagine,  but 
we  have  now  the  same  faith  in  the  tri- 
umph of  justice  which  we  have  had  from 
the  outset— that  is,  we  have  the  greatest 
faith  in  the  American  nation  and  in  Mr. 
Cleveland  particularly.  We  have  no 
better  means,  however,  of  know- 
ing what  will  be  done  than  the 
public  at  large,  for  we  depend  wholly 
on  the  newspapers  for  information.  It 
has  been  widely  published  in  America 
and  elsewhere  that  our  interest  in  the 
case  is  whoJly  personal.  Of  course  we 
have  naturally  a  deep  personal  interest 
at  stake,  but  you  may  say  that  we  are 
deeply  sorry  on  account  of  our  patient 
native  people,  many  of  whom  have  lost 
employment  by  the  overthrow." 

Liliuokalani  would  not  discuss  the 
questions  pertaining  to  the  formation  of 
tnc  new  government  here,  and  she  de- 
clined to  express  any  opinion  as  to 
whether  the  Hawaiians  would  ultimately 
rebel,  though  she  did  say:  'Our  sub- 
jects are  probably  more  patient  than  any 
other  people  in  the  world,  and  for  that 
matter  we  have  counseled  them  to  be 
peaceful  and  await  results." 

OISINCUNEO  TO  YIELD. 


The  Massillon  Miners  Disposed  to  Continue 
the  Strike. 

Massillon.  Ohio,  March  12.— Presi- 
dent John  McBride,  of  the  United  Mine 
Workers,  is  here  and  will  attend  the 
great  Fulton  conference  of  Massillon 
miners  today.  He  hopes  the  locked-out 
men  will  act  upon  the  suggestions  con- 
tained in  his  peace  circular  and  patch 
up  their  dififerences  with  the  operators. 

He  says  his  advice  to  the  miners  of 
the  United  States  to  settle  local  strikes, 
with  a  view  of  inaugurating  a  national 
strike  when  trade  conditions  are  more 
favorbale  is  being  commended  generally.

The  Real  Cause  of  the  Tragedy  at  Garfield  Park 
Revealed.  • 

St  Loui§,  March  12.— A  special  from 
Fort  Worth,  Texas,  says  that  the  filing 
of  the  suit  for  damages  by  Sarah  Star- 
man  against  Mrs.  A.C.  Brown,  the  widow 

of  Capt.  James  H.  Brown,  the  noted  turf- 
man, now  deceased,  recalls  the  desperate 
fight  of  the  latter  with  the  Chicago  police. 
Few  at  the  time  knew  the  real  cause  of 
Capt.  Brown's  desperate  resistance  to 
arrest,  and  not  many  do  now,  thinking  it 
was  on  account  of  the  Garfield  park 
troubl^. 

Governor  Hogg  had  made  a  requisition 
upon  Governor  Fifer  for  Capt.  Brown's 
arrest.  Brown  had  influential  friends 
who  were  on  terms  of  intimacy  with  Gov- 
ernor Fifer,  and  they  persuaded  him  that 
it  was  a  scheme  of  the  enemies  of  Capt. 
Brown  to  get  him  to  Texas  and  then  do 
violence  to'him.  The  recjuisition  was 
accordingly  not  honored.  Matters  went 
along  for  a  while  and  Brown  was  kept 
posted  as  to  how  the  Sharman  case  was 
progressing.  He  had  reason  to  believe 
that  the  next  requisition  would  be  hon- 
ored and  was  looking  for  it. 

When  the  police  raided  Garfield  park, 
he  was  sure  that  he  was  the  person 
wanted  and  their  object  was  to  return 
him  to  Texas  to  answer  the  charge  of 
complicity  in  the  Sharma^i  murder.  The 
return  to  Texas  meant  a  matter  ot 
life  and  death,  hence  the  Texan's  des- 
perate resistance  to  arrest. 


THE  A.  P.  A.  CONDEMNED. 


Mass  Meeting  ot  Railway  Men  at  MilwauKefl 
Denounces  It. 
Milwaukee,  March  12.— A  mass 
meeting  of  railway  men  at  Blatz's  ball 
last  night  passed  resolutions  which  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  A.  P.  A.  has 

been  the  means  of  creating  a  conflict 
among  the  citizens  of  this  city,  and  that 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  citizens  of  Milwaukee 
to  condemn  in  the  strongest  measures 
any  men  or  set  of  men  who  interlere 
with  another's  religious  belief. 

The  attention  of  the  common  council 
was  called  to  the  state  of  affairs  lu  this 
city  and  it  was  requested  to  pass  a  law 
making  it  a  criminal  offense  tor  any  per- 
son to  interfere  with  any  other  person's 
religion,  either  in  public  or  private.

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TWO  FATAL  PASTIMES 


Many    Fatalities  in   Football  and  in   Prize 

Fighting,    But  the  Former  Kills 

More  Men. 


It  is  Noticeable  Few  Strong,  Healthy,  Care- 
fully Trained  Pugilists  or  Football 
Players  Are  Killed. 

The  Victims  in  the  Ring  or  on  the  Gridiron 
Are    Usually   Weak   and  Un- 
trained. 


Footlwll  and  prlzefiKhtinK  ace  the  cyno- 
sure of  all  sporting  eyes  and  have  the  cen- 
sure of  many  sportiuK  tongues  ju.st  now. 
For  nearly  two  ceuturie**  pugilism  has 
numbered  it.s  admirers  by  hundreds  of 
thousands,  but  the  unavoidable  brutality 
of  the  sport  has  grradually  iucreasetl  public 
opinion  nRRinst  it  until  today  there  are 
fe\v  place.s  remaining'  where  two  leading 
fxponent-s  of  the  manly  art  may  meet  and 
settle  the  question  of  supremacy  unniolewt- 
ed.  For  a  dozen  years  football  has  num- 
ben'd  its  admirers  by  millions,  but  since 
the  leading  elevens  have  often  tran.sformed 
the  game  from  a  legitimate  contest  of  ath- 
letic skill  to  a  free  light  that  puts  Donny- 
brook  fair  to  .shame  the  sport  loving  public 
has  called  a  halt  in  thunderous  chorus.  It 
admires  skill,  strength  and  athletic  gen- 
eralship, but  it  has  no  use  for  wanton  bru- 
tality. The  thutnl>8  down  days  of  the  Ro- 
man arena  seem  to  have  passed  away. 

As  it  was  played  last  year  football  was  a 
far  more  dangerous  sport  than  prizefight- 
ing. Nearly  every  eleven  had  half  a  dozen 
young  giants  whose  principal  duty  was  to 
slug  and  injure  or  knock  out  an  opposing 
player.  The  game  degenerated  into  a  prize 
fight,  but  was  full  of  foul  tactics  that  would 
not  be  tolerated  a  moment  In  the  ring.  A 
pugilist  wins  by  so  severely  punishing  his 
opponent  with  the  fists  that  he  can  no  long- 
er come  to  time.  An  unfair  blow  or  kick 
means  defeat  for  the  boxer  who  delivers  it. 
La.st  season  the  members  of  a  successful 
football  eleven  often  slugEcetl,  kicked,  jump- 
ed upon  and  even  bit  their  adversaries  until 
they  were  too  thoroughly  used  up  to  longer 
play  effectively.  A  decisive  goal  was  literal 
ly  a  knockout.  Much  of  this  brutal  work, 
notably  the  deliberate  striking  of  an  oppos-

ing  player  when  the  referee  was  not  sup- 
posjKi  to  be  looking,  was  against  the  rules, 
but  the  referee  was  ne.irly  always  blind, 
and  players  were  rarely  disciplined. 

Football  is  coo  goo<l  a  game  to  be  thus 
minetl,  and  the  representative  men  who 
govern  the  destinies  of  the  sport  have  not 
only  been  wi.-'e  enough  to  declare  for  re- 
form, but  they  have  alreiidy  entered  upon 
the  work  of  eliminating  unnece.s.sary  bru- 
tality from  tlie  great  college  p.istime.  Pu- 
gilists are  all  right  in  their  place,  but  that 
place  is  not  in  baseball,  as  theCorl)ett  inci- 
dent proved,  and  thesame  idea  applies  with 
even  more  emphasis  to  football.  There  is 
reason  to  believe,  however,  that  the  solons 
who  have  been  chosen  to  change  the  rules 
of  the  game  will  do  their  work  so  well  that 
rufliauism  will  be  conspicuous  by  its  al)sencc 
from  the  games  of  18i4. 

The  men  designated  by  the  Universitj^ 
Athletic  club  of  New  York  to  revise  the 
rules  governing  football  are  all  ex-players 
of  national  reputation.  Foremost  among 
thera  is  Walter  Camp  of  Yule,  the  greatest 
authority  on  the  game  in  America.  The 
other  members  of  the  committee  are  Dr.  W. 
A.  Brooks  of  Harvard,  the  fsmious  coach  of 
the  crimson  elevens;  AlexanderMoffatt,  the 
noted  punter  and  drop  kickerof  Princeton; 
Paul  .T.  Dashiell.  the  well  known  referee  of 
Lehigh,  and  John  C.  Bell,  the  great  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  half  back.  I'he 
game  will  probably  lie  made  more  open, 
such  dangerous  mass  plays  as  the  flying 
wedge  will  be  dropped,  there  will  he  more 
kicking,  and  it  .seems  certain  that  the  rules 
will  be  so  strict  against  .slugging  that  the 
pugilistic  football  player  will  find  his  occu- 
pation gone. 

The  recent  death  of  Alfred  H.  Linder,  p 
Harvard  student  who  was  killed  while  en- 
gaging in  a  friendly  sparring  bout  with  an- 
other student,  has  revived  interest  in  the 
discu.ssion  of  the  question  whether  more 
men  are  killed  playing  football  than  in  the 
ring.  Statistics  show  that  last  year  the 
ring  had  far  the  better  of  the  argument.  In 
America  there  were  eight  men  killetl  play- 
ing football  and  at  least  100  more  received 
severe  injuries.  In  the  same  time  six  men 
were  killed  in  prize  fights,  and  a  few  more 
were  severely  injured,  but  in  most  battles 
both  victor  and  vanquished  were  practical- 
ly as  KO<jd  as  new  the  following  day. 

In  England  there  was  not  a  single  death 
that  resultetl  from  prizefighting  so  far  as  I 
have  been  able  to  learn— and  A.  Conan 
Doyle,  the  famous  noveli-st,  declares  that  he 
never  heArd  of  but  one  fatal  English  fight — 
but  during  the  eight  months  beginning  in 
Septeuil>er,  1892,  and  ending  in  April,  1893, 
36  men  died  from  injuries  i-eceived  in  foot- 
ball games,  and  scores  of  others  were  very 
badly  hurt.  During  the  season  of  1S91  and 
18t>2  there  were  22  fatal  football  accidents 
in  England,  and  there  were  23  names  on  the 
death  roll  of  the  preceding  season. 

One  thing  must  l»e  Ijorne  in  mind,  how- 
over,  and  that  is  the  fact  that  while  many 
thousands  of  men  pfayed  football  during 
these  years  not  more  than  2rX)  pugilists 
met  In  the  ring  anunally.  From  this  point 
of  view  it  may  he  claimed  with  justice  per- 
haps that  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
men  engaged  football  is  no  more  deadly 
than  the  nmiily  art. 

In  .spite  of  these  rather  appalling  statis- 
tics football  and  boxing  are  not  particular- 
ly dangerous  when  healthy,  properly  t  rained 
men  are  pitted  one  against  another.  The 
men  who  are  killed  are  usually  «nen  who 
possess  some  organic  disease  or  who  are 
wholly  unprepared  by  systematic  training 
toy  the  woik  they  are  caUed  upon  toiio. 


•m  toemx  pugniBi*^  Kiiiea  in  tue  Uniteti 
States  lastytar  not  one  was  even  a  third 
rate  man.  Einmett  Burke,  who  was  killed 
In  a  fight  at  tilouoesterj  N.  .1.,  in  Ocro))er. 
was  mercily  a  cclored  stable  boy  at  the 
Gloucester  track.  He  had  hardly  recovered 
from  an  attack  of  |)neumonla,  was  wholly 
untrniue<{  and  was  as  amateurish  a  pugil- 
l.st  as  can  l>e  imagined.  In  .Inly  Frank 
Egan  killed  .John  McDonahl  in  a  lumber 
yard  glove  rontcst  in  New  York,  but  the 
doctors  (lecidwl  that  whisky  really  got  in 
the  deadly  blow.  Of  the  four  other  men 
killed  not  one  liad  any  standing  in  the  ring. 

I  cannot  recall  a  single  instance  where  a 
well  known  boxer  has  been  kille<l  by  a 
blow.  Sullivan  anfl  Kilrain  fought  75  rounds 
and  neither  man  was  injured.  Jackson  and 
Corbett  punched  each  other  for  over  four 
hours  and  were  as  goml  .'is  ever  the  follow- 
ing d.iy.  j>orU'it  kin>cke«l  Sullivan  out  in 
31  rounds,  '^lul  Inith  left  the  ring  compara- 
tively uninjured.  Corbett  gave  Mitchell 
his  quietus  in  three  rounds,  and  two  houi-s 
afterwttnl  Mitchell  was  as  well  as  ever. 
George  Dixon  has  whipped  dozens  of  men, 
but  he  never  killed  one,  and  he  is  as  hanl 
as  nails  today  himself.  The.sc  men  and 
scores  of  other  well  known  nugilists  that 
may  Ix?  named  are  strong,  healthy,  tniiiKd 
ighters  who  can  take  any  annaint  of  puu- 
Lshment  and  not  feel  it  a  week  afterward. 

Phy-sicians  generally  scout  the  idea  thata 
healthy,  well  tr.iiiifd  iii.an  may  be  killed  by 
a  single  blow  or  by  numerous  .severe  blows. 
Dr.  George  F.  Shrady,  the  famous  special- 
ist, said  recently:  "When  two  men  train 
faithfully  for  a  prize  fight  and  enter  the 
ring  in  perfect  condition,  providing  they 
have  no  organic  or  even  functional  trouble, 
I  conteml  that  it  is  improbable  that  one  can 
be  killed  instantly  by  the  force  of  a  blow 
from  the  other's  fist  or  thathemaydielatei 
from  its  effects.  In  a  majority  of  cases 
where  a  blow  from  a  fist  is  the  alleged  cause 
of  death  the  autopsy  shows  evidences  of  dis- 
ease." 

Much  the  same  argument  applies  to  the 
deadly  aspect  of  football.  Of  the  eight 
players  killed  in  American  games  last  sea- 
son not  one  belonged  to  even  a  third  rate 
eleven.  They  were  all  crude,  untrained, 
.scrub  player.«,  and  at  least  one  of  them  was 
killed  for  the  sole  reason  that  he  wjis  play- 
ing on  improper  ground.  He  fell  on  a  pro- 
jecting piece  of  rock  and  was  so  severely  in- 
jured in  the  abdomen  that  he  died.  It  is 
hardly  neces.sary  to  state  that  he  might 
have  struck  the  rock  while  playing  tag  and 
that  football  really  was  not  responsible  for 
his  ileath. 

Some  ot  the  very  roughest  games  of  the 
year  were  played  by  the  elevens  of  Yale, 
Rarvard.  Princeton,  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania, Weskyan,  Stanford,  University 
of  Virginia  and  Chicago  uuiversitj',  but 
none  of  the  j)layers  on  these  teams  was 
kille<i.  They  were  all  .strong,  healthy,  well 
trained  alhletes,  and  "'midst  the  crowd, 
the  hum.  the  shock  of  men,"  they  took  their 
medicine  like  gladiators  of  old  and  got  out 
of  the  melee  alive.  Some  of  them  were 
somewhat  disfigured,  it  is  true,  but  they 
Jire  all  still  in  the  ring. 

There  is  undoubtedly  considerable  room 
for  reform  in  both  footlxill  and  fighting, 
bnt  much  of  the  brutality  of  the  latter  has 
already  Ijeen  done  away  with,  and  the 
chasers  of  the  pigskin  are  now  hard  at  ^vo^k 
humanizing  their  favorite  game.  In  fight- 
ing the  more  humane  small  gloves  have 
taken  the  place  of  bare  knuckles,  increased 
science  in  boxing  has  made  the  contests 
shorter  and  far  less  brutal,  and  the  agony 
that  was  usually  prolonged  IX)  or  80  rounds 
is  now  very  frequently  over  in  six  or  eight 
or  even  less.  Earle  H.  Eaton..

Report  That  the  Difference  in  Altitude  Be- 
tween the  Lake  and  River  Cuts  No 
Figure. 


Senators  and  Representatives  Urged  to  Sup- 
port an  Appropriation  for  the  De- 
sired Canal  Survey. 


St.  Pai  I,.  March  12. -The  special 
committee  of  the  chamber  of  commerce 
of  St.  Paul  on  the  subject  of  a  canal  from 
Lake  Superior  to  the  Mississipiii  river 
has  submitted  an  exhaustive  report  upon 
the  survey  for  the  location  of  a  canal  con- 
necting Lake  Superior  and  the  Missis- 
sippi river.  The  report  was  unani- 
mously adopted  and  copies  of  ilie  same 
forwrirded  to  many  other  cities  through- 
out the  Northwest. 

The  report  shows  th?t  thoucjh  the  Mis- 
sissippi at  St.  Paul  is  eighty-two  feet 
higher  than  Lake  Superiorsuch  a  scheme 
would  not  be  impracticable.  The  dififer- 
ence  of  altitude  between  the  lake  and 
river  cuts  no  important  figure.  In  con- 
clusion, the  committee  recommends  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  that  the  secretary  is  hereby 
instructed  to  communicate  a  copy  of  this 
report  to  the  various  commercial  organ- 
izations in  Minnesota  and  the  Dakolas, 
and  request  them  to  immediately  pass 
resolutions  in  favor  of  this  project  and 
to  urge  their  senators  and  representa- 
tives in  congress  to  actively  support  an 
appropriation  for  the  desired  canal  sur- 
vey. 

Resolved,  that  the  press  of  the  North- 
west is  hereby  requested  to  advocate  this 
canal  project  until  it  shall  be  accom- 
plished.

The  parties  were 
married  in  the  Stillwater  prison  at  the 
commeucement  of  his  term  of  imprison- 
meni,  and  since  then  his  wife  has  re- 
mained within  the  prison  walls  serving 
as  a  domestic  and  proving  her  fidelity  to 
the  man  she  loves  in  spite  of  his  unen- 
viable career  and  his  present  unfortu- 
nate condition.

LOJIDON,  March  12.— The  foreign  grain  mar- 
kets opened  this  morring  quiet.  At  l..iverpi'ol 
wheat  wa«  quiet  but  steady;  norn  was  'jd  high- 
er and  lu  fair  incjuiry ■  At  L  .nden.carifoe .  of  (  al- 
ifornia  wh>»at  were  unchanged  ;  floating  careoa* 
of  wbe;il  were  quiet  but  steady  iwheat  ou  passage 
was  quiet  a  d  corn  slow.  At  Mark  Lau«  wheat- 
was  quiet  but  steady  ;  corn  was  firm  for  Amer- 
ican and  quiet  for  Danabian.  The  Freuch 
country  markets  were  unchanged.  At  Pans 
wheat  was  unchanged  and  flour  not  qooted. 
Berlin  markets  were  not  reported. 


Nkw  York,  March  12.— At  about  3:30 
this  morning  Policeman  Connors,  while 
at  St.  Nicholas  avenue  crossing  One 
Hundred  and  Tweolietb  street,  noticed 
two  men  acting  in  a  suspicious  manner. 
They  were  conversing  in  low  tones, 
when  Connors  made  a  dart  for  the  man 
with  the  bundle  and  grabbed  him  by  the 
collar.  The  other  man  da«hed  away  in 
the  darkness. 

Connors  took  his  prisoner  to  the 
station  house,  where  he  gave  his  name 
as  John  Kelly,  50  years  old,  and  his 
address  583  Grand  street.  The  package 
contained  nine  loaded  paper  dynamite 
cartridges  and  three  dynamite  bombs. 
The  latter  were  pieces  of  gas  pipe  about 
three  inches  in  diameter,  about  a  foot 
and  a  half  long,  and  were  livetted  with 
bolts  at  the  ends.  They  were  bound 
tightly  together  by  wire,  and  from  the 
end  of  each  a  long  fuse    protruded. 

An  expert,  after  looking  at  the  bombs, 
declared  that  they  wer«;  lully  charged, 
and  that  there  was  sufficient  dynamite  in 
them  to  blow  up  a  block  of  houses.  He 
said  that  the  fuses  had  been  arranged,  so 
that  when  ihey  were  ignited  it  would 
have  taken  them  about  six  minutes  to 
have  reached  the  deadly  dynamite.  It 
was  said  that  each  of  the  paper  cart- 
ridges contained  enough  dynamite  to 
blow  down  an  ordinary  house. 

At  police  headquarters  this  forenoon 
the  prisoner  was  interrogated  by  Super- 
intendent Byines,  Inspector  McLaughlin 
and  Inspector  Conlin.  The  prisoner  had 
but  little  to  say.  What  he  did  say  led 
the  superintendent  and  inspectors  to  be- 
lieve that  he  knows  much  more  about  the 
dynamite  found  in  his  possession  than  he 
has  told  so  far. 

All  he  would  say  at  police  headquart- 
ers was  that  he  andthe  man  who  escaped 
were  hired  by  a  stranger  at  Grand  street. 
East  river,  last  night  to  lake  the  p.Tck- 
age  containing  the  dynamite  cartridges 
up  to  Westchester.  He  claimed  that 
the  man  who  hired  him  was  a  perfect 
stranger  to  him  and  that  the  man  who 
helped  him  to  carry  the  stuff  was  also  a 
stranger.       ^

Real  Estate  the  Ideal  Asset. 

Most  of  the  fortunes  of  this  generation 
have  been  based  upon  investments  in 
real  estate.  It  is  also  true  that  manv 
thousands  of  dollars  have  been  lost  in 
similar  investments,  and  thus  many  peo- 
ple have  been  led  to  doubt  the  truth  of 
the  proposition  that  "real  estate  is  the 
ideal  asset."  Vet  this  statement  is  as 
true  today  as  it  ever  was.  In  this  case, 
as  in  others,  the  exception  proves  the 
rule.  Those  who  have  made  foolish  in- 
vestments in  real  estate  of  course  have 
suffered  for  their  folly.  Men  who  load 
themsaives  with  property  in  "boom 
towns"  that  have  no  solid  reason  for  their 
existence— nothing  to  ensure  their 
growth  in  population  or  advancement  in 
volume  of  trade— have  naturally  experi- 
enced losses.  Tbey  have  been  taught 
the  lesson  that  real  estate  is  the  ideal  as- 
set, when  the  real  estate  is  properly  lo- 
cated. 

In  an  article  on  this  subject  in  Dona- 
hoe's  Magazine,  William  E.  Harmon 
points  out  that  it  would  be  unsafe  to  ac- 
cept the  history  of  the  vast  accumula- 
tions of  the  Astors  in  New  York,  Mar- 
shall Field  in  Chicago,  and  Nicholas 
Longworth  in  Cincinnati  as  representa- 
tive or  as  proper  ones  on  which  to  base 
hopes  of  even  a  much  less  profit  through 
realty  investment;  for  in  neither  case  can 
the  results  be  credited  in  any  great 
measure  to  the  far-sightedness  of  the  in- 
vestors. Peculiar  conditions  came  into 
existence  in  the  localities  where  these 
holdmgs  chanced  to  be  situated — condi- 
tions, in  fact,  which  could  not  have  been 
foreseen,  but  which  brought  enormous 
increase,  far  beyond  that  of  other  invest- 
ment5  made  with  etiual  discrimination 
and  judgment. 

Residential  property  is  open  to  the 
consideration  of  nearly  all  of  us.  The 
facilities  for  obtaining  money  from  sav- 
ings and  co-operative  banks  have  put 
within  the  reach  of  the  smallest  wage- 
earner  the  oppojtunity  of  owning  this 
form  of  "the  ideal  asset,  and  to  the  home- 
owner it  does  indeed  become  the  ideal 
way  in  which  to  place  one's  savings.  The 
educational  influences  of  the  home,  the 
subjective  growth  that  comes  from  the 
necessary  application  of  savings  tov/ard 
its  payment,  need  not  be  elaborated. 
From  that  point  of  view  there  can  be  no 
question  of  its  worth  in  the  quickening 
of  our  better  consciousness  and  the  de- 
velopment of  our  manhood  and  woman- 
hood. 

In  considering  jt,  however,  from  a 
monev  making  point  of  vicvr,  care  should 
be  taken  in  its  selection.  Locality  and 
the  prospective  development  of  that 
portion  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  it  is 
situated,  should  be  carefully  studied^ 
Money  invested  in  our  best  securities 
earns  from  i  per  cent  to  5  per  cent; 
therefore  no  one  is  justified  in  investing 
in  the  form  of  realty  now  under  consider- 
ation, with  its  necessary  concomitant  of 
risk,  without  a  reasonable  assurance  of 
an  e(|ual  yield;  and  this  income  should 
be  exclusive  of  a  sinking  fund,  to  be  set 
aside  to  take  care  of  the  depreciation  of 
buildings  and  other  incidental  expenses. 

When  localities  arc  selected  with  rea- 
sonable care  and  in  the  line  of  general 
improvements,  Mr.  Harmon  ccucludes, 
the  increase  in  the  value  of  land  will 
usually  be  enough  to  make  this  asset  a 
thoroughly  satisfactory  one;  and  the  com- 
fortable sense  of  security  an  owner  feels 
when  his  surplus  is  invested  in  really 
good,  improved  property  makes  it  very 
easy  to  grant  this  the  title  of  "the  ideal 
asset."  At  the  present  time,  when  so 
much  money  is  locked  up  in  banks  and 
must  soon  seek  investments,  many 
capitalists  and  investors  are  turning 
their  attention  to  the  opportunities 
for  investin^r  in  good  real  estate.  In  the 
selectioa  of  localities  where  such  invest- 
ments would  be  certain  to  make  a  good 
return,  the  opportunities  presented  in 
Dululh  will  not  be  overlooked.  Here  is 
a  place  where  the  peculiar  conditions, 
which  caused  the  vast  accumulations  of 
wealth  from  investing  in  Chicago  real 
estate,  are  repeated.  No  one  can  study 
Duluth's  geographical  positicm  and  the

Thc  Iron  Ore  Duty. 

When  Maj.  Baldwin  was  defending  his 
course  in  advocating  free  iron  ore,  one 
of  his  principal  assertions  was  that  the 
removal  of  the  duty  would  result  in  l)u- 
luth  becoming  a  center  of  iron  and  steel 
manufacturing'on  a  large  scale,  -\ccord- 
ing  to  his  speech  in  congress,  Duluth 
would  be  "the  Pittsburg  of  the  West." 
The  Kabtcrn  manufacturers,  according 
to  his  wonderful  argument,  would  be 
compelled  to  remove  their  plants  to  Du- 
luth. , 

The  Boston  Herald  is  a  Democratic 
paper  and  a  strong  advocate  of  the  free 
trade  principles  represented  in  the  Wil- 
son tatifT  bill,  as  it  passed  the  house  of 
representatives,  but  it  does  not  agree 
with  Maj.  Baldwin  on  this  question.  In 
fact,  it  has  been  advocating  free  iron  ore 
for  the  exactly  opposite  reason,  believing 
that  Eastern  iron  manufacturers  would 
be  benefited,  at  the  expense  of  Western 
mine  owners,  by  the  removal  of  the  ex- 
isting tariff.  Here  is  what  it  said  in  a 
recent  editorial  article  on  this  subject: 

"Those  interested  in  the  removal  of 
the  duty  are  the  great  steel  plants  of 
Pennsylvania,  Maryland  and  New  Jer- 
sey, that  are  located  on  the  east  side  of 
the  Allegheny  mountains.  The  indivi- 
duals and  corporations  that  have  con- 
trolled these  steel  manufactories  have 
been  compelled  to  pay  large  amounts  of 
money  for  the  transportation  of  Bessemer 
steel  ore  from  Lake  Superior.  The  price 
of  transportation  has  been  so  high  that 
with  many  of  them  it  has  been  cheaper 
to  pay  the  duty  of  75  cents  per  ton  and 
import  the  needed  ore  from  Cuba,  Spain 
or  Northern  Africa." 

Happily  the  senate  finance  committee 
has  amended  the  Wilson  bill  regarding 
iron  ore,  restoring  it  to  the  dutiable  list 
and  imposing  a  duty  of  40  cents  per  ton. 
While  the  duty  should  be  at  least  double 
this  figure,  it  is  better  for  the  mining  in- 
terests to  be  protected  to  the  extent  of 
40  cents  a  ton  than  to  have  foreign  ore 
given  free  entry  into  this  country. 


An  Unwise  Measure. 

Another  measure  of  a  vicious  char- 
acter, aimed  at  the  manufacturers  of  pro- 
prietary articles,  is  before  congress.  It 
proposes  to  tax  proprietary  articles,  cos- 
metics, perfumery,  i  cent  upon  every  25- 
cent  package.  The  statemen  who  made 
this  proposal  doubtless  see  only  increased 
revenue  for  the  government,  but  do  not 
see  the  vast  injury  which  is  certain  to  re- 
sult not  only  to  manufacturing  adver- 
tisers, but  to  the  entire  press  of  the  land. 

The  sale  of  the  articles  upon  which  a 
tax  is  proposed  is  brought  about  by  ad- 
vertising through  the  newspapers,  and 
the  expenditure  in  this  direction  during 
every  year  amounts  to  very  many  millions 
oi  dollars.  Ifthetax  proposed  by  congress 
is  carried  into  effect,  it  will  result  in  the 
dissolution  of  many  worthy  advertisers 
who  manufacture  standard  preparations, 
and  a  very  large  curtailment  of  all  ad- 
vertising expenditure  throughout  the 
press  of  the  land.  It  not  only  will  tend 
to  cause  a  withdrawal  of  business  and 
advei-tising,  but  will  force  all  institutions 
to  discharge  employes  and  curtail  the 
amount  of  their  output.  Consumers, 
most  of  whom  have  found  the  articles 
which  it  is  proposed  to  tax  largely  indis- 
pensable, will  be  the  sufferers  in  the 
long  run,  both  financially  and  otherwise, 
while  the  increased  revenue  which  states- 
men are  now  figuring  upon  to  receive, 
will  decrease  much  more  than  50  per 
cent  by  reason  of  the  decrease  of  output 
of  the  advertised  articles  in  question. 

Where  a  stamp  tax  on  these  same  art- 
icles has  been  in  use  in  England,  it  has 
resulted  not  only  in  great  injury  to  enter- 
prises, but  in  increased  cost  to  consum- 
ers and  a  will-nigh  total  falling  off  of 
patronage  to  the  press.  This  is  true  in 
P^ngland  today.  The  increased  amount 
of  revenue  which  the  government  will 
receive,  will  not  by  any  means  equal  the 
decrease  in  the  amount  of  the  advertis- 
ing patronage  which  the  press  of  the 
land  now  receives. 


The  Philadelphia  Press  very  correctly 
remarks  that  if  every  unemployed  work- 
ingman  had  saved  the  money  he  has 
spent  in  drink,  gambling  and  in  other 
harmful  ways  during  the  past  five  years 
there  would  have  been  no  need  of  extra 
relief  measures  this  winter.  There  would 
have  been  enough  in  the  savings  bank 
or  in  the  stocking  to  have  tided  over  the 
hard  times  in  comfort  and  ease.  It  will 
be  well  if  all  classes  learn  the  lesson 
these  conditions  teach. 


The  Minneapolis  Times  says  that  in 
the  shape  to  which  the  senate  committee 
l^as  brought  the  Wilson  bill,  "it  is  a  tarce, 
a  travesty— an  insult  to  the  great  party." 
Yet  we  read  in  a  Washington  dispatch 
that  ex-Mayor  Winston,  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal owners  of  the  Times,  approves  the 
changes  made  in  the  bill  by  the  senate 
committee.  The  Times  and  Mr.  Win- 
ston should  get  together. 


The  L'nited  States  has  been  given  more 
space  at  the  Antwerp  international  ex- 
position than  has  been  allotted  to  any 
other  country,  and  American  inventors 
and  manufacturers  should  avail  them- 
selves of  the  privileges  extended.

Opening  of  Navigation  at  Duluth 
This  Year.

Ice  Outside  the  Canal  is  Beginning  to 
Weaken    and     May    Soon 
Break  Up. 


Navigation     at      Chicago      Opened     To- 
day, the  Earliest  Date  in  the  Records 
of  That  Port.

There  seems  «>  be  little  doubt  now 
that  navigation  will  open  at  Duluth  at 
an  unusually  early  date  this  vear.  The 
vessel  agents  are  now  advising  that  it 
will  be  safe  a)  schedule  the  departure  of 
boats  from  the  lower  lake  ports  tor  Du- 
'luh  on  Apiil  i;.  but  the  prospect  is 
bnuht  that  navisjation  will  open  a  week 
earlier  than  that  date,  and  it  would  not 
be  surprising  to  see  the  Uixim  start  out 
for  the  north  shore  before  April  i.  There 
IS  no  ice  in  the  lake  beyond  Knife  liver 
and  the  very  mild  weather  is  fast  eating 
away  the  field  of  ice  between  that  point 
and  the  ship  canal.  Already  there  is  a 
good  si^ed  space  of  open  water  out- 
side the  canal.  and  if  navi- 
gation was  open  at  the  Sault 
it  would  not  be  astonish  in  c  to  see  ves- 
sels make  their  way  out  of  this  port 
through  the  ice.  The  indications  are 
favorable  for  a  continuance  of  mild 
weather.  Flocks  of  wild  geese  were  seen 
living  northward  on  Saturday  morning 
a  sure  sign  that  all  extremely  cold 
ther  has  passed. 

A  dispatch  today  from  Cheboygan, 
Mich.,  this  morning  says;  The  straits 
are  clear  of  ice  as  far  as  the  eye  can  see. 
This  is  one  of  the  earliest  openings  ol 
navigation  on  record.  The  heavy  wind 
drove  the  ice  out.  Navigation  isopen  at 
Alpena,  Mich.,  and  tish  tugs  are  now  en- 
gaged m  setting  out  nets. 

The  Detroit  and  Cleveland  Navigation 
company  have  fully  decided  to  start  out 
one  uf  their  steamers  fcr  Cleveland  on 
Thursday  next,  .March  15.  Daily  ser- 
vice will  not  be  inaugurated  until  April  i. 
Ice  permitting,  the  first  steamer  of  the 
Cleveland  f.nd  Buffalo  line  will  be  started 
out  ot  IJuff.ilo  on  April  r. 

The  steamer  Arundel  is  bein^  fitted 
out  and  will  begin  making  regular  trips 
between  Detroit  and  I'ort  Huron  inabmit 
two  weeks. 

Exhibition  of  lights  in  the  Tenth  li-ht- 
bouse  disttictwill  be  resumed  for  the 
season  at  lighthouses  in  Lake  Erie  and 
Detroit  river  on  March  15,  and  at  light- 
houses in  St.  Lawrence  river  and  Lake 
Ontario  on  April  I. 

At  a  specu;!  meeting  of  the  Lake  Car- 
riers' association  in  Cleveland  the  com- 
mittee on  lower  lake  ore  dock  charges  re- 
ported that  it  had  been  able  to  sec\ire  no 
decisive  action  in  regard  to  the  requtst 
tn  reduce  the  unloading  charges  from  16 
cents  per  ton.  The  committee  on  dry 
docks  reported  that  it  had  obtained  no 
concessions.  The  charges  for  1894,  fixed 
in  the  middle  oI  januaty  at  the  Dry  Dock 
association's  annual  meeting,  could  not 
be  changed  without  another  meeting. 
Secretary  Keep  was  directed  to  ask  the 
lighthouse  board,  through  Maj.  Adams, 
of  Detroit,  to  change  the  Whitetish  Point 
light  from  the  third  order  to  the  second 
order  red  tlashlight  and  to  erect  a  light 
at  Vermilion  Point. 

A  Chicago  dispatch  says  that  lake 
n,iviL::uton  opened  today.  This  is  the 
earliest  opening  on  record,  and  was 
made  possible  by  a  heavy  windstorm 
which  followed  a  long  period  of  mild 
weather  and  drove  the  ice  out  of  the. 
Straits  of  Mackinac.  Chicago  vessel- 
men  did  not  expect  such  an  early  open- 
ing, but  the  gram  fleet  probably  will 
move  out  at  once.  Of  the  9.000.000 
bushels  of  grain  room  in  the  river  and 
harbc>r  all  but  2,000,000  bushels  has  been 
chartered.  The  unexpected  early  opeti- 
v\Z  ot  iiavi.;aiion  probably  will  precipi- 
tate a  acruinble  lor  loads  for  the  re- 
maining empty  vessels,  and  may  cut 
rates  somewhat.  It  may  also  complicate 
the  (.Iforts  of  the  cast  bound  rail  lines  to- 
.  wards  a  patching  up  of  the  rates.

Tonii^ht,  the  tii!-t  roi.ilir  meeting  of 
the  new  council  of  sixteen  members  will 
be  belli.  It  is  expected  that  some  or  all 
the  salaries  of  the  city's  servants  will  be 
fixed  .uui  that  the  clerk  and  city  attor- 
ney will  be  selected.  C.  K.  Richardson 
will  secure  the  appointment  as  the  for- 
mer officer  and  Page  Morris  as  the  latter. 

The  mayor  will  send  in  some  appoint- 
ments but  the  general  belief  is  that  M. 
J.  Davis  for  the  board  of  public  works 
and  Harry  Armstrong  for  chief  of  police 
will  be  all.  Possibly  a  captain  of  police 
will  be  nameil,  but  the  rest  of  the  ioice 
will  not  be  decided  upon  until  his  honor, 
the  mayor  and  the  new  chief  can  con- 
sult one  another  and  looks  over  the 
present  force  and  the  h.i If  thousand  of 
applicants. 

President  I'.cn  Howard,  loo,  will  name 
his  committees.  A  slate  w^s  prepared 
in  this  matter  of  the  committees  but  it  is 
pretty  certain  that  Prciident  How.yd 
has  broken  several  large  holes  in  it.  The 
ilate  lor  example,  gave  the  committee 
on  public  officers  and  offices  to  Alder- 
men Cox,  Harwood  and  Olaf  son.  It  is 
understood  that  the  committee  as  rear- 
ranged by  Mr.  Howard  embraces.  Cox, 
Peterson  and  Kvans.  Cox  says  that 
while  this  would  still  leave  him  chair- 
man, he  will  decline  to  serve  on  the  com- 
mittee, as  there  is  a  belief  that  the 
change  was  made  to  create  friction  and 
that  while  he  was  head  and  heels  in  fric- 
tion all  last  yeai,  he  wants  none  of  it  be- 
tween himself  and  friends.  The  slate 
gave  Cox  a  place  on  the  cily  property 
and  buildings  committee — also  the  spe- 
cial water  works  committee.  If,  as  given 
oat.  President  Howard  has  dropped  Mr. 
Cox  off  those  cominittees,  and  given  him 
a  place  on  the  almost  useless,  never- 
heard-from  committee  on  harbor,  docks 
and  viaducts,  he  will  feci  a  little  sore 
and  register  a  declaration  of  a  year  of  sil- 
ence in  the  council.  It  is  claimed  by 
some  who  oueht  to  know  that  the  com- 
mittee as  rearranged  by  Howard  will 
not  embrace  Cox  at  all  and  that  he  has 
been  left  off  so  that  no  nominations  will 
be  tied  up. 

This  will  be  the  night  for  opening  bids 
for  the  waterworks  bonds.  I'p  to  the 
noon  hour  not  a  bid  had  been  filed  with 
the  citv  clerk.  Several  financial  papers 
in  the  West  have  been  giving  the  bonds 
a  black  eye  lately  and  that  may  have 
something  to  do  with  that  state  of  affairs. 
City  Treasurer  \'oss.  howf  ver,  is  in  re- 
ceipt of  the  following  letter  from  S.  A.

A  Pair  ot  Them  Had  a  Ring  Fight  on  Saturday 
Night. 

The  old-line  dcid-game  sports  in  Du- 
luvh  seem  to  be  sleeping,  and  if  they  do  not 
soon  awake,  a  younger  and  mote  enthus- 
iaalii:  gcnet.T.lion  will  have  them  crowdcil 
olf  the  track.  According  to  their  age, 
si/e  and  financial  standing,  it  is  generally 
adniiUed  that  none  are  better  posted  on 
sporting  matters  or  more  devoted  to 
them,  pajlicularly  the  "manly  art,"  than 
the  ncwsDoYS.

Dan,  aged 
16  years,  weighed  104  pounds,  and  Pete, 
aged  17  years,  tipped  the  beam  at  124 
pounds.  Both  men  were  in  excellent 
condition  and  anxious  for  the  fight  to 
bci^in. 

l)Oth  boys  were  seconded  and  another 
acted  as  time  keeper  and  referee  and 
before  time  was  called,  read  the  rules 
as  follows: 

"Fellers,  this  is  to  be  a  square  stand 
up  fight,  with  no  clinching,  10  seconds 
to  get  up  in  after  a  knock  down  and 
each  feller  must  get  up  without  help,  too.

Second  round— Pete  opened  with  hard 
rushing.  D.an  landed  an  awful  right 
bander  on  Pete's  jaw.  It  made  him  shut 
his  eyes  and  nearly  put  out  the  nearest 
candle.  Time  was  called  with  honors 
about  even. 

Third  round— Both  men  came  up  to 
the  scratch  with  a  rush.  The  floor  was 
wet  and  by  this  time  began  to  freeze  and 
get  slippery.  The  round  was  an  excel- 
lent exhibition  of  sparring,  each  man 
holding  his  own  in  regular  Corbett  style, 
but  neither  giving  an  advantage. 

Fourth  round— Pete  opened  with  a 
•  vicious  rush  but  was  met  with  a  terrific 
lefthander  from  Dan  which  sent  the  re- 
cipient to  the  iloor  like  a  log. 

As  Pete  was  getting  up,  Dan,  getting 
excited  and  wishing  to  deliver  a  knock- 
out blow,  hit  his  opponent  a  light  tap  on 
the  top  of  the  head.

Ni.'.v  N'oKK,  March  13.— The  Herald's 
speci.1I  c.ible  from  Rio  fantirosays:  Ad- 
miral Saldanha  da  Gatra  sent  a  message 
'.  1  President  Peixoto  yesterday  otYerirg 
'  surrender  his  fleet  and  ce.ise  lighting. 
1-le  named  terms  which  were  to  include 
immunity  for  himsell  and  all  coanected 
with  the  revolution,  After  dispatching 
his  message  containing  the  terais  on 
which  he  was  willing  to  surrender,  Ad- 
miral "da  (iama  sought  safety.  He  re- 
quested an  I'.sylum  on  board  the  Portu- 
j;uc;e  man-of-war  Mmdcilo,  which  is  in 
ttic  harbor.  The  Portuguese  commander 
received  him  and  the  rebel  admiral  is 
now  on  beard  that  vessel. 

After  getting  on  board  her  he  nolitiid 
his  terms  som«what  and  asked  that  him- 
self and  his  officers  be  permitted  to  leave 
the  country  and  that  the  lives  of  his 
privates  be  spared. 

Nothing  has  been  heard  of  Admiral 
Mello,  wiih  the  Aquidaban  and  Repub- 
lica,  since  he  sucicssfuilv  ran  past  the 
forts.  It  IS  thought  that  lie  is  now  in  the 
South,  probably  oft  Santa  Catherine. 
The  circumstances  which  led  to  Admiral 
da  Gama's  offer  to  surrender  were  no 
doubt  the  preparations  for  a  decisive 
tight  which  had  been  made  by  President 
Peixoto.  President  Peixoto  had  issued 
an  official  decree  announcing  that,  at 
noonday  today,  a!l  the  government  bat- 
teries would  open  fire  upon  the  rebel 
ships  m  the  bay,  as  well  as  upon  Foit 
Villegaignon  and  Cobras  iL^and. 

The  government  forces  were  in  high 
spirits  over  the  prospect  of  a  general  en- 
gagement and  prepared  ready  to  fight  to 
the  death  for  the  established  government 
of  Brazil.  With  the  A(}uii'ahan  and 
Rcpublica  out  at  sea,  and  the  loyal  navy 
guarding  the  entrance  to  the  harbor  to 
prevent  their  return  or  the  escape  o'  the 
hemmed-in  rebel  ship?,  the  enemy  was 
at  a  great  disadvantage,  and  the  gener.1l 
S';ntmient  was  that  even  if  President 
Peixoto  did  draw  their  fi-ircest  lire  upjn 
the  capital,  be  was  justihed  in  doing  io 
undtr  the  circumstances. 

The  dynamite  cruiser    Xictheroy,    the 
submarine  torpedo    bo.xt    Pirating,    fur- 
rover,    and  ihe 
Aurora,    had 
ry  i  advanced  inside  the  liarbor  bar  and  had 
i  taken  up  an  advan'.ageous  and   parti  iliy 
shattered  position  between   Fort  Sso  jao 
and  Sug«r    Loaf    fort,    from    which  the 
Nictheroy  could  lodge  a  dynamite    shell 
inside  of  the  ramparts  of  Fort  \'illegaig- 
non,  it  was  expected. 

The  remaining  vessels  of  the  loyal 
rteel,  including  the  America,  the  Par- 
nah>ba  and  five  more  torpedo 
boats,  lay  just  inside  the  entrance 
to  the  bay  where  the  loyal  Forls 
Sao  Jao  and  Santa  Cruz  ought 
to  be  tully  able,  it  was  \hought,  to  pre- 
vent the  Repubhca  and  Aquidaban  from 
joir.ing  tht  rest  of  the  rebel  fleet,  had 
such  an  attempt  been  made.  The  in- 
surgents would  have  been  assailed  to- 
day from  three  quarters  at  onte,  from 
the  loyal  forts,  the  city  b:itte:ii-'s  and  the 
nswly  purchased  government  fleet.  Both 
:-idts  lacl  cleared  for  action,  and  Rio, 
fi.juraiivtly  spc:aking,  was  holding  her 
breath  ia  expect  ition  of  the  biggest 
li,iht  of  the  rebellion. 


JUDGE  TUTH  LL  TALKS. 

Says  Me  Was  Net  Surprised  at  the  Acquittal  of 
Coughlin. 

CuiCAGo,  March  13. — A  special  to  a 
morning  paper  from  Omaha  says:  Judge 
Tuthili,  of  Chicago,  nho  i>resided  at  the 
Coughlin  trial,  arrived  in  this  city  yes- 
terday and  registered  at  the  Paxton.  In 
speaking  of  that  case  and  the  Cronin 
murder  Judge  Tuthili  said: 

"I  was  not  surprised  at  the  acquittal  of 
Coughlin.  There  was  a  reasonable  doubt 
of  l|is  guilt,  and  the  jury  gave  him  the 
bsn^jt  of  it.  Anyone  who  attended  the 
trial  and  heard  all  the  evidence  could 
not  have  done  otherwise.  I  think  that 
Purke  and  Cooncy,  'lh<;  fox,'  were  the 
murderers  of  Cronin,  and  I  also  have  in- 
clination to  believe  U'Sullivan  was  one 
of  the  men  who  killed  him. 

"Prendergast  wilt  surely  hang  for  the 
murder  of  Carter  Harrison,  but  I  do  not 
believe  he  will  be  executed  on  Good 
Friday.  The  supreme  court  will  prob- 
ably grant  .1  supersede.iS  in  his  case,  so 
the  judge's  error  of  sentence  will  not 
amount  to  anything  upon  which  the  de- 
fendant's lawyers  can  seize  as  a  pretext 
to  save  the  .assassin's  neck." 


STABBING  CASE  AT  VIRGINIA. 


A  Quarrel  Over  Drinks  Resuitrd  in  H.  A.  Durkec 
Being  Slashsd. 

Virginia,  Minn.,  March  13.— [Special 
to  The  Herald.J-H.  A.  Durkee.  a  sa- 
loonkeeper of  this  place,  got  a  pretty  bad 
cutting  from  a  Fiulander  with  an  unpro- 
nounceable name  Saturday  night.  They 
had  fome  words  over  the  payment  of 
drinks,  with  the  above  reiult.

Washington,  March  13.— The  crowd 
that  surged  about  the  circuit  court  room 
this  morning  for  half  an  hour  prior  to 
the  today's  session  of  the  Pollard-Breck- 
inridge trial  was  greater  than  on  any  day 
since  the  trial  began.  This  augmenta- 
tion in  spectators  was  due  principally  to 
a  desire  to  ascertain  the  action  of  Judge 
Bradley  on  the  face-slapping  episode  of 
yesterday.    There  were    other   reasons, 

(o!>,  for  the  expect- 
ancy of  a  sensa- 
tional session.  The 
report  that  Col. 
Breckinridge 
would  make  the 
defense  that  he 
had  been  married 
^-^  to  Mrs.  Wing  pre- 
^vious  to  the  date 
/  Miss  Pollard  al- 
leges he  became 
engaged  to  her, 
and  the  sensa- 
\v.  c.  r.  nRECKiNiin)Gi!.tional  exit  of  Miss 
Pollard  yesterday,  whetted  the  appetites 
of  the  public  and  made  the  court  room 
more  attractive  than  the  houses  of  con- 
gress. 

Under  Judge  Bradley's  order,  only 
members  of  the  bar,  witnesses  and  work- 
ing newspaper  men  were  admitted  to  the 
courtroom,  but  the  press  of  lawyers  de- 
manding admittance  was  so  great  that 
the  chamber  was  nearly  filled  before 
the  case  was  called.  Calderon  Carlisle. 
who  was  struck  from  behind  by  Desha 
Breckinridge  during  \\\i  melee,  was  the 
earliest  comer,  and  he  was  soon  followed 
by  Judge  Wilson. 

Just  at  10  o'clock  Col.  Breckinridge 
entered  the  room  followed  by  Mr. 
Shelby,  who  slapped  Mr.  Johnson's  face; 
Mr.  StoU,  Col.  Phil  Thompson,  Maj. 
Butterworlh  and  Desha  Breckinridge. 
Mr.  Shelby  was  the  center  of  attraction. 
He  is  a  small  man,  slightly  bald,  appar- 
ently about  45  years  old,  and  wears 
glasses.  He  looked  serious  but  did  not 
show  any  signs  cf  nervousness. 

Miss  Pollard  was  not  present  when  the 
coutt  v.ras  cailed  to  order.  Mr.  Johnson 
came  in  a  few  minutes  after  Judge  Brad- 
ley took  his  seat.  Immediately  after  the 
court  was  called  to  order.  Judge  Bradley 
spoke  in  part  as  follows: 

"There  was  an  unfortunate  occurrence 
which  I  did  not  see,  in  the  precincts  of 
the  courtroom  after  the  court  adjourned 
yesterday  afternoon,  which  I  ot  course 
regret  and  I  have  no  doubt  the  parties 
who  were  responsible  for  it  regret.  It  is 
a  matter,  however,  of  which  the  court 
cannot  take  judicial  notice,  except  to  ex- 
press the  hope  that  gentlemen  will  curb 
and  restrain  their  feelings.  If  the  matter 
had  occurred  when  the  court  was  in  ses- 
sion it  would  have  been  the  duty  of  the 
court  to  take  prompt  notice  of  it.  and  lo 
administer  such  rebuke  as  the  occasion 
would  demand  from  a  court  of  justice, 

"  There  is  another  matter  about  which 
I  deern  it  my  duty  to  speak.  The  court 
has  received  information  that  some  of 
the  parlies  representing  the  defendant 
have  come  into  the  court  room  armed. 
Whether  this  is  true,  I  of  course  do  not 
know.  We  have  a  comparatively  strin- 
gent law  upon  the  offense  of  carrying 
concealed  weapons— not  as  stringent  in 
its  penalty  as  1  think  it  ought  to  be,  but 
still  sufficiently  so  as  to  be  adequate  for 
the  prevention  of  that  offense  to  a  very 
large  extent.  It  ought  not  be  necessary 
to  remind  those  who  are  concerned  in 
the  administration  of  justice,  that  to 
bring  a  deadly  weapon  into  court  is  a 
grievous  offense  which  of  course  cannot 
be  tolerated  by  the  court. 

"It  is  only  sufilcient  to  say  that  the  law 
provides  for  a  prosecution  in  the  police 
court  of  this  district  for  this  offense.  The 
court  iimply  desires  to  say  that  if  any 
information  is  received  at  any  time 
which  is  sufficient  for  the  prosecution  of 
an  offense  of  this  kind,  the  court  would 
deem  it  to  be  its  duty,  whoever  the  party 
may  be,  to  see  that  he  is  prosecuted  ac- 
cording to  the  law.  I  make  no  accusa- 
tion, 1  simply  make  this  statement, 
based  upon  representations  made  to  me 
which  may  be  mistaken,  and  I  trust  they 
are." 

Maj.  Butterworth  arose  when  Judge 
Bradley  had  finished  and  said  that  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  these  accusations 
had  been  made  against  members  of  the 
defendant's  counsel,  he  thought  it  proper 
for  each  of  them  to  make  a  disclaimer  of 
his  guilt  in  this  respect.  He  hoped  none 
of  his  brothers  had  been  guilty,  and  felt 
sure  they  had  not,  c^  any  offense  so  dis- 
respectful to  the  coint. 

There  was  silence  for  a  minute,  and 
then  Mr.  Shelby,  against  whom  the  ar- 
raignment of  Judge  Bradley  fell  with 
some  force  in  view  of  his  attack  on   Mr. 


Johrson,  arose  and  said  he  bad  never 
gone  armed  in  his  life,  and  would  not 
treat  the  court  in  .so  disrespectful  a  man- 
ner as  to  appear  in  its  presence  with  a 
deadly  weapon  on  his  person. 

Mr,  Mc Kinney,  who  lives  in  Washing- 
ton, entered  the  same  disclaimer.  Mr. 
Stoll,  of  Lexington,  Ky.,  said  \  he  had 
never  entered  the  presence  of  any  court 
armed.  The  explanations  were  becom- 
ing amusing  by  this  time,  and  there  was 
a  laugh  when  Col.  Phil  Thompson,  whose 
references  to  Miss  Pollard's  "gun" 
showed  his  familiarity  with  that  weapon, 
addressed  the  court.  He  said  merely: 
"If  it  please  the  court,  as  I  am  the  only 
one  left,  I  enter  my  disclaimer  also." 

The  incident  was  ended  by  a  state- 
ment from  Judge  Bradlev,  at  the  request 
of  Mr.  Carlisle,  of  plaintiff's  counsel,  that 
the  information  about  counsel  on  the 
other  side  going  armed  had  not  come  to 
him. from  counsel  for  the  plaintiff. 

The  day's  proceedings  began  with  a 
little  victory  for  the  defense  in  the  con- 
troversy over  the  admission  of  deposi- 
tions taken  in  Lexington  the  day  before 
the  trial  commenced  and  which  led  to 
the  affray  between  counsel  yesterday. 
Judge  Bradley  sustained  the  objections 
of  the  defense  against  the  admission  of 
the  depositions  as  evidence. 

Mr.  Carlisle  then  asked  that  the  de- 
position of  Mary  S.  Logan,  of  Cincinnati, 
formerly  Dr.  Mary  L.  Sweet,  be  admitted 
but  Mr.  Butterworth  objected,  and  an- 
other legal  controversy  began.  Mr.  Car- 
lisle and  Mr.  Stoll  made  statements  with 
reference  to  Mrs.  Logan's  examination, 
from  which  it  appeared  that  Mrs.  Logan, 
who  attended  Miss  Pollard  when  her 
first  child  was  born,  had  accused  Mr. 
Stoll  ot  persecuting  her  in  asking  "fool 
questions"  as  she  termed  them.  Mr. 
Stoll  made  a  long  explanation  about  the 
matter,  disclaiming  any  intention  of  per- 
secution. 

After  the  arguments  had  progressed 
fcr  more  than  an  hour,  Judge  Bradley 
overruled  the  objections  of  the  defense 
and  admitted  the  deposition  of  Mrs. 
Lo^an  as  evidence. 

Mr,  Carlisle  then  read  the  depositions. 
Mrs.  Logan  said  she  attended  a  young 
woman  who  gave  her  name  as  Mrs. 
Monica  Burgeiine  in  1884.  This  was 
while  Mrs.  Logan  was  with  Dr.  Sweet,  a 
practicing  physician  of  Cincinnati.  Miss 
Pollard  was  present  while  the  deposition 
was  being  taken,  but  Mr^.  Logan  said 
that  while  there  were  some  things  about 
Miss  Pollard  that  suggested  Mrs. 
iJurgerine,  she  could  not  identify 
her.  The  young  woman  said  she  was 
pregnant  with  her  first  child,  saying  her 
husband  was  dead,  and  acting  as  though 
there  were  some  family  reasons  why  the 
matter  should  be  kept  secret.  The  young 
woman  called  twice  at  her  office,  and 
later  the  deponent  called  to  see  her. 
There  was  snow  on  the  ground  at  the 
time.  , 

"Now,  as  f  look  at  her,  I  begin  to  rec- 
ognize her,"  s^id  the  deponent  at  this 
point.  The  deponent  said  "Mrs.  or  Miss 
Burgerine''  had  gone  to  a  lying-in  bouse 
kept  by  Catholic  sisters  on  the  Reading 
road  near  Cincinnati,  to  be  confined. 
Mrs.  Burgerine  had  told  Mjs.  Logan  thai 
she  was  18  years  old;  she  did  not  look 
older  t'han  tha^  After  being  confined 
the  young  woman  went  to  the  house  of 
Doctors  Perry  and  Buchanan,  where  she 
took  another  name,  which  the  witness 
did  not  remember.  Mrs.  Burgerine  wa.' 
a  very  reticent  person  and  told  nothing 
about  herself. 

One  day  while  the  deponent  was  call- 
ing on  a  patient,  an  elderly  gentleman 
cams  to  the  patient's  house  to  see  her 
and  asked  about  Mrs.  Burgerine.  Mrs 
Logan  said  she  did  not  remember  what 
the  man  looked  like,  except  that  he  was 
elderly.  "Have  you  ever  seen  Mrs.  Bur 
gerine  since?"  was  asked  the  deponent. 

"Never,  except  that  she  may  be  this 
lady.  Yet  they  seem  very  different;  their 
hair  w.a5  different,  and  this  lady  is  thin- 
ner. I  think  the  other  lady  wore 
glasses."  Miss  Pollard  does  not  wear 
glasses. 

One  of  Mrs.  Logan's  statements  was 
that  when  the  elderly  gentleman  called 
on  hf  r,  he  looked  like  a  pigmy  standin«d 
balow  her  at  the  foot  of  a  staircase.  "Do 
I  look  like  a  pigmy? '  asked  Col.  Breck- 
inridge, laughingly,  to  his  counsel  when 
this  was  read.  Maj.  Butterworth  read 
the  type-written  statement  of  the  depon- 
ent's cross  examination  which  developed 
nothing  new  or  important,  and  at  12:30  a 
recess  was  taken  until  i  p.  m. 

After  recess  the  reading  of  depositions 
began  and  was  still  in  progress  at  3  p. 
m.  The  proceedings  have  been  very 
monotonous.

Wamiimuon.  March  1 3.— Senator 
Peffer  yesterday  mtroduceti  a  tarifif  bill 
of  his  own  which  is  in  the  nature  of  an 
amendment  to  the  McKinley  act.  In 
K'cneral  it  may  be  said  he  increases  the 
duty  on  luxuries  and  reduces  it  greatly 
or  puts  upon  the  free  list  the  necessities 
and  such  articles  as  have  a  demand 
among  the  laboring  classes. 

Mr.  Peffer  puts  a  duty  ot  S  cents  a 
pound  on  wools  of  the  tirst  and  second 
class  and  admits  free  all  of  the  third 
class  worth  10  cents  a  pound  or  less. 
Sugar  is  free  except  in  case  of  such 
countries  as  impose  an  export  duty  when 
:i  duty  equal  m  amount  is  to  oe  imposeil. 

Boots  and  shoes,  cheap  clothing,  pro- 
visions, agricultural  implements  and 
machinerv,  cotton  cloths  of  the  value  i>f 
(.'.,  cents  a  yard  or  less,  sawed  lumber, 
etc.,  are  all  put  upon  the  free  list,  and 
ihe  Populistic  plan  of  an  income  tax 
atlded.

vides  for  the  free  admission  of  beet 
sugar  into  the  United  States  in  return  lor 
the  removal  of  the  embargo  on  Ameri- 
can pork  by  the  German  empire  and  the 
reduction  of  duties  upon  various  agri- 
cultural products. 

Mr.  \est  explained  that  it  was  the  in- 
tention of  the  bill  to  repeal  the  recipro- 
city clause  of  the  McKinley  bill  for  the 
purpose  of  depriving  the  president  of  the 
power  to  negotiate  any  further  treaties 
under  it,  but  it  was  not  intended  or  de- 
signed to  disturb  those  that  had  already 
been  negotiated,  and  were  now  in  force. 

He  alluded  particularly  to  the  com- 
mercial agreements  with  Spain  and  with 
Germany,  and  said  that  thev  wou'd  be 
in  no  way  affected  by  the  bill.  The  re- 
taliatory measures  that  had  been  directed 
at  Hayti,  Venezuela  autl  Colombia  would 
however,  be  revoked  by  the  bill,  and 
those  nations  placed  upon  the  same  foot- 
ing as  others. 

Mr.  Voorhees  concurred  in  the  views 
of  Mr.  Vest  as  to  the  understanding  and 
purpose  of  the  committee  and  the  inter- 
pretation of  the  bill.  Section  106  of  the 
bill  as  reported  from  the  senate  commit- 
tee, which  was  section  8q  in  the  house 
bill,  repeals  section  It  I,  which  contains 
the  reciprocity  provision  of  the  McKin- 
ley law,  but  it  explicity  provides  "that 
the  repeal  of  existing  laws  or  modifica- 
tions thereof  embraced  in  this  act  shall 
not  effect  any  act  done,  or  any  right  ac- 
cruing or  accrued  before  the  said  repeal," 
etc.,  "but  all  rights  and  liabilities  under 
said  laws  shall  continue  and  may  be  en- 
forced in  the  same  manner  as  if  said  re- 
peal or  modifications  had  not  been  made." 

Mr.  V^oorhees  said  he  did  not  see  how 
language  could  be  any  plainer.  It  was 
manifestly  the  intention  of  the  commit- 
tee by  recommending  the  repeal  ot  Sec- 
tion 3  to  prevent  the  negoti.ition  of  any 
more  treaties,  but  it  has  expressly  pro- 
vided that  those  which  had  already  been 
negotiated  should  not  be  affected  in  any 
way.  If  it  had  been  the  intention  or  de- 
sire to  abrogate  or  revoke  the  reciprocity 
arrangements  with  Germany.  Spain,  Bm- 
zil  and  other  countries,  the  bill  would 
contain  a  section  instructing  the  presi- 
dent to  terminate  them,  as  was  the  case 
with  the  Hawaiian  treaty. 

Mr.  Vooihees  then,  turning  over  the 
pages  of  the  bill,  called  attention  to  sec- 
tion 105  which  was  inserted  in  the  house 
bill  by  the  tinance committee.  This  pro- 
vides that  "  the  president  shall,  immed- 
iately upon  the  passage  of  this  act,  give 
notice  to  thegovernmentof  the  Hawaiian 
islands  that  the  I'nited  States  intends  to 
terminate  the  treaty  of  Jane  3.  1875,  etc. 
"If  we  intended  to  terminate  the  German 
and  Cuban  treaties"  said  Mr.  \oorhee-, 
"we  should  have  added  a  similar  section 
to  the  bill  referring  to  them. "

Within  Two  Weeks  and  its  Comple- 
tion Rushed. 


The  Road  Expects   to    Handle   Two  Million 

Tons  of  Ore  During  the  Coming 

Season. 


TliP  Near  Approach  of  Spring    Has    Caused 

Signs  of  Activity  at  the  Various 

Sawmills. 


The  announcement  made  in  The  Her- 
ald several  days  ago  that  the  Mjssabe 
oie  docks  would  be  completed  at  once 
has  been  confirmed  by  Superintendent 
Bfann,  who  states  that  he  will  put  a 
crew  of  forty  to  fifty  men  at  work  in 
about  two  weeks.  The  company  ex- 
pects to  handle  about  2,000,000  tons  of 
ore  the  coming  season.  The  Pennsyl- 
vania and  Ohio  Coal  company  will  also 
make  some  slight  improvements  on 
their  docks  by  putting  in  a  switching  ap- 
paratus and  a  large  fire  [lump.  with  the 
necessary  hose.  Later  in  the  summer 
VH3  feet  will  be  added  to  the  capacity  of 
the  dock.  The  Transfer  Railway 
company  have  an  extra  force 
of  surveyors  it  work  completing 
crossings  and  other  necessary  work  in 
anticipation  of  a  bigger  season's  work 
tlian  ever  on  their  important  line. 

The  various  sawmills  are  rapidly 
pushing  their  repairs  to  completion  in 
anticipation  of  an  early  break-up.  Tfie 
Merrill  ^:  King  company  have  com- 
menced to  cut  the  ice  about  their  boom 
and  are  getting  ready  to  start  up  as  soon 
as  possible.  .Ai  the  Murray  mill  the 
contractors  are  putting  in  the  old  ma- 
chinery such  as  will  be  used  and  it  is  un- 
derstood that  the  order  for  new  ma- 
chinery will  be  tilled  as  soon 
as  it  c.\n  be  manufactured.  The 
piling  for  the  dock  is  all 
driven  and  the  planking  is  now  being 
laid.  The  Mitchell  .S:  McLlure  mill  is 
being  thoroughly  overhauled  and  put  in 
first-class  shape  for  a  big  seasons 
work. 

Since  the  new  addition  of  the  box  fac- 
tory has  been  built  the  industry  lines  up 
well  with  anv  of  its  class  in  the  state. 
The  improvement  will  about  treble  the 
force  employed  and  will  increase  the 
capacity  of  the  mill  to  about  one  car  a 
day.  It  is  stated  that  the  company  has 
receipts  of  orders  sufficient  to  keep  the 
factory  running  to  its  full  capacity  for 
some  time  to  come.

The  Effect  on  This  Country. 
The  new  Russo-German  commercial 
treaty  was  ratiticl  by  the  reichstag  yes- 
terday, and  the  ka'ser  is  happy.  He  has 
carried  his  point,  after  meeting  with  very 
strong  opposition,  and  therefore  has  a 
right  to  feel  pleased.  The  ratification  of 
this  treaty  will  result  in  the  renewal  of 
commercial  relations  between  the  two 
countries,  which  have  been  suspended 
owing  to  thehi;;h  retaliatory  tariffs  which 
were  practically  prohibitory,  and  the 
United  States  will  suSfer  the  loss  of  con- 
siderable trade  with  t.ermany. 

The  effect  of  the  treaty  on  exports  of 
American  Vr.-adstuffs  is  indicated  in  a 
report  made  to  the  state  department  by 
Consul  Mason,  of  Frankfort.  This  re- 
port shows  that  before  1S92  American 
and  Russian  wheat  paid  the  same  import 
duty  in  Germany,  about  $12  per  ton,  and 
flour  from  either  country  paid  $25  per 
ton.  In  February  of  that  year,  however, 
Germany  placed  the  United  States  in  the 
class  of  the  most  favored  nations,  and 
the  duty  on  our  wheat  was  reduced  to 
$8.33  per  ton  and  on  our  tlour  to  about 
$17  per  ton.  Meanwhile  imports  from 
Russia  continued  to  pay  the  general 
rates  until  August  last  year,  when, 
in  consequence  of  disagreements  be- 
tween the  two  governments,  Germany 
summarily  raised  the  rates  50  per  cent, 
making  that  on  wheat  nearly  S18  and  on 
fiour  $37.50  per  ton.  The  new  commer- 
cial treaty,  it  appears,  sweeps  away  all 
these  discriminations  and  puts  Russia 
among  the  favored  nations  with  the 
United  States. 

Last  year,  with  Russia  shut  out  by  the 
tariff  on  cereals,  the  United  States  fur- 
nished Germany  314.920  tons  of  w'aeat, 
or  nearly  one-half  of  all  that  was  im- 
ported, and  at  the  same  time  supplied 
one-sixth  of  the  flour  and  one-tuelfth  of 
the  rye.  Under  the  new  treaty, however, 
Russia  at  once  resumes  her  old  position 
as  the  source  of  nine-tenths  of  the 
rye  supply,  which  will  go  to 
feed  the  peasants.  In  1S91,  when  the  two 
countries  were  on  equal  terirs,  Russia, 
it  appears,  supplied  515.5S7  ions  and  the 
United  States  144.678  tons  of  wheat  to 
Germany,  while  the  following  year  the 
figures  were:  United  States,  630,218 
tons  and  Russia,  257,991  tons.  Last  year 
Russia  furnished  but  21,636  tons.  Even 
in  years  of  most  abundant  harvest  Ger- 
many has  to  import  breadstuffs  largely, 
and  the  deficiency  is  growing  annually  in 
about  equal  proportion  to  the  growth  of 
the  population. 

Consul  Mason  says  the  wheat  question 
is  complicated  by  the  appearance  of  In- 
dia, Australia,  Argentina  and  Uruguay 
as  competitors,  and  that  it  only  costs  35 
cents  to  raise  a  bushel  of  wheat 
in  India,  against  50  cents  in 
the  United  States.  Th  s  would  place 
American  wheat  at  a  corisiderable  dis- 
advantage, if  the  cost  of  raising  it  is 
stated  correctly,  but  the  figures  given  by 
Consul  Mason  may  fairly  be  disputed. 
Does  it  cost  50  cents  to  raise  a  bushel  of 
wheat  in  America?  The  preponderance 
of  evidence  Jiow  leads  to  the  conclusion 
that  wheat  is  actually  being  raised  in 
this  country  at  as  low  a  cost  as  in  India. 
Senator  Peffer.  of  Kansas,  who  is  prob- 
ably as  well  informed  as  any  man  on  this 
question,  says  wheat  is  being  raised  in 
the  Northwest  at  35  cents  a  bushel  and 
in  California  at  22  cents  a  bushel.  Such 
being  the  case,  the  fear  of  Indian  com- 
petition in  the  wheat  markets   dwindles 

to  very  small  proportions.

Minnesota's  Municipal  Debt. 
An    interesting    report    on  municipal 
debt  was  presented  at   a  meeting  of  the 
Minneapolis  board  of  trad*    yesterday. 
It  shows  that,  according  to  the  census  of 
1890,    Minnesota     stands     seventeenth 
among    the  states    in    population,    and 
fifteenth  in  assessed  valuation,  but   only 
tenth  in  size  of  municipal  debt.    In  1890 
there  were  twenty-four  "states  that  had  a 
larger  state    debt  than    Minnesota,  but 
only  nine  states  with  a    L-.rger  city  debt. 
Minnesota's  municip.1l   debt  is  larger 
than  that  of  any  New  England  state  ex- 
cept  Massachusetts,    of   any    Southern 
state  except  Maryland,  and  of  any  West- 


ern state  except  Ohio,  Illinois,  Missouri, 
and  Kansas.  In  iS»/)  the  municipal  debt 
of  Minnesota  was  $18.417,8.)!,  which  is  70 
per  rent  of  the  total  state  indebtedness 
ol  all  kinds.  This  was  not  quite  three 
times  the  municipal  debt  of  Iowa,  and 
somiwhat  more  than  the  added  munici- 
pal debts  of  Wisconsin  and  Michigan. 

From  1880  to  1890  the  increase  in  Min- 
nesota's municipal  debt  was  from  $4.3'^.- 
000  to  $18,417,000.  The  state's  increase 
in  [lopulation  during  the  decade  was  (>6.- 
71  per  cent,  in  assessed  valuation  128 
per  cent  and  in  municipal  debt  34'>  per 
cent.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  new 
states,  which  had  tew  or  no  cities 
in  1880,  no  state  showed  so  great  a  per 
centage  of  advance  in  municipal  debt 
during  the  late  census  decade  as  Minne- 
sota. 

This  showing,  the  report  points  out,  Is 
by  no  means  as  bad  as  it  looks  on  Us 
face.  It  is  explained  by  the  fact  that 
from  iSSo  to  iSc/J  was  the  period  of  Min- 
nesota's great  municipal  development, 
it  was  the  period  when,  side  by  side, 
the  three  cities  ot  Minneapolis,  St. 
Paul  and  Duluth,  not  to  mention  the 
scores  of  lesser  cities,  doubled,  trebled 
and  quadrupled  in  population  and  wealth 
and  business,  and  likewise  in  the  build- 
ing of  streets,  crossings,  bridges,  sewers, 
water  mains,  street  lights  and  school 
buildings,  and  in  the  extension  of  park 
systems  and  other  public  works  for 
which  the  municipal  debt  was  contract- 
ed. The  municipal  debt  is  the  evidence, 
as  well  as  penalty.of  municipal  improve- 
ment and  progress:  just  as  the  mortgage 
is  the  evidence  and  penalty  of  industrial 
development  and  investment.

The  Tariff  Measure. 

If  all  the  reports  that  come  from 
Washington  be  true,  the  Democratic 
members  of  the  senate  finance  commit- 
tee are  taking  no  chances  on  the  failure 
of  their  tariff  bill,  but  intend  that  it  shall 
be  such  a  measure  as  the  house  will  ac- 
cept. It  is  said  that  prominent  members 
ot  the  house  committee  on  ways  and 
means  have  been  taken  into  the  confi- 
dence of  the  majority  of  the  senate  com- 
mittee on  fmance,  and  that  all  the 
amendments  of  the  senate  have  been  dis- 
cussed freely  with  them  so  as  to  ensure 
in  advance  favorable  action  of  the  house 
conferees  when  the  bill  gets  into  confer- 
ence. It  is  said  that  the  senate  commit- 
tee has  received  satisfactory  assurances 
from  the  house  committee,  some  of  whose 
members  are  noticed  as  frequent  visitors 
in  the  finance  room  of  the  senate. 

The  probable  length  of  the  tariff  de- 
bate is  a  matter  upon  which  Democratic 
senators  cannot  agree  among  them- 
selves. If  the  Democratic  members  of 
the  nnan:e  committee  could  control 
their  own  side  of  the  chamber  much  of 
the  doubt  now  surrounding  this  ([uestion 
could  be  eliminated,  but  there  is  every 
indication  that  the  Democratic  side  of 
tne  chamber  will  not  be  controlled. 

Mr.  \'oorhees  favors  the  briefest  kind 
cf  debate. n  He  will  himself  make  a  terse 
statement  when  he  calls  the  bill  up  and 
let  the  matter  end  there.  Other  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  will  also  speak. 
But  so  many  other  Democrats  are  op- 
posed to  certain  schedules  that  they 
will  feel  bound  to  protest  and  put  them- 
selves right  with  their  own  constituents. 
Democratic  members  of  the  finance 
committee  expect  to  see  the  bill  signed 
by  June  i,  but  Republicans  say  the  dog- 
days  of  August  will  be  upon  us  before 
Mr.  Cleveland  will  be  permitted  to  ap- 
prove the  act  that  supersedes  the  Mc- 
Kinley  law.  The  latter  prediction  is 
discouraging  to  business  circles. 


A  City  Water  System. 

The  common  council  last  night  ac- 
cepted an  offer  for  ;?8oo,ooo  of  water 
bonds,  which  must  be  considered  quite 
favorable  in  view  of  the  condition  of  the 
money  market.  This  matter  having 
been  settled,  the  new  council  having  de- 
cided that  the  city  shall  enter  upon  the 
expensive  work  of  constructing  an  inde- 
pendent water  system  and  ample  funds 
having  been  provided  to  make  a  begin- 
ning, no  time  should  be  lost  in  starting 
work. 

It  is  evident  that  spring  has  arrived 
and  no  more  severely  cold  weather  may 
be  expected,  and  therefore  it  will  be  safe 
to  make  arrangements  at  once  for  either 
letting  a  contract  for  the  performance  of 
the  work  or  doing  it  directly  under  the 
supervision  of  the  city  otticials.  It  is 
desirable,  however,  that  the  aldermen 
shall,  first  of  all,  carefully  consider  the 
plans  which  have  been  prepared  for  the 
proposed  system.  This  is  a  very  im- 
portant enterprise  on  the  part  ot  the  city, 
involving  the  expenditure  of  a  very  large 
sum  cf  money,  much  greater  than  the 
sura  now  arranged  for,  and  no  mistake 
should  be  made  at  the  beginning. 

The  Herald  trusts  therefore  that    the 

aldermen  will  give  earne.>t  consideration 

to  all  the  details  and  thoroughly  satisfy 

themselves,  before  ordering  the    starting 

of  operations,    that  the    plans    provided 

are  without  serious  defect.    Being   once 

thoroughly  satisfied  on    this    point,    let 

the  work  be  pushed  without  delay.

He  says  that  the  cost  of  pro- 
ducing wheat  has  been  reduced  to  35 
cents  a  bushel  in  the  Northwest  and  to 
22  cents  a  bushel  in  California.  He  ac- 
counts for  the  present  low  prices  by  over- 
production in  America  and  other  coun- 
tries. If  the  senator's  figures  are  cor- 
rect, there  is  a  prolit  in  raising  wheat  at 
the  present  very  low  prices. 


The  council  did  what  was  expected 
when  it  chose  Page  Morris  lor  city  at- 
torney and  re-elected  City  Clerk  Rich- 
ardson for  another  term.  The  latter  has 
faithfully  performed  the  duties  of  his  of- 
fice and  deserved  a  re-election.  Mr. 
Morris  will  bring  to  the  office  of  city  at- 
torney the  high  legal  ability  which  this 
important  position  demands,  and  the  city 
is  fortunate  in  securing  his  services. 


The  annual  report  ol  Superintendent 
Preston  of  the  New  York  slate  banking 
department  shows  that,  despite  the  dis- 
astrous effect  of  last  year's  panic  on  all 
kinds  of  business,  the  savings  banks  of 
the  state  showed  on  Jan.  i  last  •  an  in- 
crease of  $28,664,028  in  deposits  over  Jan. 
I,  1892,  and  a  decrease  of  only  $12,268,- 
824  as  compared  with  Jan.  i,  1S93. 


The  end  of  the  Brazilian  war  appears 
to  have  been  reached.

Horace   Winihell   Talks  un   llie   itainy  laktf 
Region  and  Gold. 

"What  do  I  know  about  the  gold  ex- 
citement up  in  the  Rainy  lake  region?" 
replieil  H.  \.  Winchell,  ;issistant  state 
geologist,  in  answer  to  a  question.  "Why, 
nothing  at  all  except  what  I  rea(l  in  the 
paper-.     1  haven't  been  up  there." 

"What  do  you  thmk  the  chances  are 
of  the  strike  proving  a  paying  one?  ' 

"Well,  that  is  something  that  no  one 
knows  anything  about.  Tnere  aie  veins 
of  gold  t|iiariz  there,  and  the  only  w;iy  to 
determuie  whether  it  e\isis  in  paying 
quantities  is  to  lollow  the  veins  up  and 
hnd  out.  The  great  dilliruUy  up  at  the 
Rainy  lake  (ield  imw  i'^  the  fact  itiat  Ihty 
can't  gel  supplies  there  conveniently; 
there  is  no  easy  means  of  transportation. 
A  vein  of  gol<l  much  richer  than  another 
mav  proves  to  be  not  worth  working,  for 
this  very  rcas^t)n  of  lack  of  transporta- 
tion facilitie?.  while  the  less  valuable 
vein  proves  a  paying  one  because  sup- 
plies are  easily  acquired  and  the  pruduct 
is  easily  transported. 

"But  I  think  one  great  good  will  result 
from  this  rush  to  the  new  gold  fields;  it 
will  call  attention  to  the  country  itself. 
The  Rainy  river  valley  is  very  fertile 
and  the  rainfall  is  plenteous.  What  Du- 
luth needs  is  an  agricnilur.d  tributary 
territory.  1  think  the  country  is  more 
valuable  from  an  agricultural  point  of 
view  than  from  the  gold  standpoint. 
This  lindmg  of  gold  m  the  Rainy  lake 
region  is  no  new  thing;  we  went  up  there 
in  '1S7,  I  ihink  it  was.  and  on  that  trip 
gold  beating  quartz  was  found  and  the 
l.act  was  so  stated  in  our  report. 

"  There  is  another  matter  concerning 
Dnintli  of  which  I  have  often  thought," 
continued  Mr.  Winchell.  "1  believe  tti-at 
this  is  going  to  be  one  of  the  big- 
gest m.anufactuiing  centers  in 
the        country.  There         is         no 

coal  in  the  state;  that  is  a  certainty. 
Now,  some  of  the  capitalists  of  this  re- 
gion ought  to  organize  a  company,  go 
down  int©  West  \  irginia.  buy  up  coal 
lands  there  and  thus  be  able  to  have  all 
the  coal  they  want  up  here  at  a  steady 
figure.  That  is  the  only  way  to  secure 
plenty  of  coal  at  a  price  which  ^  can  be 
kept  llrm— to  directly  antagonize  the 
present  companies  which  control  the 
market  to  suit  themselves.  The  Poco- 
hontas  mine  in  West  Virginia  turns  out 
coal  far  better  than  that  mined  in  the 
Connellsville  region.  When  the  ocean 
greyhounds  want  to  break  the  record 
they  fill  their  bunkers  with  West  \  irginia 
Pocohontas  coal.  Before  we  get  the 
manufactories  here  there  must  be  a 
steady  supply  cf  coal," 

Mr.  Winchell  told  the  story  of  Solon, 
the  ancient  philosopher,  and  Midas,  the 
rich  man,  to  illustrate  a  point.  "Midas 
was  one  day  showing  to  Solon  his  gold 
and  other  valuables. 

"'See  here,'  said  Midas,  'on  every 
hand  is  gold,  nothing  but  gold,  enough 
to  buy  the  world.' 

".Solon  picked  up  a  dirty  handful  of 
an  earthy  looking  substance  and  asked 
Midas  if  he  knew  what  it  was. 

"  'No,'  said  Midas. 

"•Well  that's  iron  ore,'  said  Solon, 
'and  some  day  it  will  take  all  your  gold 
away  from  you.' ''

The  New  Premier  Says  England'Must  be  Con- 
vinceJ  otlis  Justice. 
London,  March  13. — Loid  Rcseberj^'s 
exact  language  in  the  house  of  lords  last 
night  on  the  subject  of  Irish  home  rule 
was  as  follows:    "Lord  Salisbury   made 

one  remark  on  the  subject  of  home  rule 
with  which  I  confess  myseif  iu 
entire  accord.  Ke  said  that  be- 
fore Irish  'norae  rule  could  be  conceded 
by  the  imperial  parliament,  England,  as 
the  predominant  member  of  the  partner- 
ship of  the  three  kingdoms,  must  be 
convinced  of  its  justice.  Th.at  lii.ayseera 
to  be  a  considerable  admissioii,  because 
vour  lordships  well  know  that  the  ma- 
jority of  the  English  members  selected 
in  England  proper  is  hostile  to  home 
rule." 

The  Times  this  morning,  commenting 
upon  Lord  Rosebery's  speech  in  the 
house  of  lords.,  says:  "The  prime  minis- 
ter's admission  th;it  England  mi;st  be 
convinced  of  the  justice  of  Irish  home 
rule  fairly  takes  cur  breath  away.  It  is 
the  ar'^uinent  we  have  used  from  the  be- 
ginning of  the  controversy  and  carries 
with  it  an  empnatic  condemnation  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  party  which  forced 
the  home  rule  bill  through  the  house  of 
commons  by  Irish  votes  against  a  great 
majority  of  votes  of  the  English  repre- 
sentatives, it  reduced  to  the  rankest 
absurdity  the  pretense  of  the  agitation 
against  the  house  of  lords  for  interfering 
to  protect  what  Lord  Rosebery  has  thus 
acknowledged  to  be  the  right  cf  the 
English  electors.  In  the  presence  of  this 
momentous  declaration  ail  the  rest  of  the 
verbi.igc  wrapped  around  the  political 
position  of  the  ministry  is  merely  wasted. 
There  is  a  majority  of  seventy  against 
Irish  *oome  rule  among  the  English  in 
house  of  commons.  The  by-elections 
have  shown  no  weakening  of  this  senti- 
ment, but  rather  the  contiary. 

"If  Mr.  Gladstone's  fiery  energy  and 
passionate  conviction  failed  to  win  the 
English  people  two  years  ago  to  the 
belief  that  home  rule  was  consistent  with 
national  safety,  national  interest  and 
national  honor,  are  they  likely  to  be  per- 
suaded by  Lord  Rosebery's  half  hearted 
arguments,  drawn  from  ambiguous  evi- 
dence of  the  decline  of  disorder  in 
Ireland? 

"All  other  considerations  are  dwarfed 
by  the  revolutionary  effect  of  Lord  Rose- 
bery's admission.  It  must  produce  the 
gravest  consequences  directly  its  signifi- 
cance is  perceived.  What  v/ill  Mr.  Glad- 
stone think  of  this?  How  will  the  Irish 
separatists  deal  with  it?  If  Mr.  Glad- 
stone had  not  retired,  we  might  almost 
expect  him  to  h;isten  back  and  move  a 
vote  of  want  of  confidence  in  his  succes- 
sor." 

In  another  leader  on  the  Liberal  meet- 
ing the  Times  says  that  allowance  must, 
in  charity,  be  made  for  the  difficulties 
that  Lord  Rosebery  had  to  encounter, 
yet  the  general  feeling  will  be  that  his 
debut  as  premier  was  distinctly  disap- 
pointing.

The  New  Prcmiar  Says  England^Musi  be  Con- 
vinced of  Its  Justice. 

•  London,  March  13. — Loid  Rcsebery's 
exact  language  in  the  bouse  of  lords  last 
night  on  the  subject  of  Irish  home  rule 
was  as  fcUov.'s:    "Lord  Salisbury   made 

one  remark  on  the  subject  of  home  rule 
with  which  I  confess  myself  iu 
entire  accord.  Ke  said  that  be- 
fore Irish  home  rule  could  be  conceded 
by  the  imperial  parliament,  England,  as 
the  predominant  member  of  the  partner- 
ship of  the  three  kingdoms,  must  be 
convinced  of  Us  justice.  That  liLiyseem 
to  be  a  considerable  admission,  because 
vour  lordships  well  know  that  the  ma- 
jority of  the  English  members  selected 
in  England  proper  is  hostile  to  home 
rule." 

The  Times  this  morning,  commenting 
upon  Lord  Roseb;iry'.s  speech  in  the 
house  of  lords,  says:  "The  prime  minis- 
ter's admission  th;it  England  must  be 
convinced  of  the  justice  of  Irish  home 
rule  fairly  takes  cur  breath  away.  It  is 
the  argument  we  have  uscd  from  the  he- 
ginning  of  the  controversy  and  carries 
with  it  an  emphatic  condemnation  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  party  which  forced 
the  home  1  ule  bill  through  the  house  of 
commons  by  Irish  votes  against  a  great 
majority  of  votes  of  the  English  repre- 
sentatives. It  reduced  to  the  rankest 
absurdity  the  pretense  of  the  agitation 
against  the  house  of  lords  for  interfering 
to  protect  what  Lord  Roscbery  has  thus 
acknowledged  to  be  the  right  of  the 
English  electors.  In  the  presence  of  this 
momentous  declaration  ail  the  rest  of  the 
verbi.ige  wrapped  around  the  political 
position  of  the  ministry  is  merely  wasted. 
There  is  a  majority  of  seventy  against 
Irish  home  rule  among  the  English  in 
house  of  commons.  The  by-elections 
h.ive  shown  no  weakening  of  this  senti- 
ment, but  rather  the  contrary. 

"If  Mr.  (Gladstone's  fiery  energy  and 
passionate  conviction  failed  to  win  the 
English  people  two  years  ago  to  the 
belief  that  home  rule  was  consistent  with 
national  safety,  national  interest  and 
national  honor,  are  they  likely  to  be  per- 
suaded by  Lord  Rcsebery's  half  hearted 
arguments,  drawn  from  ambiguous  evi- 
dence of  the  decline  of  disorder  in 
Ireland? 

"All  other  considerations  are  dw.irfed 
by  the  revolutionary  efifect  of  Lord  Ro«e- 
bery's  admission.  It  must  produce  the 
gravest  consequ-jnces  directly  its  signifi- 
cance is  perceived.  What  will  Mr. Glad- 
stone think  of  this?  How  will  the  Irish 
separ.itists  deal  with  it?  If  Mr.  Glad- 
stone had  not  retired,  we  might  almost 
expect  him  to  ha^tell  back  and  move  a 
vote  of  want  of  confidence  in  his  succes- 
sor." 

In  another  leader  on  the  Liberal  meet- 
ing the  Times  says  that  allowance  must, 
in  charity,  be  made  for  the  difficulties 
that  Lord  Roscbery  had  to  encounter, 
yet  the  general  feeling  will  be  that  his 
debut  as  premier  was  distinctly  disap- 
pointing.

(^Beyes  to  the  fact  that  Lord  Rosebery's 
i^uage  creates  virtually  a  new  depart- 
ure of  the  Liberal  party  on  the  question 
of  home  rule.  The  eagerness  with  which 
the  enemy  has  seized  Lord  Rosebery's 
words  is  sufficient  reason  why  home 
nilcrs should distJnjruish  between  phrases 
that  are  coined  in  the  heat  of  debate  and 
I'ae  settled  policy  of  the  new  Liberal 
governinent. 

'The  words  spoken  by  the  premier  fur- 
nish the  clearest  justification  of  the  ac- 
uoii  of  the  house  of  lords  in  rejecting 
home  lulo.  The  position  the  Lnionii^t 
kirds  is  English  and  tht.y  must  be  con- 
vinced of  the  justice  of  home  rule  before 
it  will  be  granted  to  Ireland.  That  is 
Lord  Rosebery's  doctrine." 

The  ParnelUte  win^  of  the  Irish  party 
have  openly  denounced  Lord  Rosebery's 
statement  about  converting  England  to 
home  rule  and  the  McCarthyite  section 
are  also  angry  at  the  premier's  utterance. 

The  Globe  says  the  feeling  among  the 
McCarthyites  has  created  no  surprise. 
They  may  seek  to  find  excuses  for  Lord 
Rosebery's  remarks  bin  there  is  r.o  one 
among  them  who  dees  not  see  that  the 
premier  has  practically  dropped  home 
rule.  The  Conservative  papers  are  all 
agreed  that  Lord  Rosebury  has  virtually 
ab.indoned  home  rule  and  profess  belief 
that  a  general  election  is  not  far  off. 

In  his  speech  o.t  Moaday  night,  Lord 
Roseberv  said:  "I  believe  that  the  con- 
viction of  England  rcgirding  home  rule 
depends  upon  one  point  alone,  the  con- 
duct of  Ireland  herself.  1  believe  that  if 
we  continue  to  show  the  absence  of 
agrarian  crime  and  ccatiriue  to  point  to 
harmony  in  Ireland,  the  Liberal  parly  of 
the  country  w;!l  continue  to  give  proofs 
and  pledges  that  Ireland  is  entitled  to 
the  boon,  which  she  has  never  ceastd  to 
demand  since  the  act  of  union  was 
passed.  I  believe  the  conversion  of 
England  will  not  be  slow  or  difficult." 

Lord  Roseberv  also  said:  "The  cjues- 
tion  of  home  rule  has  a  triple  aspect: 
First,  Ireland  will  never  be  contented 
until  home  rule  is  granted  and  the  policy 
of  administering  palliatives  is  bound  to 
fail.  Second,  we  have  not  merely  to 
satisfy  those  living  in  Ireland,  but  for 
the  good  of  the  empire  and  the  continuiiy 
and  solidarity  of  relations  with  their 
brethren  across  the  Atlantic  it  is  neces- 
sary to  produce  an  Irish  policy 
that  will  be  satisfactory  to 
the  whole  Irish  people.  Lastly, 
from  the  highest  of  imperial  grounds— 
because  I  believe  that  the  maintenance 
of  the  empire  depends  not  upon  ceutrali- 
zation  but  decentralization,  and  if  you 
commence  to  tread  this  i)ath  you  must 
give  satisfaction  under  the  same  condi- 
tions, certainly  in  the  case  of  Scotland, 
and  possibly  in  that  of  Wales.  Not  in 
the  same  degree,  nor  in  the  same  wav, 
but  so  as  to  relieve  the  imperial  parlia- 
ment of  the  burden  of  legislation." 

The  Daily  Chronicle  says:  "Lord 
Rosebery's  language  was  a  tritle  indis- 
creet, conveying  to  certain  minds  a 
notion  which  was  far  from  his  own.  But 
if.  at  the  hint  of  an  unacceptable  phrase, 
the  whole  Irish  party  votes  avowedly 
against  the  lord:3,  but  really  as  a  demon- 
stration against  a  home  rule  premier,  we 
may  well  admit  that  the  situation  has 
serious  features.  We  cannot  i:;inore  the 
fact  that  nearly  one  half  of  the  hom« 
rule  party  was  led  to  the  edge  of  a  preci- 
pice by  a  will-cf-the-wisp.  A  little 
nearer  and  away  would  go  home  rule 
and  the  Newcastle  program." 

The  Morning  Post  says  of  the  adoption 
of  Mr.  Labouchere's  amendment:  "An 
amendment  to  the  address,  successfully 
carried,  has  always  bean  treated  as  f.ital 
to  the  government  and  resignation  has 
immediately  followed.  Lord  Rosebery 
and  his  colleagues  can  hardly  fail  to 
treat  the  matter  seriously." 

The  Daily  News,  in  commenting  on  the 
division  of  Mr.  Labouchere's  amendment, 
says  that  the  result  is  significant  of  opin- 
ioti;  that  the  adoption  of  the  aiuendn:jnt 
will  do  the  government  no  harm,  but  will 
stimulate  the  agitation  against  the  house 
of  lords. 

Regarding  Lord  Rosebery's  speech  of 
Monday,  the  Daily  News  says:  "No  in- 
genuity can  twist  his  words  into  any- 
thing more  than  the  utterance  of  his 
opinion  that  the  house  of  lords  would  not 
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pa«:s  a  home  rule  biil  until  it  came  to 
them  backed  by  an  English  majority. 
Wc  do  not  believe  he  ine;;nt  as  much  as 
that,  and  we  do  not  agree  with  him  if  he 
did.  No  approval  of  the  lord's  treatment 
ol  home  rule  can  possibly  be  deducted 
from  his  speech." 

The  Times  says:  The  defeat  of  thg 
government  means  nothlrig  less  than  the 
breakup  of  the  combination  which  alone 
kept  the  government  in  office  a  single 
day.  It  shows  that  John  Redmond's 
position  is  virtually  accepted  by  both 
divisions  of  the  Nationalists.  The  re- 
volt of  the  Radicals  and  the  Irish  has  so 
shaken  the  whole  po^ition  of  the  govern- 
ment as  to  render  an  early  dissolution  of 
parliament  inevitable. 

The  morning  papers  comment  upon 
the  absurdity  ot  the  Labouchere  amend- 
ments, which  pray  the  queen  to  go  what 
no  power  c.in  perform.  1  he  News  says 
that  the  defeat  of  the  government  on 
Mr.  Labouchere's  amendment  is  nut 
likely  to  have  any  result,  the 
adoption  of  the  amencr.ient  not  being 
a  voie  of  want  of  confidence,  but  merely 
a  premature  development  of  the  gov- 
ernment's policy,  'i'he  only  practical 
outcome,  the  News  adiis,  is  that  the 
amendment  must  come  under  the  notice 
of  the  queen. 

The  Standard  says:  "It  would  be 
easy  to  exajr^erate  the  significance  of  the 
government's  defeat,  but  it  would  be 
sheer  stupidity  to  maintain  that  the  de- 
feat has  no  signilicance.  The  vote  on 
Mr.  Labouchere's  amendment  leaves  the 
cabinet's  authority  visibly  impaired.  It 
is.  not  an  uuluckyaccident,  but  a  danger- 
ous sympton." 

The  houie  of  commons  was  crowded 
with  members  and  visitors  today.  Sir 
•Wilham  Harcourt  announced  that  the 
government  had  tikcn  advice  from  all 
available  sources  and  had  decided  to 
make  the  declaration  that  the  judgment 
given  last  evening  in  amending  the  ad- 
dress did  not  show  a  mature  and  well 
considered  deciiion  of  thj  house  of  com- 
mons. This  was  a  grave  question,  he 
said,  and  the  government  would  not  pre- 
sent the  address,  as  amended,  to  the 
(jueen.  Consequently  the  .government 
proposed  to  bring  up  a  new  address 
amounting  merely  to  an  acknowledg- 
ment 01  the  speech  from  the  throne. 

A.  J.  Balfour,  Conservative  leader,  was 
greeted  with  prolonged  cheering  as  he 
arose  to  reply  to  the  governmeul's  an- 
nouncement. The  Conservatives,  Mr. 
lialfour  said,  would  not  object  lo  the  gov- 
ernment eating  its  own  address.  The 
opposition  had  no  desire  to  take  advant- 
age of  the  government's  difficulty  but 
were  prepared  to  assist  in  extricating 
them  from  their  unpleasant  position. 

Mr.  Labouchere,  amid  cheers  and 
laughter,  defended  his  amendment,  the 
success  of  which  was  abundantly  justi- 
fied. It  was  not  intended  to  hinder  the 
ministers  in  regard  to  those  purely  for- 
mal documents,  the  queen's  speech  and 
the  address  in  reply  thereto. 

Joseph  Chamberlain  said  the  vote  of 
last  evening  must  either  be  rescinded  or 
remain  in  the  shape  of  a  vote  of  want  of 
confi'Jenct.  | Cheers]  It  was  obvious 
that  thegyv^rnn.ent  ftught  to  dissolve 
parliament  and  seek  'a  fresh  mandate 
from  the  country.  J  Loud  and  continued 
Unionist  cheers.) 

Sir  William  Harcourt's  motion  to  re- 
scind the  address  as  amended  and  sub- 
stitute one  merely  acknowledging  the 
queen's  speech,  was  agreed  to  without  a 
division.  T.  W.  Russell,  Irish  Unionist, 
continued  the  debate  on  the  address. 

In  the  number  of  Truth  issued  today 
Mr.  Labouchere  says:  "Lord  Rosebery  s 
accession  to  the  premiership  was  a  skill- 
fully contrived  conspiracy.  There  is  no 
question  about  Lord  Rosebery's  ability; 
he  has  a  dangerous  amount  of  it,  and 
therefore,  his  selection  pleases  the 
Tories.  His  selection,  however,  by  po- 
litical and  press  hacks  was  a  dirty  trick 
0:1  the  Liberal  pa»ty,  whose  preferences 
were  not  asked." 

A  representative  of  the  Chronicle  ex- 
presses the  opinion  that,  notwithstanding 
the  earnest  entreaties  which  Lord  Rose- 
bery has  received  to  remain  at  his  post, 
the  new  premier  will  shortly  reiigu.  He 
biscs  this  opinion  on  the  strength  of  the 
irritation  created  among  the  Irish  and 
o'her  parties  and  factions  by  the  speech 
Ol  Lord  Rosebery  in  the  house  of  lords, a 
single  sentence  of  which,  he  says,  has 
caused  all  the  trouble.  The  situation, 
while  not  desperate,  is  undoubtedly  seri- 
ou?. 

The  tactics  of  the  Conservatives  have 
met  the  severe  disapproval  of  Mr.  Bal- 
four, who  is  s.iid  to  have  expressed  his 
opinion  in  plain  terms  of  the  Tories'  ab- 
stention from  voting  on  the  Labouchere 
amendment,    merely    to  embarrass  the 

Government.      On    this  subject  Mr.  Bal- 
our  is    said  to  have    lectured    the  Con- 
servative whips  soundly.

Washington,  March   14.— Court  had 

assembled  and  the  clerk  was  calling  the 

jury  in  the  Pollard-Breckinridge    breach 

of  promise    suit  this    morning,  when  a 

door  to    the    left  of   the   judge's  bench 

opened    and    Miss     Pollard    came    in. 

It  was  her    first    appearance    sir.ce  her 

sensational  exit    on   Monday,  when    she 

was  borne    from  the    chamber  by    Mrs. 

liachanan  and  Miss  Ellis,  and  fell  half 

fainting  at  the  door.    Miss    Pollard  was 
pa!e  but  otherwise  self  possessed. 

The  courtroom  was  crowded  this  morn- 
ing when  the  crier  rapped  for  order. 
Col.  Breckinridge  and  ail  his  counsel 
were  present.  Mr, Carlisle  of  the  plaint- 
iff's counsel  had  come  in  a  miniite  or  two 
earlier,  escorting  sweet  faced  Sister  Ce- 
cilia and  a  companion  in  holy  order?, 
who  is  required  by  the  rules  of  the  order 
of  Sisters  oJ  Charity  to  accompany  a  sis- 
ter called  for  duty  in  the  world.  Sister 
Cecilia  saw  Miss  Pollard  enter  but  they 
did  not  exchange  greetings, 

Mr.  Calderon  Carlisle  began  the  pro- 
ceedings by  continuing  his  examination 
of  Sister  Cecilia,  which  was  suspended 
yesterday. 

"Sister  Cecilia,"  he  asked,  "have  vou  a 
good  memory  for  faces  and  names?" 

"Not  very  good  memory  for  faces,  but 
names,  yes,"  was  the  answer. 

"Can  you  positively  say  that  Miss  Pol- 
lard was  a  patient  at  the  Norwood  found- 
ling asylum  while  you  were  in  charge*" 

"1  cannot,  sir." 

"Can  you  positively  say  that  she  was 
not  a  patient  at  the  asylum  during  that 
time?" 

"No,  sir." 

"Now,  Sister  Cecilia,  state  the  grounds 
for  that  belief." 

"I  object,"  said  Mr.  Butterwortb,  and 
then  followed  another  legal  tilt  over  the 
admissibility  of  a  question  involving  an 
opinion.  The  question  was  overruled 
and  the  plaintiff  noted  an  objection. 
Then  Mr.  Carlisle  asked  if  Sister  Cecili." 
could  state  anything  about  the  identity 
of  the  plaintiff  with  a  patient  in  th:; 
asvlum  in  the  months  of  May,  June  and 
Julv,  1885. 

"We  object,"  said  Mr.  Shelby  and  the 
question  was  withdrawn. 

"Now,  Sister  Cecilia,  do  you  know 
whether,  while  you  were  in  charge  of  the 
asylum,  there  were  any  patients  there 
who  went  veiled?"  was  Mr.  Carlisle's 
next  question,  and  it  was  not  ob- 
jected to. 

"There  were  two  ladies  there  who 
wen:  veiled  because  they  feared  being 
recognized  by  visitors." 

"Now  Sister  Cecilia, did  you  ever  send 
any  patients  back  to  Cincinnati  in  car- 
riagt^s?" 

"Yes,  three  or  four,"  was  the  answer. 

The  spectators  and  jurymen  became 
intensely  interested  at  this  point,  for  they 
understood  that  every  point  in  the  de- 
scription of  the  .isylum  given  to  her 
counsel  by  Miss  Poliard  was  being  put 
forward  for  identification  by  the  witness. 

In  answer  to  other  questions.  Sister 
Cecilia  said  that  the  name  of  Bergwyne, 
or  Beregerine  was  on  the  record  of  Nor- 
wood asylum  as  a  patient  there. 

The  deposition  of  Mrs.  Kate  Perry 
Kane,  a  physician  of  Cincinnati  and  a 
member  of  the  firm  of  wliich  Dr.  Belle 
Buchanan  was  the  senior  partner,  was 
then  read.  Mrs.  Kane  identified  Mi.=.s 
Pollard  as  a  young  woman  who  came  to 
the  house  of  Drs.  Perry  and  Buchanan 
in  1885  as  a  patient.  She  boarded  there 
for  a  while  during  the  warm  weather 
and  was  known  as  Miss  Louise  WiUon. 

"Is  the  woman  now  before  you  (Miss 
Pollard)  the  same  person  that  was  at 
your  house?" 

"Yes  sir,  I  so  recognize  her;  I  recog- 
nized her  as  soon  as  I  saw  her  this  morn- 
ing in  this  room." 

Mr.  Stoll  read  the  cross-examination. 
Dr.  Buchanan  had  told  the  deponent 
that  Miss  Wilson  w.ts  an  unfortunate 
girl  from  Kentucky.  Miss  Wilson,  she 
understood,  was  recovering  from  a  con- 
finement when  she  was  at  the  deponent's 
house.  At  one  time  Miss  Wilson  had 
gone  out  to  meet  her  seducer  at  a  hotel 
— permission  being  given  by  her  physi- 
cians. When  she  came  back  Miss  Wil- 
son told  the  deponent  that  she  had  met 
the  raan,but  that  it  was  impossible  for  her 
to  marry  him;  she  loathed  him,  she  said. 
She  had  steeled  her  heart  againSt  him, 
loathed  him  and  would  not  marry  him. 
She  disliked  him  so;  he  had  ruined  her. 
Miss  Wilson  also  said  that  the  man  had 
offered  to  marry  her  to  clear  things  up, 
but  she  disliked  him  so  that  she  refuseo. 

This  last  testimony  was  important  in 
view  of  the  effort  the  defense  is  making 
to  show  that  Col.  Breckinridge  did  not 
seduce  Miss  Pollard.  Col.  Breckinridge 
was  a  married  man  in  1885,  while  Miss 
Wilson,  whom  the  deponent  said  was 
Miss  Pollard,  had  said  her  seducer  offered 
to  marry  her. 

Dr.  Belle  Buchanan,  of  Cincinnati, 
took  the  stand  amid  a  bazz  of  interest 
from  the  spectators.  She  said  she  was  a 
practicing  physician  in  Cincinnati  in 
188?,  she  and  Dr.  Perry  /Mrs.  Kane) 
renting  the  house  jointly  where  they 
lived.  She  first  knew  the  plaintiff  in 
this  case  in  the  summer  of  18S5  when  she 
came  to  witness'  house  in  Cincinnati 
from  St.  Joseph  foundling  asylum  (Nor- 
wood) suffering  from  the  effects  of  child- 
birth. She  remained  there  about  ten 
weeks. 

Mr.  Stoll  wanted  to  tknow  how 
Dr.  Buchan.an  knew  th.at  Miss  PolUrd 
had  given  birth  to  a  child,  and  he  asked 
a  number  of  other  questions  on  that  sub- 
ject. Miss  Pollard  became  somewhat 
nervous  during  this  testimony,  and  left 
the  courtroom  with  Msss  Kllis  of  the 
Hous;  of  Mercy.  Shortly  after  a  recess 
was  taken  until  i  o'clock^

Chk  A(.t',  M.irch  I  (.— A  special  to  the 
Tribune  from  Honolulu  dated  March  5, 
via  \'ictoria,  B.  C.  March  14.  says:  A 
distinguished  Anglo-American  supporter 
of  the  deposed  queen  says  the  Royalists 
have  lost  hope  ot  her  restoration  by  the 
powers  at  Washington,  but  declares  the 
provisional  government  will  not  be  tol- 
erated one  day  after  the  tinal  decision  of 
the  Washington  authorities  reaches 
Honolulu.  The  natives  intend  to  rise 
and  restore  the  old  order. 

Being  asked  who  would  lead  the  in- 
surrection—natives, whites,  English,  or 
Americans— he  replied;  "The  leaders 
.-ire  American  and  English,  and  the  whole 
native  and  Japanese  population  is  to  fol- 
low at  a  moment's  noiice."  Then  he 
went  on  to  say  the  Royalists  had  the  as- 
surance of  strong  moral  aid  from  Eng- 
land and  Japan. 

The  identical  course  mapped  out  by 
Stevens  and  the  committee  of  safety  will 
bft  pursued.  British  and  Japanese  ma- 
rines will  land  and  the  provisional  gov- 
ernment be  forced  to  surrender.  If  the 
Royalists  are  successful  Liliuokalani  will 
be  restored,  martial  law  declared,  the 
members  of  the  provisional  government 
arrested  for  treason,  and  the  British  min- 
ister  will    declare    a    protectorate,     as 

Stevens  did.

The  general  opinion  at  Rio  is  that  if 
he  does  not  in  the  meantime  surrender, 
the  vessels  of  the  insurgent  fleet,  as  soon 
as  they  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  gov- 
ernment, and  have  been  re-manned,  will 
be  sent  in  pursuit  of  him.  It  is  said  also 
that  a  majority  of  da  Gama's  sailors  may 
be  depended  upon  to  man  vessels  to 
pursue  and  destroy  Mello,  they  believ- 
ing that  he  deserted  them  at  a  critical 
time  for  reasons  of  his  own  which  have 
never  been  executed.

Seek  to  Recover  Stock   Which 
Wetmore  Had  Hypothecated. 

Niiw  York,  March  14.— Alfred  and 
Leonidas  Merritt  secured  a  temporary 
injunction  yesterday  from  Judge  Itigra- 
ham  of  the  supreme  court,  restraining 
the  American  Steel  Barge  company 
from  selling,  transferring  or  disposing  of 
1331  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Lake  Superior  Consolidated   Iron  mines. 

The  story  of  the  case  involves  some  in- 
teresting history  regarding  the  formation 
of  the  Lake  Superior  Consolidated  Iron 
mines  and  the  connection  of  the  Merritts, 
Mr.  Rockefeller  and  C.  W.  Wetmore 
therewith.  When  the  Eastern  people 
first  went  into  the  road  there  was  a  large 
issue  of  treasury  stock  which  it  was 
necessary  for  Mr.  Wetmore  and  the  Mer- 
ritts to  take  up  to  retain  their  control 
and  at  the  same  time  a  considerable  in- 
terest was  purchased  from  Minnesota 
men  who  had  been  connected  with  the 
mines  and  road. 

Mr.  Wetmore  was  to  furnish  the  neces- 
sary money  for  the  entire  purchase,  but 
the  Merritts  agreed  to  take  three  quar- 
ters of  the  amount  and  gave  their  notes 
for  it.  Mr.  We»more,  it  is  alleged,  used 
money  obtained  by  a  somewhat  irregu- 
lar sale  of  steel  barge  company  bonds, 
which  were  in  his  hands,  and  in  this  way 
obtained  something  like  1^250,000,  which 
was  put  intathe  Merritt  properties. 

To  satisfy  the  demands  of  the  steel 
barge  company  he  gave  it  afterwards  his 
notes  for  the  amount  of  the  bonds  used 
and  gave  it  also  notes  of  the  Merritts 
and  as  a  collateral  security  the  stock 
which  is  at  present  on  issue  and  which 
would  have  been  sold  today  by  the  barge 
company  if  an  injunction  had  not  pre- 
vented. 

Some  other  rather  interesting  history 
has  come  out  in  connection  with  the  case. 
Mr.  Wetmore,  it  is  alleged,  took  certain 
other  stock  which  the  Merritts  put  into 
his  hands  and  traded  it  to  Mr.  Rocke- 
feller for  more  negotiable  security,  and 
he  hypothecated  this  security  and  al- 
lowed it  to  be  sold  without  Mr.  Rocke- 
feller's knowledge,  a  proceeding  which 
cost  Mr.  Rockefeller  $100,000.  The  se- 
curities left  with  him  by  Mr.  Wetmore 
gave,  it  is  said,  Mr.  Rockefeller  his  first 
holdingof  stock  in  the  Missabe  road  and 
the  Merritt  mines. 

Biennial  Sessions  in  Ohio.

Oowd  it  Co.'s  Barrel  Factory  Near  the  Free- 
man Mill  in  Superior  Burned  About 
Noon  Today. 


Forty  Workmt'n  on  the  Second  Floor  Cut  Off 

by  the  Flames  and   Forced 

to  Jump. 


Seven  Received    Broken  Limbs,  JiilPrnal  In- 
juries or  Cuts,  and  One  or  Two 
May  Die. 


Superior  was  visited  by  a  catastrophe 
this  morning  which,  while  it  did  not  re- 
sult in  i.isiant  fatalities,  may  bethecause 
of  more  than  one  death.  For  the  second 
tiuje  the  cooper  shop  and  barrel  factory 
of  Howd  cS:  Co.  on  Huehitt  slip,  together 
with  all  of  the  buildings  adjoining  was 
destroyed  by  tire. 

The  fire  caught  about  1 1  o'clock  from 
the  dry  kiln  and  in  an  instant  the  whole 
lower  door  was  ablaze,  the  flamesspread- 
ing  almost  as  quickly  as  if  following  oil, 
the  dry  shavings  being  almo.st  as  com- 
bustible. Forty  coopers  were  working 
in  the  second  story  and  before  they  knew 
there  was  a  lire,  their  escape  was  (  ut  otl. 
Nothing  was  left  for  them  but  to  jump 
to  the  ice  in  the  slip. 

The  building  rests  <in  piles  and  the 
distance  to  the  ice  was  about  thirty  feet, 
making  a  fearful  jump  for  the  men. 
.Seven  of  them  were  badly  injured  break- 
ing arms,  legs,  ril^s  and  ether  bones  in 
fulling  and  many  receiving  cuts  from 
breaking  glass.  The  injured  were  as 
follows:

SOME  AFFIDAVITS  FILED. 


W.  C.  Bond  Makes  Some  Allegations  Against 
0.  B.  Smith. 

Three  affidavits  have  been  filed  in  the 
case  of  David  B.  Smith  vs.  the  Smith  & 
Coulter  Spice  company  et  al.,  those  of  F. 
A.  Patrick,  William  C.  Bond  and  C.  L. 
White.  Mr.  Bond  states  that  Smith 
came  to  him  and  told  him  that  he  had 
severed  his  connection  with  the  Smith  it 
Coulter  Spice  company  and  wanted  to 
form  a  new  company.  He  also  made  a 
proposition  to  Mr.  Bond  to  allow  the  use 
of  the  latter's  name  and  !^5ooo  stock  in 
the  Smith  &  Coulter  Spice  company  to 
secure  the  appointment  of  a  receiver. 
This  Bond  declined  to  do,  as  well  as 
to  have  anything  more  to  do  wiih  the  new 
Imperial  Spice  company. 

White  claims  Smith  is  insolvent  antl 
that  in  August  he  stated  on  the  witness 
stand  that  he  had  no  property,  but  made 
no  mention  of  $1700  iu  the  Smith  &  Coul- 
ter Spice  company  and  twenty  out  of 
sixty  shares  in  the  Imperial  Coffee  and 
.Spice  company,  of  which  White  believes 
he  owns  one  and  his  wife  nineteen. 

Judgment  has  been  rendered  in  the 
case  of  the  C.  N,  Nelson  I^umber  com- 
pany against  A.  C,  Gilman.  The  find- 
ings are  that  as  alleged  and  admitted  by 
witnesses  the  plaintiff  sold  to  the  defend- 
ant, at  Cloquet,  in  March,  i8()3,  lumber 
worth  S9034. 31  and  that  only  $1620  67  of 
the  price  bad  been  paid.  Hence  judg- 
ment is  rendered  for  the  plaintiff  in  the 
sum  of  $7413.64,  and  an  immediate  satis- 
faction IS  ordered. 

Complaint  in  John  H.  I5righara  against 
Charles  Paul  et  al,was  tiled.  The  plain- 
tiff wants  judgment  for  ownership  of 
certain  lands  to  which  the  title  is  in  dis- 
pute. 

In  the  matter  of  the  application  to 
condemn  lands  for  railway  purposes,  the 
Duluth,  Missabe  «i  Northern  vs.  Frances 
A,  O'Hara,  et  al,  a  stipulation  between 
John  E.  Hitchcock,  deceased,  and  the 
Duluth,  Missabe  &  Northern  was  pre- 
sented, and  order  made  that  clerk  of 
court  pay  to  John  E.  Hitchcock,  admin- 
istrator, the  sum  of  $1 1^*6.79,  the  amount 
awarded  by  the  commissioners.

IU06F  JENKINS  MAKFS  REPIY 


A  Uignitifd   Answer   to  the  Chairman  ul  lhi> 
House  Judiciary  Commiltee. 

W\^iiiN(.i»»N.  Mar<  li  14.  Represen- 
tative Boalner  received  a  letter  this 
morning  from  Judge  (i.  Jenkins,  bearing 
the  date  of  Milwaukee,   Wis,,   March  11. 

It  is  written  in  reply  to  a  letter  sent  to 
him  by  Bnatn^ir,  who  is  chairman  of  the 
s'lbcomniiltee  of  the  house  judiciary 
Commiilee  to  whom  were  referred  the 
charges  against  Judge  Jenkins  for  his 
issuance  i>f  a  writ  of  injunction  against 
the  striking  employes  of  the  Northern 
Pacilic  railro.ad. 

Judge  Jenkens'  letter  acknowledges 
the  receipt  of  the  resolution  to  investi- 
jrate  the  circumslances  connected  with 
the  issu.ance  of  the  injunction,  and  which 
also  charges  illegalities  and  abuse  of  the 
processes  of  his  court.  He  states  that 
the  writs  t)f  injunction  were  issued  in  the 
course  of  judicial  procedure  on  the  peti- 
tion of  the  receivers  of  the  Northern 
I'acific  railw.ay.  The  records  of  the  court, 
he  says,  disclose  his  entire  action  in  the 
premises. 

He  does  not  think  that  any  good  pur- 
pose can  be  derived  by  his  appearance 
before  the  committee,  inasmuch  as  the 
in(iuiry  contemplated  has  reference  only 
to  the  propriety  and  legal  correctness  of 
the  orders  of  the  court.  He  closes  by 
saying  that,  if  the  committee  is  charged 
with  the  duties  of  inquiring  into  any 
charges  affecting  his  personal  or  official 
integrity,  he  will  appear  before  them  to 
meet  and  refute  them. 


A  TERRIBLE  EXPERIENCE. 


The  Crew  of  a  Burning  Vessel  on  the  Lake 
Nearly  Perished. 

Samhskv,  Ohio.  March  14,— The 
cicwofihe  fishing  steamer  Edith,  of 
Erie,  Pa.,  had  a  terrible  experience  in 
ilie  lake  about  twenty  miles  from  here 
yesterday.

Rosebery's  Perilous  Position. 
The  new  British  premier  has  not  start- 
ed out  very  auspiciously.  The  speech 
which  he  delivered  in  the  house  of  lords 
on  Monday  contained  expressions  that 
are  tantamount  to  an  abandonment  of 
the  honoe  rale  policy  pursued  by  Mr. 
Gladstone.  Premier  Rosebery  would 
delay  the  granting  of  home  rule  to  Ire- 
land until  the  people  of  England  are 
convinced  of  its  justice.  This  is  really 
an  endorsement  of  the  position  taken  by 
the  house  of  lords  in  rejecting  Mr.  Glad- 
stone's bill.  It  supports  the  repeated 
arguments  of  Lord  Salisbury  and  the 
other  Tory  and  Liberal- Unionist  leaders 
that  home  rule  should  not  be  granted  to 
Ireland  until  the  people  of  England  vot- 
ed in  favor  of  it.  They  pointed  to  the  last 
election  returns  as  proof  that  the  English 
people  are  opposed  to  the  Gladstonian 
policy  of  Irish  home  rule,  a  majority  of 
the  members  elected  to  parliament  from 
the  English  constituencies  being  in  op- 
position to  the  Gladstone  government. 

Those  who  used  this  argument  fell 
back  on  the  old  position  that  England  is 
the  principal  and  ruling  member  of  the 
kingdom,  that  Victoria  is  queen  of  Eng- 
land and  that  Scotland,  Wales  and  Ire- 
land are  conquered  provinces  that 
should  bow  to  the  wishes  of  their  con- 
queror. Mr.  Gladstone  took  a  broade 
view,  contending  that  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  form  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
that  a  majority  of  the  people  of  the  whole 
kingdom  should  rule.  Lord  Rosebery 
appears  to  have  abandoned  the  Glad- 
stonian idea  on  this  point  and  to  have 
taken  up  the  Tory  doctrine— the  view 
that  is  upheld  by  the  landlords  and  the 
aristocratic  classes. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  it  is  not  difficult 
to  see  that  the  Rosebery  cabinet  cannot 
long  hold  power,  without  making  an  ap- 
peal to  the  country  by  means  of  a  gen- 
eral election.  The  ministry  has  decided 
not  to  regard  its  defeat  yesterday,  when 
Mr.  Labouchere's  amendment  to  the  ad- 
dress in  the  reply  to  the  queen's  speech 
was  adopted,  as  a  vote  of  want  of  confi- 
dence. Nevertheless  it  was  a  significant 
vote  which  indicates  the  possibility  of  a 
more  direct  vote  of  want  of  confidence 
being  adopted  at  almost  any  time.  It 
shows  that  the  Rosebery  cabinet  is  tread- 
ing upon  dangerous  ground.  It  is  on 
the  brink  of  a  volcano  that  is  liable  to 
break  forth  at  any  moment  and  over- 
whelm it.  The  government  can  now 
hardly  expect  the  support  of  either  the 
Parnellites  or  the  McCarthyites,  and 
there  are  numerous  Radicals,  headed  by 
Mr.  Labouchere,  whose  support  cannot 
be  counted  upon.  This  being  the  case, 
the  Rosebery  ministry  has  not  a  working 
majority  in  the  house  of  commons,  which 
is  necessary  to  comply  with  constitu- 
tional usage. 

British  parliamentary  custom  demands 
that  when  a  ministry  has  not  a  majority 
of  supporters  in  the  popular  branch  of 
parliament  it  must  resign  or  appeal  to 
the  country,  the  latter  phrase  meaning 
the  dissolution  of  parliament  and  the  or- 
dering of  a  general  election.  Lord  Rose- 
bery and  his  associates  appear  to  have 
reached  a  position  where  they  mubt 
choose  between  these  alternatives.  They 
may  affect  to  regard  yesterday's  vote  as 
a  trivial  affair  and  decline  to  consider  it 
a  vote  of  want  of  confidence,  and  thus 
cling  to  power  for  a  little  while,  but  if 
its  policy  toward  Ireland  be  that  which 
Lord  Rosebery's  language  indicated  it 
must  soon  yield  to  the  demand  of  the 
majority  of  the  commons  and  appeal  to 
the  people. 


The  Bonding  System. 

It  is  evident  that  there  will  be  a  lively 
fight  in  congress  at  an  early  date  over 
the  matter  of  transporting  merchandise 
in  bond  from  one  port  of  the  United 
States  to  another  port  therein  over  Cana- 
dian territory  by  railroad  routes,  or  part- 
ly by  railroad  and  partly  by  water  routes. 
Senator  Cullom  has  introduced  a  bill 
which  would  repeal  all  existing  statutes 
relating  to  bonded  merchandise  and  Mr, 
Hepburn  has  introduced  in  the  house  a 
resolution  asking  the  secretary  of  the 
treasury  for  a  statement  of  the  value  of 
merchandise  so  transported  during  the 
last  fiscal  year. 

This  fight  is  aimed  principally   at  the 


Canadian  Pacihc  and  Grand  Trunk  rail- 
ways, at  the  instance  of  American  rail- 
roads that  desire  to  secure  the 
business  that  now  goes  tn 
those  roads  from  this  side 
of  the  international  boundary.  The  pas- 
sage of  the  Cullom  bill  or  any  similar 
measure  would  have  a  similar  effect 
upon  the  shipping  interests  of  the  North- 
west. It  would  act  disastrously  upon 
the  Duluth,  South  Shore  &  Atlantic  and 
the  Soo  roads,  and  at  the  same  time 
would  increase  the  freight  rales  from  the 
East  to  Duluth,  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis 
and  all  other  points  in  tiie  Northwest. 
For  this  reason  it  should  receive  the  de- 
termined opposition  of  every  senator  and 
representative  from  the  Northwestern 
states.

The  Seigniorage  Bill. 

The  Washington  Post  says:  "Members 
of  the  house  who  have  conversed  with 
the  presiJent  upon  the  future  of  the 
seigniorage  bill,  in  case  that  measure  is 
passed  by  the  seriate,  say  that  he  will 
allow  the  bill  to  become  a  law  by  holding 
it  ten  days  after  it  has  been  received  by 
him.  He  will  not  veto  it,  neither  will  be 
sign  it." 

The  Herald  can  hardly  credit  this 
statement.  It  does  not  accord  with  Pres- 
ident Cleveland's  actions  in  the  past  on 
the  silver  or  any  other  question.  That 
he  should  adopt  such  a  skulking,  coward- 
ly attitude  iu  regard  to  the  seigniorage 
bill  does  not  seem  possible.  If 
he  pursues  this  method  of 
dealing  with  it  he  will  lose  the  respect  of 
many  people  who  have  been  led  to  ad- 
mire his  courage  and  determined  reso- 
lution. He  should  sign  or  veto  the 
seigniorage  bill,  according  to  whether 
he  approves  or  disapproves  its  provi- 
sions, but  under  no  circumstances  should 
he  permit  it  to  become  law  by  failing  to 
act.  By  taking  such  a  course  he  would 
descend  to  the  level  of  the  vote  dodger 
in  congress. 


The  injunction  proceedings  to  restrain 
the  issue  of  the  water  bonds  were  quite  a 
surprise,  bi cause  while  some  move  in 
opposition  to  the  bonds  was  considered 
likely,  it  was  not  expected  so  soon.  The 
main  contention  is  that  the  city  would  by 
(he  issuance  of  these  bonds  exceed  the 
lioiit  of  bonded  indebtedness  provided  in 
the  city  charter— 5  per  cent  of  the  as- 
sessed valuation.  This  is  an  important 
objection  and  it  is  desirable  that  the 
courts  shall  settle  it  as  speedily  as  pos- 
sible. ^ 

The  pool  rooms  having  been  driven 
out  of  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  the 
"sports"  have  arranged  matters  with  the 
authorities  at  South  St.  Paul  and  a  regular 
Monte  Carlo  has  been  started  there. 
Trains  run  there  from  the  Twin  Cities  in 
a  few  minutes,  and  visitors  can  get  any 
game  they  want.  The  visitors  are  said 
to  be  numerous,  and  South  St.  Paul 
seems  happy  over  its  small-sized  boom. 
It  is  welcome  to  it. 


The  discovery  has  been  made  by  an 
English  scientist  that  tuberculosis  is 
disseminated  by  playing  cards — the 
baccilli  being  deposited  on  the  cards  by 
the  moistened  thumb  of  the  dealer  and 
thence  transmitted  to  the  player.  There 
are  cases  reported  in  Duluth  where  the 
dealer's  hands  have  caused  heart 
failure. 


Chairman  Fred  C.  Gley  has  resigned 
as  a  member  of  the  Democratic  commit- 
tee of  Redwood  county  and  says  he  is 
"tired  of  the  party  which  has  caused  such 
a  panic  and  financial  depression."  If  the 
senate  does  not  make  greater  progress 
with  the  tariff  bill,  Mr.  Gley  will  have 
many  imitators. 


The  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  com- 
mercial bodies  cannot  agree  as  to  which 
is  the  best  route  for  the  canal  which  they 
are  constructing  on  paper  from  Lake  Su- 
perior to  the  Mississippi  river.  It  is  a 
case  of  "much  ado  about  nothing." 


Col.  Bobleter  has  been  state  treasurer 
for  four  terms,  and  it  is  said  he  is  looking 
for  a  nomination  this  year.  Having  en- 
tered the  office  a  poor  man  and  now  be- 
ing comparatively  wealthy,  he  should  be 
ready  to  make  room  for  some  other  man. 


Mr.  Labouchere  for  years  has  been 
moving  amendments  in  the  British  com- 
mons antagonizing  the  government,  but 
not  until  yesterday  did  one  receive  a  ma- 
jority. Labby's  success  j.has  tickled  him 
immensely.

A  POLICEMAN  KICKS. 


Thinks  it  Too  Much  to  Be  Asked  to  Accept  a 
Reductisn. 

"!  see  that  the  council  is  talking 
strongly  of  cutting  our  salaries  lo  per 
cent,"  said  a  police  officer  this  morning. 
"We  have  talked  the  matter  over  among 
ourselves  and  if  that  policy  is  carried  out 
we  have  decided  to  tjuietly  lay  down  our 
clubs,  take  off  our  stars  and  quit  the  ser- 
vice. The  first  year  a  {latrolman  is  on 
the  force  he  gets  only  1P65  a  month. 
Thereafter  he  gets  S70.  Unless  promot- 
ed from  the  ranks,  which  is  a  good  fortune, 
only  a  very  few  can  hope  for,  and  no 
matter  how  many  years  of  service  are 
given,  S70  is  the  highest  say  a  patrolman 
can  hope  for.  Now,  if  we  are  cut  10  per 
cent,  our  wages  will  be  reduced  to  $63  a 
month.  We  cannot  live  on  that,  espe- 
cially those  who  have  families,  ami  hav- 
ing a  family  is  not  yet  a  crime  in  Ameri- 
ca. We  work  eleven  hours  a  day  and 
seven  day 3  in  the  week.  We  are  out  in 
all  kinds  of  weather  and  at  all  seasons 
of  the  year.  We  are  under  the  most 
strict  discipline  and  our  em- 
ployment makes  us  little  above 
human  machines.  We  are  at 
a  most  heavy  expense  tor  clothing. 
Some  of  us  have  to  have  a  new  pair  of 
shoes  nearly  once  a  month.  In  the 
winter  we  must  have  fur  coats,  warm 
caps,  gloves,  underclothing,  overshoes — 
in  fact,  we  are  obliged  to  have  the  very 
best  and  warmest,  which  costs  heavily. 
We  are  required  to  furnish  our  own  uni- 
forms. They  must  be  of  good  quality 
and  cost  more  than  clothing  that  most  cf 
us  would  wear  in  other  business.  Even 
our  caps  and  helmets  are  an  extra  and 
unavoidable  expense  to  us. 

"I  have  a  f.-imily,  and  pay  taxes  each 
year  lo  the  amount  of  $70.  If  the 
city  compels  me,  in  th;  face  of 
all  I  have  stated,  to  work  for  $63, 
a  month,  I  shall  be  compelled  to  bunt 
other  employment.  The  rest  of  the  force 
feel  the  same  way.  The  force  is  none 
too  large  now,  and  green  men  at  I63 
would  be  much  dearer  for  the  city  than 
experienced  men  at  S70.  In  other  cities 
patrolmen  in  most  cases  get  more  pay, 
fewer  days'  work  in  a  week,  shorter 
hpurs  and  have  more  other  advantages 
than  we  do  here.  It  would  look  better  to 
us  if  some  of  these  rich  people  would 
pay  their  back  taxes  and  assessments,  in- 
stead of  demanding  that  the  wages  of 
men  who  earn  their  money  be  reduced  to 
the  lowest  notch." 


Tho  Load  Carried  Across  the  Ocean  by  the 
Big  Freighter  Cevic. 

People  at  the  head  of  the  lakes,  ami 
all  along  the  lakes  for  that  matter,  re- 
gard 130.000  bushels  of  corn  or  any  load 
of  about  3C00  tons  as  a  very  large  one. 
The  following  record  of  a  cargo,  clipped 
from  an  l.astern  paper,  will  be  of  inter- 
est and  will  give  some  idea  ot  what  lak^ 
business  will  be  with  deep  water  naviga- 
tion; 

"The  twill  screw  steamship  Cevic,  of 
the  While  Star  line,  the  i)iggest  freighter 
afloat,  failed  last  week  for  Liverpool 
with  the  largest  cargo  ever  stowed  in  a 
■single  vessel.  Kxclusive  of  8jo  he.ad  of 
Western  steers,  the  cargo  consisted  of 
14.000  tons  ot  merchandise,  including 
1 50. 3i;J  bushels  o(  corn,  i>,030  bales  of 
cotton.  3200  quarters  ot  beef,  io53  pigs 
of  copper,  232S  pigs  of  lead, 
341JI  bags  of  flour,  56  logs  of  ma- 
hogany, sii  bales  of  hay,  3338  boxes  of 
green  hides.

"As  a  general  rule  the  average  yearlv 
temperature  varies  slightly  from  year  to 
year  and  if  at  any  time  the  tempcratuir 
falls  below  or  gets  alxjve  the  aver.agc  it 
will  probably  be  et|ualized  at  another 
time.  But  this  process  of  ec|uali.<ation  is 
more  apt  to  be  gradual  than  sudden, 
hor  mstanre  December  was  a  very  roM 
month,  !•  ebruary  was  a  little  below  the 
average  while  January  washigher  than 
usual  in  temperature.  .So  it  is  not  likely 
that  there  will  be  an  extended  peiiod  ot 
cold  at  any  time  this  Sfirin;,'.  'i'he  cold 
weaiiier  is  over."

It  probably  required 
10  cents  to  buy  the  soup,  though,  and 
so  when  the  new  passerby  became  pur- 
chaser No.  2  theprospect  of  soup  seemed 
very  bright.  But  there  was  an  unforseen 
difliculty.  The  smallest  change  the  pur- 
chaser had  was  a  dollar.  Here  was  a 
predicament.  Eight  year  old  Charley 
was  etjual  to  it,  however.  Turning 
slightly  away  he  reached  his  hand  down 
into  the  mysterious  depths  of  his  trous- 
ers pocket,  drew  forth  a  handful  of 
silver,  hastily  counted  out  q,  cents, 
turned,  dumped  the  the  change  into  the 
hand  of  liis  astonished  benefactor, 
eagerly  grasped  the  dollar  and  started 
hurriedly  down  the  streect  in  search  of 
another  customer.

Four  lljiidi\.l  People  Are  Now   at  Rainy 

Lake  City   Living   in   Tents 

ar.d  Wigw-ams. 


Prospt'ctors    Find    Vt-ins   of    Gold- Bearing 

Quartz  Every  Day— Land  Can  be 

Easily  Procured. 


W.  G.  Triggs,  the  attorney,  is  back  from 
the  Rainy  lake  country  where  he  has 
spent  the  most  of  his  time  since  Dec.  2S. 
Mr.  Triggs  has  been  making  mineral 
surveys  in  the  Canadian  country  for 
Minncmi.li';  parlies  and  in  a  couple  of 
weC  cuirn    tOithenew    Eldorado 

and  i\-,u;pltte  his  work. 

"Rai!:y  Lake  City,"  said  he  this  morn- 
ing to  a  Herald  reporter,  "is  well  under 
way.  For  a  while  settlers 
were  hotherct!  for  bi:i;din^  ma- 
terial but  nt)w  seven  or  eight 
he.vii  log  huildings  are  under  way  .and 
si;i>u  there  will  t»e  an  abundance  ot  lum- 
ber. There  nre  probably  about  .|co  peo- 
ple on  th,;  t.i-.v  nsite  living  in  tents  and 
wigwams.  The  tuwnsite  is  pretty  nearly 
cleared  and  the  sawmdl  machinery  will 
be  placed  and  in  working;  order  within  a 
very  few  days. 

"  There  is  a  steady  tide  of  immigration 
into  that  country.  Coming!  t^oine  I  met 
twenty  teams  lu  two  d  'vs,  with  stocks  of 
floods  and  supplies,  all  headed  for  Rainy 
Lake  Citv.  A  small  town  has  been 
started  opposite  Rainv  Lake  City  on  the 
Canadian  side  under  the  name  of  Island 
City. 

"Prospectors  are  making  finds  of  veins 
of  gold-beanrg  quart/,  every  day.  There 
is  too  much  snow  on  row,  however,  to 
successfully  prospect,  except  along  the 
nortli  shores  of  the  lakes  and  it  will  be 
some  time  before  that  snow  goes  off. 

"The  greatest  trouble  now  is  ihc  lack 
of  provisions.  The  chief  eatables  are 
pork  and  flour.  The  Indians  bring  in 
bome  game  and  moose  and  caribou 
steaks  afford  a  change  from  pork.  The 
Indians  have  several  wigwams  on  the 
townsite  and  many  of  them  are  employed 
at  clearinsj  the  townsite.  The  supply  of 
provisions  at  I-'ort  Francis  is  about  ex- 
hausted and  the  prospects  for  an  early 
breaking  up  cause  many  fears  that,  un- 
less movements  are  quickened,  the  sup- 
ply will  be  exhauicd  before  new  stocks 
arrive. 

"In  Rainy  Lake  City  three  blind  pigs 
are  in  operation  and  on  my  way  down  1 
met  three  simiiar  outfits  going  up.  A 
barrel  of  whisky  and  a  tent  are  all  that 
is  required  for  running  a  blind  pii;.  No 
dance  houses  have  been  started  but 
Kelly,  of  Tower,  and  parties  from  the 
Mesaba  range  have  been  there  looking 
over  the  grcund  with  th-*  view  of  bring- 
ing up  a  lot  of  the  frail  members  of  the 
fair  sex. 

"At  Rainy  Lake  City  is  a  fellow  from 
Michigan  who  is  a  crack  shot.  When  he 
gets  a  little  bowled  up  on  bad  whisky,  he 
feels  called  upon  to  show  his  skill.  There 
is  also  an  original  character  known  as 
'Paddy  the  Bird.'  One  evening  the  man 
handy  with  a  gun,  handed  Paddy  the 
Bird  a  bottle  of  whisky.  The  Irishman 
pulled  at  the  bottle  until  the  bottom  was 
dangerously  near  the  stimulant. 

"  'Drink  the  rest  o'  that,'  said  the 
Michigan  man  in  imperative  tones. 

"Paddy  hastened  to  obey,  and  just  as 
he  got  the  neck  of  xhe  bottle  into  his 
mouth,  the  shooter  pulled  his  gun,  fired 
and  smashed  the  bottle  all  to  pieces. 
Paddy  lost  no  tim.e  in  getting  out  of  the 
tent.  ' 

"On  another  occasion  a  fellow  known 
as  'Dutchy'  was  smoking  bis  pipe. 
The  Michigan  man  tired  and  smashed 
the  bowl  ot  the  pipe,  much  to  'Dutchy's' 
fright.  At  another  time  'Dutchy'  was 
cutting  some  meat  from  a  ham  hung  up 
in  the  shanty.  The  crack  marksman  drew 
his  revolver,  let  fiy  and  cut  the  string  by 
which  hung  the  meat.  It  came  tumb- 
ling down,  much  to  the  fright  and  sur- 
prise of  the  meat  slicer. 

"The  revenue  collector  also  has  much 
trouble  in  keeping  whisky  from  the  In- 
dians, and  many  amusing  incidents  are 
the  result  of  his  watchfulness.  What 
Rainy  Lake  City  needs  now  is  a  village 
organization  witti  some  active  officers. 

"The  county  road  between  the  head  of 
Lake  \'ermilion  and  Crane  lake  is  prac- 
tically completed  and  some  practical 
ship  carpenters  are  constructing  a  tlal- 
bottomed  boat  to  be  used  on  that  lake 
this  summer.  The  machinery  is  now  on 
hand  and  the  vessel  will  scon  be  ready 
for  use.  Thtrc  will  be  lines  of  tugs  on 
all  the  waters  ni  that  Toiintry,  and  with 
canoes  communication  from  the  various 
directions  will  not  be  so  difficult  as 
might  be. 

"The  Canadian  side  is  practically  un- 
surveyed.  The  Seine  river  runs  from 
northeast  to  the  southeast  and  is  large 
enough  for  tugs.  There  is  heavy  timber 
along  it  and  for  several  years  there  has 
lieen  considerable  logginr;.  The  Cana- 
dian Pacilic  railway  touches  the  Seine  at 
Savanne.  That  will  be  a  practicable 
route  to  the  new  Eklorado  when  naviga- 
tion opens.  The  Attikokan  iron  range, 
with  its  large  bodies  of  magnetic  ore,  is 
touched  by  this  river.  Several  surv'eys 
have  been  made  by  the  Canadians  and 
all  that  country  through  there  is  sup- 
posed to  be  rich  in  gold  bearing 
quartz.  The  probabilities  are  that  there 
will  be  revelations  as  to  the  resources  of 
that  region,  every  bit  as  startling  as 
those  concerning  the  Mesaba  iron  range. 

"The  land  laws  in  Canada,  too,  are 
very  simple  and  convenient.  Land  for 
S2.50  an  acre  can  be  purchased  without 
any  delay.  If  it  is  within  twelve  miles 
of  a  railroad  it  costs  $3  50  an  acre.    An

NEWS  OF  THE  ORIENT 


One  of  the  Oldest  and  Most  Familiar  For- 
eign Buildings  in  Hankow,  China, 
*  Burned  Down. 


A  Military  Mandarin  of  the  Third  Grade  Had 

His  Head  Chopped  Off  For 

Robbery. 


A  Man  and  a  Woman,  Who  Were  Paramours, 

Were  Beheaded  and  the  Woman 

Sliced. 


Vancouver,  B.  C,  March  15.— The 
Canadian  racific  Railway  company's 
steamship  ICmpress  ot  India,  which  ar- 
rived from  the  Orient  yesterday,  brings 
the  following  Chinese  advices:  On 
Feb.  7  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  famil- 
iar foreign  buildings  in  Hankow  was  des- 
troyed by  fire.  This  building  was  the 
old  consulate  which  stood  on  the  river- 
side adjacent  to  the  present  English  con- 
sulate. For  some  lime  it  had  been  oc- 
cupied by  a  native  firm  m  the  manufac- 
ture of  bambdo  baskets.  During  the 
celebration  of  the  Chinese  new  year  a 
lamp  was  upset  and  the  fire  soon  spread 
over  the  entire  building.  The  English 
consulate  had  a  narrow  escape  from  be- 
ing named. 

The  Diario  dc  Manila,  of  Feb.  15,  has 
the  following  extraordinary  paragraph: 
Mariano  Santa  Ana,  a  native  of  Albay, 
who  was  born  in  the  year  1777  and  is 
consecjuently  117  years  of  age,  was  dis- 
missed from  the  hospital  of  San  Juan  de 
Dios  vesterdav.  Santa  Ana  also  com- 
pleted yesterday  his  long  term  of  im- 
prisonment of  fifty-eight  years,  which 
had  accumulated  by  sentences  for  his 
three  escapes  from  prison.  The  unfor- 
tunate man  before  being  sent  from  the 
hospital  requested  that  he  should  be  per- 
mitted to  remain  in  the  place,  claiming 
that  it  was  impossible  for  him  to  earn  his 
living  owing  to  his  very  advanced  age. 

Mrs.  Orr-Ewing,  of  the  China  iuland 
mission,  at  Kiu-kiang  is  dead.  Boyd  He 
Co.,  of  Shanghai,  recently  contracted  for 
the  construction  of  a  stfel  tugboat  of  120 
tons  displacement  for  \  ladivostock. 

A  recent  proclamation  issued  by  the 
governor  of  the  province  of  Kiang-Si  re- 
minds native  converts  to  Christianity 
that  they  are  still  Chinese  subjects,  and 
on  the  other  hand  non-converts  arc  ex- 
horted to  consider  the  former  still  as 
brethren,  and  to  put  .iside  further  doubt 
and  suspicion  in  regard  to  them.  C'ln- 
verts  are  warned,  however,  against  rely- 
ing, because  of  their  entr.incc  into  a 
foreign  faith,  too  much  on  foreign  pro- 
tection, for  in  that  case  they  will  be  pun- 
ished with  the  utmost  rigor. 

The  United  States  warship  Monocacy 
returned  to  Woo-Suug  from  Chin-Kiang 
on  I'eb.  u  with  several  cases  of  small- 
pox  on  board.  Six  of  her  crew 
were  at  once  taken  to  the  general  hos- 
pital at  Shanghai. 

A  mihtar/  mandarin,  wearing  the 
third  erade  order,  or  liplit  blue  button, 
was  decapitated  at  Soo-Cbow  on  Jan.  31. 
He  was  convicted  of  having  robbed  a 
silk  boat  at  To-Ing-Pu  of  gio.ooo  last 
summer  while  the  vessel  was  proceeding 
from  Shanghai  to  the  silk  districts  of 
Soo-Chow.  Two  other  persons  were  also 
beheaded  at  the  same  time — one  a  man 
and  the  other  a  woman,  the  latter  suffer- 
ing also  the  slicing,  or  "lingchi,"  process. 
They  were  paramours  and  had  encom- 
passed the  death  of  the  woman's  husband 
by  poison. 

The  railway  from  Tientsin  to  Shanghai 
Kwan  is  now  an  accomplished  fact,  and 
the  new  route  is  being  patronized  by 
immense  numbers  of  passengers  and 
carries  a  large  quantity  of  heavy  goods 
which  formerly  had  to  be  conveyed  with 
immense  labor  in  springlcss  carts  and  on 
pack  animals.

A  Postmaster  Shot  Dead. 
Laukenxk,  Kan,,  March.  15.— Patrick 
H.  Geelan,  postmaster  at  i3ig  Springs,  in 
this  county,  was  shot  and  instantly 
killed  yesterday  by  Fred  Hill,  a  young 
farmer.  Geelan  was  65  years  of  age  and 
kept  a  store  in  which  the  postofifice  was 
located.  He  had  received  a  threatening 
anonymous  letter,  which  he  accused  Hill 
of  writing,  and  a  quarrel  endued.

not  fight  him. 


A  Detective  Killed. 

CoLU.\n:us.  Ga.,  March  15.— Will  Wal- 
lace, a  detective  of  this  city,  was  shot 
and  killed  Tuesday  right  by  a  negro 
desperado  named  Rich  Gordon,  whom 
he  was  trying  to  arrest  at  Suspension,  a 
little  station  in  Bullock  county,  Ala., 
about  forty  miles  below  here.  The  negro 
escaped.

Governor  Powell's  Statement  of  ex-Cashier 
May's  Great  Irregularities. 

London,  March  15. — At  the  meeting 
of  the  directors  of  the  Bank  of  England 
today,  a  statement  was  submitted  by 
David  Powell,  the  governor  of  the  bank, 
in  which  he  expressed  regret  at  the  ne- 
cessity for  the  removal  of  Frank  May, 
the  chief  cashier.  Mr.  May,  he  said,  was 
removed,  though  allowed  to  resign,  for 
exceeding  his  authority  and  committing 
great  irregularities  in  regard  to  making 
allowances  to  certain  customers. 

In  one  case  he  bad  made  a  consider- 
able overdraft  without  the  authority  or 
even  the  knowledge  of  the  governor,  and 
contrary  to  the  rules  of  the  bank  he  had 
indulged  in  transactions  on  the  stock  ex- 
change which  had  resulted  in  grave  pe- 
cuniary difficulties. 

Mr.  Powell  said  that  the  system  of 
advances  hitherto"  pursued  had  been 
thoroughly  changed.  It  was  impossible 
to  estimate  the  full  amount  of  the  bank's 
losses  from  Mr.  May's  trans-ictions,  but 
the  sum  of  ^[250,000  had  been  set  aside 
to  meet  them. 

Since  August,  1893,  Mr.  Powell  said 
the  liabilities  to  the  bank  of  the  hrm  of 
Baring  Bros.  &  Co,,  which  failed  last 
summer,  had  been  reduced  by  ^665.000. 
The  progress  in  reducing  the  Barings' 
indebtedness  to  the  bank  had  not  been 
equal  to  expectations,  but  the  reduction 
had  been  steady  and  the  present  general 
position  of  the  bank  is  no  less  satisfac- 
tory than  it  was  six  months  ago.  All  of 
the  securities  which  the  bank  now  holds 
are  gilt  edged.  It  does  not  hold,  and  has 
not  held,  any  of  the  securities  of  finan- 
cial trust  companies. 


OVERRUN  WITH  TRAMPS. 


Coxey's  Army  of  Peace  Causing  Uneasiness  in 
in  Stark  County. 

Canton,  Ohio,  March  15.— The  ap- 
proach of  the  date  when  the  army  of 
peace  of  J.  S.  Coxey,  of  Massillon,  will 
begin  its  march  overland  to  Washington 
is  causing  great  uneasiness  in  Stark 
county,  especially  among  the  farming 
community. 

The  county  is  being  overrun  with 
tramps,  who  have  been  committing  dep- 
redations of  various  characters.  They 
claim  to  be  unemployed,  arriving  here 
with  the  honorable  intention  of  joining 
Coxey's  great  army  cf  unemployed.  Day 
by  day  the  number  has  increased. ^ 

It  IS  the  general  impression  unless  the 
municipal  or  county  authorities  interfere 
with  the  mobili^ration,  serious  if  not  dis- 
astrous results  will  follow.  There  is  a 
movement  on  foot  here  to  have  Mayor 
Cassidy  prevent  the  proposed  march 
through  Canton. 


WAS  HANGED  TO  A  TREE. 


A  Murderer  Escaped  From  Jail.  But  Was 
Lynched  by  a  Mob. 

Stkouushurg,  Pa.,  March  15.— Rich- 
ard Puryear,  who  murdered  Christian 
Ehlcr  near  Tanncrsville  a  month  ago, 
escaped  from  jail  here  this  morning  be- 
tween 6  and  7  o'clock. 

A  large  crowd  gathered  and  Puryear 
was  caught  in  Cherry  Hollow  woods.  He 
fought  desperately,  but  was  overpowered 
and  was  taken  to  Palmer's  island  by  the 
mob.  A  rope  was  obtained,  and  the  mur- 
derer was  hanged  to  a  tree  until  he  was 
dead.

Rosebery  and  Harcourt  Told  Each  Other  Some 
Hard  Facts. 
London,  March  15.— The  Globe  re- 
ported that  a  meeting  between  Sir  Wil- 
liam Vernon  Harcourt  and  Lord  Rose- 
bery took  place  yesterday,    at    which,  if 

the  two  men  did  rot  quarrel,  they  at  least 
told  each  other  some  bard  facts.  It 
states  that  there  is  no  doubt  that  Tues- 
day evening's  vote  was  intended  to  be  a 
demonstration  against  Lord  Rosebery, 
and  that  the  latter  is  fully  aware  of  this 
fact.

Crook,  all  famous  Tammany  men,  ar- 
rived from  New  York  last  night.  They 
say  they  merely  come  here  to  visit  the 
exposition  and  deny  that  they  are  fleeing 
to  Honolulu  to  escape  investigation  of 
the  grand  jury. 

Mine  Contractor  Killed.

James  Reilly,  aged  48  years,  was  instant-

Sarah  Guest  Tells  of  Visits  of  Col.  Breckin- 
ridge and  Miss  Pollard  to  Her 
House. 


Breckinridge  Came  to  Her  Last  Fall  and 

Asked  Her  Not  to  Testify  Against 

Him. 


The  Couple  Were  at  Her  House  Fully  Fifty 

Times  Within  Three  or  Four 

Years. 


Washington,  March  15.— Miss  Pol- 
lard entered  the  circuit  court  room  this 
morning  just  as  the  crier  rapped  for 
order  and  began  his  "oyez."  She  was 
accompanied  by  Miss  Ellis,  the  elderly 
lady  from  the  Episcopal  House  of  Mercy. 
All  the  attorneys  in  the  case  were  pres- 
ent when  Miss  Pollard  entered.  Col. 
Breckinridge  had  come  in  a  minute  be- 
fore, and  took  bis  usual  seat  Immediate- 
ly behind  the  plaintiff.  As  usual  the 
court  room  was  well  filled. 

Sarah  Guest,  a  colored  woman  from 
Lexington,  Ky.,  dressed  in  deep  mourn- 
ing, was  the  first  witness.  She  is  the 
woman  whose  deposition  was  objected  to 
by  the  defense  a  few  days  ago  and  not 
admitted  to  evidence  by  Judge  Bradley. 
Ker  examination  was  conducted  by  E. 
Farreli,  who  was  the  attorney  for  Miss 
Pollard  in  Lexington.  The  witness 
identified  Col.  Breckinridg-e  and  Miss 
Pollard. 

"Did  you  ever  see  the  plaintiff,  Made- 
line Pollard,  and  Breckinridge  at  your 
house?"  asked  Mr.  Farreli. 

"Yes,  sir." 

"How  long  ago  was  it  that  the  plaintiff 
and  Col.  Breckinridge  came  to  your 
house  the  first  lime.'*" 

"About  ten  years  ago." 

"Did  he  bring  her  there  without  ar- 
rangement, or  did  he  make  arrange- 
ments in  advance?" 

"He  made  arrangements.  He  came  to 
see  me  and  said  he  wanted  me  to  keep  a 
young  lady  in  my  house  from  Friday 
until  Monday.  I  said:  'No,  Col.  Breck- 
inridge, she  can't  stay  that  long;  I 
haven't  got  the  room.'  He  said:  'You 
must  let  her  come,  Sarah;  and  she  came.' " 

"What  time  of  year  was  it , that  she 
came?" 

"It  was  in  warm  weather." 

"Who  came  with  her  when  she  came 
the  first  lime?" 

"Col.  Breckinridge.  He  did  not  re- 
main there  long  with  her — about  half  an 
hour — and  then  went  away.  Col.  Breck- 
inridge came  back  again  about  dark.and 
remained  until  11  o'clock." 

"Did  you  see  any  leave-taking  when 
Col.  Breckinridge  left?" 

•*'Yes  sir,  he  kissed  her." 

"Did  you  sec  them  in  the  room  to- 
gether?" 

"Yes,  sir." 

"Was  Miss  Pollard  dressed  or  un- 
dressed?" 

"She  w!),s  undressed.  Col.  Breckin- 
ridge was  dressed." 

"When  did  Col.  Breckinridge  coaoe 
again?" 

"Saturday  night.  He  stayed  for  some 
time.  When  he  came  in  he  put  his  arms 
about  Miss  Pollard  and  kissed  her. 
W'hen  he  went  he  kissed  her  and  bid  her 
good  night." 

"Did  Col.  Breckinridge  come  back 
Sunday  night  and  occupy  this  front  room 
with  Miss  Pollard?" 

"Yes,  sir;  they  stayed  in  the  front  room 
until  between  10  and  11." 

In  answer  to  other  questions,  the  wit- 
ness said  there  were  indidations  that  the 
bed  in  Miss  Pollard's  room  had  been  oc- 
cupied on  Sunday  night.  She  had  heard 
Col.  Breckinridge  tell  Miss  Madeline  that 
she  must  get  breakfast  early  and  "get 
down. there  to  meet  Mr.  Rodes  on  Mon- 
day morning." 

The  witness  said  Col.  Breckinridge  and 
and  Miss  Pollard  came  back  to  her  house 
a  year  later.  Col.  Breckinridge  had 
come  to  the  witness  a  year  ago  last  sum- 
mer, and  asked  her  to  take  Miss  Pollard, 
but  she  had  refused.  Breckinridge  had 
come  to  her  again  last  fall,  after  the  suit 
was  filed,  and  asked  her  not  to  testify 
against  him,  and  also  to  keep  Mary  Scott 
and  Mary  Wilson  (who  had  lived  at  her 
house)  out  of  the  way  "because  he  didn't 
want  them  to  get  them." 

"How  many  times  was  Col.  Breckin- 
ridge at  your  house  with  Miss  Pollard?" 
asked  Mr.  Farreli. 

"About  fifty  times." 

•  Over  how  many  years  did  these  visits 
extend?" 

"Over  about  three  or  four  years," 

Mr.  Shelby  conducted  the  cross-exam- 
ination of  Sarah  Guest.  He  waded 
right  in  without  preliminaries.  "Sarah," 
he  said,  "how  many  years  have  you  been 
keeping  an  assignation  house  at  Lexing- 
ton T 

Sarah  hesitated  and  appeared  embar- 
rassed, and  finally  said:  "About  eight 
or  nine  years." 

"How  long  have  you  known  Mr.  Far- 
reli?" 

"Ever  since  he  was  a  young  man 
growing  up,"  and  a  smile  went  round  the 
court  room  at  Mr.  Farrell's  expense. 

Mrs.  Lucretia  Marie  Minear,  who  keeps 
the  boarding  house  at  No.  25  Lafayette 
square,  where  Miss  Pollard  resided  for  a 
time,  and  where  Claude  de  la  Roche 
Frances  testified  to  having  met  the  lat- 
ter, was  the  next  witness,  but  her  testi- 
mony developed  nothing  of  importance, 
although  Miss  Pollard  left  the  courtroom 
while  it  Was  given. 

Mrs.  Kate  W.  Burt,  a  clerk  in  the  gen- 
eral land  office,  was  the  next  witness,  and 
the  deposition  of  Mrs.  M.  A.  Kctcham.of 
Lexington,  Ky.,  was  read  before  the 
court  took  its  noonday  recess.  Neither 
Mrs.  Burt's  testimony  nor  the  deposition 
contain  anything  of  interest.

THE  CANADIAN   PARLIAMENT. 


Non-Suit  Granted  Because  Plaintiffs  Were 
Parties  to  the  Conspiracy. 
Madison,  Wis.,  March  15.— Nonsuit 
was  granted  this  afternoon  in  the  famous 
roster  suit  for  recovery  of  $15,000  from 
the  governor  and  various  other  state 
officers  on  the  ground  that,  if  conspiracy 
existed,  plaintiffs  were  parties  to  it. 


It  Was  Opened  Today  With  the  Usual  'Speech 
From  the  Throne." 

Ottawa,  Ont.,  March  15.— At  3  o'clock 
this  afternoon  his  excellency,  the  gover- 
nor general,  proceeded  in  state  to  the 
chamber  of  the  senate  in  the  parliament 
buildings  and  took  his  seat  upon  the 
throne.  The  members  of  the  senate  be- 
ing assembled  and  the  niembers  of  the 
house  of  commons  summoned  to  the  sen- 
ate chamber,  his  excellency  was  pleased 
to  open  the  fourth  session  of  the  seventh 
parliament  of  Canada  with  the  following 
speech : 

"Honorable  Gentlemen  of  the  Senate; 
Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Commons: 
In  the  queen's  name  I  greet  you  for  the 
first  time  since  assuming  the  high  func- 
tions intrusted  to  me  by  her 
majesty;  and  it  is  with  feel- 
ings of  the  liveliest  satisfaction 
that  I  thu3  greet  you  assembled  for  the 
labors  of  another  session  of  parliament. 
This  feeling  of  satisfaction  is  enhanced 
by  the  opportunities  which  I  have  al- 
ready enjoyed  of  visiting,  and  in  my  offi- 
cial capacity  renewing  acquaintance  with 
several  of  the  chief  centers  of  enterprise 
and  activity  of  this  Dominion;  nor  need 
1  refrain  from  assuring  you  that  I  have 
been  deeply  impressed  by  the  heartiness 
of  the  reception  accorded  me  as  her 
majesty's  viceroy  and  representative,  a 
reception  which  has  once  more  mani- 
fested the  loyalty,  cordiality  and  public 
spirit  of  the  Canadian  people. 

"My  predecessor  was  at>le  to  express 
gratification  to  you  last  year  on  the  in- 
crease in  trade  and  on  the  continuing 
progress  of  the  Dominion.  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  me  to  observe  that  the  expecta- 
tion then  formed — that  the  volume  of 
trade  during  the  then  current  year  would 
exceed  that  of  any  other  year  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Dominion — has  been  fully 
realized  and  that  Canada's  progress  con- 
tinues with  every  mark  of  stability  and 
permanency.  It  may  be  observed 
with  satisfaction  that  a  large 
proportion  of  this  increase  is  shown  to 
have  been  due  to  the  extension  of  our 
commerce  with  Great  Britain.  It  is  a 
cause  of  thankfulness  that  our  people 
have  been  spared  in  a  very  great  degree 
from  the  sufferings  which  have  visited 
the  populations  of  some  other  countries 
during  many  months  past,  and  that  while 
the  commercial  depression  prevailing 
abroad  could  not  but  affect  the  activity 
of  business  in  the  Dominican,  we  have 
been  free  from  any  extensive  financial 
disaster  or  widespread  distress. 

"The  revenues  of  the  year  have  been 
ample  for  the  services  which  have  been 
provided  fot  and  have  met  the  expecta- 
tions on  which  the  appropriations  of  last 
year  were  based.  The  peaceful  conclu- 
sions, by  the  award  of  the  arbitrators  at 
Paris,  of  the  controversy  which  has  pre- 
vailed so  long  with  respect  to  seal  fish- 
eries in  the  Pacific  ocean  and  the  rights 
of  British  subjects  in  Bering  sea  has  re- 
moved the  only  source  of  contention 
which  existed  between  Great  Britain  and 
the  United  States  in  regard  to  Canada. 
There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  her 
majesty's  government  will  obtain  redress 
for  those  Canadian  subjects  of  her  ma- 
jesty who  were  deprived  of  their  prop- 
erty and  liberty  without  just  cause  while 
the  controversy  was  in  progress. 

"At  an  early  date  a  measure(yvill  be 
laid  before  you,  having  for  its  object  the 
revision  ot  the  duties  of  customs,  with  a 
view  to  meet  the  changes  which  time  has 
effected  in  business  operations  of  all 
kinds  throughout  the  Dominion.While  my 
ministers  do  not  propose  to  change  the 
principles  on  which  existing  enactments 
on  this  subject  are  based,  the  amend- 
ments which  will  be  offered  for  your  con- 
sideration are  designed  to  simplify  the 
operation  of  the  tariff  and  to  lessen,  as 
far  as  can  be  done,  consistently  with 
those  principles  and  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  treasury,  the  imposts  which 
are  now  in  force. 

"There  will  also  be  laid  before  you  a 
measure  on  the  subject  of  bankruptcy 
and  insolvency  which  will,  it  is  hoped, 
make  more  adequate  provision  than  now 
exists  on  that  subject  for  the  increasing 
trade  and  commerce  of  the  country  and 
for  the  greatly  expanded  trade  between 
the  several  provinces  of  Canada. 

"Measures  will  also  be  submitted  to 
you,  making  more  effective  provisions 
for  our  lines  of  steam  communication  on 
the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  oceans;  for  im- 
proving the  law  with  regard  to  Domin- 
ion lands,  and  with  regard  to  the  man- 
agement of  Indian  affairs;  also  a  bill 
respecting  joint  stock  companies;  and 
with  respect  to  fisheries,  and  several  less 
important  measures  which  experience 
has  suggested  with  regard  to  the  various 
matters  under  your  control. 

"The  public  acts  will  be  submitted  to 
you  at  an  early  date,  and  ;also  estimates 
of  the  expenditure  which  has  been  con- 
sidered necessary  for  the  ensuing  year. 
While  it  is  hoped  that  the  public  meas- 
ures which  will  demand  your  attention 
will  not  be  very  numerous,  some  of 
them  wiil  be  ot  great  weight  and  im- 
portance, and  it  is  my  earnest  hope  and 
prayer  that  the  care  and  zeal  which  you 
will  apply  to  the  deliberations  of  the 
session  may  be  aided  by  the  abundant 
blessing  of  the  Almighty." 

ANOTHER  CANAL  SCHEME. 


Waterway  From  the  lake  of  the  Woods  to 
a  Lake  Superior  Proposed. 

Washington,  March  15.— [Special  to 

The  Herald.] — In  response  to  an  inquiry, 

Maj.  Jones,  ot  the  engineer   corps,    has 

written  a  letter  to  Representative  Kiefer, 
suggesting  that  he  get  an  item  into  the 
river  and  harbor  bill,  making  an  appro- 
priation for  a  survey  of  the  Vermilion 
river  to  Rainy  lake,  with  the  idea  of 
opening  up  a  line  of  water  transporta- 
tion fiom  the  southern  extrepiity  of 
Lake  of  the  Woods  to  Lake  Superior. 

The  Duluth  &  Iron  Range  railway 
would  strike  this  line  at  two  points- 
Tower  and  Ely. 

It  is  too  late  to  get  any  appropriation 
in  the  river  and  harbor  bill  for  this  pur- 
pose, but  Col.  Kiefer  will  make  an  effort 
to  have  the  item  t:icked  to  some  other 
biU.  _

We  warn  the  government  that 
the  Liberals  cannot  win  the  next  election 
unless  a  clear  statement  of  policy  re- 
specting the  house  of  lords  be  put  before 
the  country,  which  will  not  be  satisfied 
with  the  existing  expressions  of  pious 
opinion." 

Michael  Davitt  (anti-Parnellite)  has  a 
letter  in  the  Daily  Chronicle  of  this 
morning.  In  it  he  declares  it  is  a  ridicu- 
lous and  and  unwarranted  assumption 
that  the  Irish  supported  Mr.  Labouch- 
ere's  amendmendment  of  the  address, 
owing  to  Lord  Rosebery's  badly  ex- 
pressed views  on  home  rule.

l)i  N\  KK.  March  15. Matters  Icok  dc- 
cidedly  warlike  today.  At  the  armory 
on  Curtis  street.  themiliti.iare  assembled 
ami  getting  ready  to  march  upon  t!iecity 
ball  at  1  oclock.  The  artillery  horses 
are  harnessed:  sentries  are  posted  about 
and  no  t»ne  is  admitted.  The  armory 
hiilds  considerable  stores  of  ammunition. 
but  it  is  believed  no  orders  have  yet  been 
issued  to  use  any  deadly  missiles. 

\t  the  city  hall  over  100  patrolmen  are 
on  hand  awaiting  an  attack.  The  build- 
ing IS  guarded  at  every  point,  and  a  great 
crowd  of  idle  men  swarm  about  the 
Streets  in  the  vicinity  of  the  hall.  Chief 
of  l%>lice  Stone  stated  this  morning  that 
he  will  hold  the  hall  against  all  attacks, 
if  it  takes  dyuaniite  to  do  it.  The  de- 
posed police  commissioners  are  m  their 
nffice  prepared  to  resist  all  efforts  to  dis- 
lodge them. 

The  sheriff  is  awaiting  orders  from 
Judge  (irahatti.  of  the  district  court,  and 
the  latter  has  declared  that  he  will  await 
the  moment  when  the  militia  attack  the 
hall  before  he  will  move.  A  call  (or  a  mass 
meeting  is  being  circulated  to  organize  a 
committee  of  safety,  and  this  means  at 
attempt  by  mob  force  to  capture  the 
governor,  against  whom  the  most  incen- 
diary expressions  are  heard  upon  every 
side. 

While  it  is  probable  that  no  violent 
action  will  occur,  the  possibility  of  mob 
violence  is  iniminent  even  to  the  extreme 
act  of  an  attempt  to  lynch  Governor 
Waite.  The  attorneys  of  Martin  and 
<  >rr  have  just  submitted  to  the  counsel 
for  tiovernor  Waite  a  proposition  to 
submit  to  the  supreme  court  the  ques- 
tions of  the  right  of  the  governor  to  call 
out  the  militia  unless  requested  to  do  so 
by  the  sberifif.

Western  as.soci- 
alion,  Penn.sylvania  .State  league  and  sev- 
eral minor  state  lea^^ues  an-  alreaily  fully 
organi/.e<l  and  eqiiippe*!  and  are  prtpariiig 
for  cbainpioiiship  titruggles.  One  of  the 
most  distinctive  proofs  of  the  spreading 
popularity  of  the  national  game  is  the  fact 
that  while  the  Mi.-».'ii.-isippi  valley  la.-it,  year 
bi'.d  no  minor  baseball  organization  that 
va.st  territory  thi.'s  year  will  liave  two  power- 
ful club  coaibiuation.s— the  Wester*  league 
aud  the  Western  a.s.soclation. 

The  ;iT:nounceiiient  that  the  National 
league  clubs  paid  off  nearly  ?100,000  of  in- 
debte<lness  last  year,  and  that  almost  ev- 
ery one  of  them  made  money  besides  in  the 
laire  of  a  business  ileuression,  showed  how 
the  interest  iu  the  game  was  growing.  It 
is  not  a  r.ash  prediction  to  say  that  the  in- 
coming season  of  ISM  will  1x5  .as  prosperof.s 
and  notable  as  was  that  of  lf<8i»,  when  the 
nport  reached  its  high  tide  of  popularity. 

The  attendance  upon  the  schedule  lueet- 
iag  of  the  National  league  in  New  York  on 
Feb.  St  and  27  was  most  signillcant.  New.s- 
papers  from  Boston,  Wasbingtoii.  Ivouis- 
ville,  t'liicago  and  other  cities  sent  stafT  re- 
porter* to  the  meeting,  though  nearly  all 
had  i-esident  corrcfspoudents  on-hand. 

At  this  meeting  several  changes  were 
made  in  the  playing  rules  which  will  inter- 
est every  baseball  player  or  reader  in  the 
L'niou,  becjiuse  the  National  le.ague  play- 
ing rules  are  the  standard  of  play  in  eveiy 
.section  of  the  lan<l.  The  bunt  hit  was  pe- 
nalized. Hereafter  whenever  a  batsmen  at- 
tempts to  bunt  the  ball  and  il  rolls  foul 
be  will  be  ciiarued  with  a  strike.  The  ob- 
ject .of  the  penalty  strikes  iu  two  direc- 
tions. It  handicaps  a  few  skilled  men  who 
misuse<l  the  play  to  foul  off  every  fairly 
pitclie«l  ball  until  they  got  their  baf>e  on 
bivll!-.  I..atham,  Hamilton  and  Duffy  were 
three  of  these  "bunt  killers."  It  will  al.so 
discourage '.hose  batMmen  who  wasted  much 
time  last  ywir  and  exhaustetl  the  patience 
of  spectators  by  tryiug  to  bunt  when  thiy 
couldn't. 

Then  the  trap  Ixill  was  killed  by  a  new 
rule,  which  declares  that  the  batsman  shall 
be  out  on  a  fly  ball  to  the  infield  if  an  in- 
lielder  can  reach  the  fly  in  time,  whether  he 
CJitcbes  it  or  not.  This  new  rule  was  aimed  | 
particularly  at  McPbefe  of  the  Cincinnatis 
and  Fred  Pfeffer  of  the  Louisvilles,  who,  to 
usetbelauifuageof  the  boys  dn  the  sun  seats, 
"bad  de  play  down  fine  as  silk  and  made 
suckers  outen  de  guys  on  de  bases.  Sees'" 
When  an  inlield  fly  went  to  either  of  those 
two  players,  men  on  ba-ses  were  'twixt  his 
Kutaiiic  majesty  and  the  fathom leiyt  ocean. 
If  they  stood  still,  the  fly  would  be  dropped, 
and  they  would*  be  forced;  if  they  ran,  the 
fly  would  be  caught,  and  so  the  magnates 
found  it  necessary  to  legislate  against  tho.se 
two  great  players. 

Another  new  rule  provides  that  when  a 
batsman  is  hit  by  a  ball  at  which  he  strikes 
he  shall  not  get  a  l>a.se,  as  heretofore,  but  it 
will  be  called-  a  strike.  Those  were  the 
three  imi)ortant  changes  made  iu  the  rules. 
The  League  magnates  did  a  most  popular 
thing  when  they  create<l  the  ofllce  of  chief 
of  the  umpires  and  appointe«l  Harry  Wright 
to  fill  it.  In  thus honoringthe  veteran  man- 
ager ba.se ball  was  ab^o  honored.  For  \tfj 
consecutive  years  Mr.  Wright  has  been  ac- 
tively (vssociated  with  professional  ball.  He 
played  bis  first  game  with  the  Knicker- 
bockers of  New  York  in  1856.  He  was  cap- 
tain of  the  famous  Cincinnati  lied  Stock- 
ings of  l^G'.>-70.  The"  he  went  to  Boston  and 
managed  their  champion  team  for  nearly 
half  a  score  of  years.  From  Boston  he  went 
to  Providence  for  a  couple  of  seasons  aud 
there  took  bold  of  and  built  up  the  Phila- 
delphia teatr  In  his  long  career  in  base- 
ball he  has  never  done  a  dishonorable  act 
and  is  universally  beloved  by  the  public  aud 
the  players.  His  new  duties  will  be  to 
watch  the  work  of  the  umpires  and  see  that 
no  incompetent  man  remains  on  the  staff. 

The  bigges,  "deal"  of  the  sea.son  was  thi. 
purchase  of  toe  release  of  Farrell  and  Mea- 
kin  by  the  New  Yorks  from  the  Wa.shing- 
tons.  The  price  was  #7.500  wish  and  two 
good  players  "to  l>oot"— namely.  Catcher 
McMabon  and  Pitcher  Petty.  The  addition 
of  these  two  men  and  Van  Hal  tern  to  the 
New  York  team,  it  is  generally  believed, 
makes  "the  Giants  "  a  formidable  bidder 
ior  pennant  honors  in  1894. 

Pitcher  Pete  McNabb,  who  recently  shot 
a  young  woman  in  Pitt.sburg  and  then 
blew  out  bi>4  own  brains,  was  considere<l  a 
half  way  crank  when  he  pitched  for  the 
Balliniores  last  year.  I  believe  he  is  the 
first  tjas«'bull  player  of  any  prominence  to 
commit  suicide.  As  a  nile,  your  baseball 
player  thinks  too  much  of  his  brains  to 
blow  t  hem  out,  so  long  as  there  are  such 
things  in  the  land  as  baseball  contracts, 
managers  and  vacancies.  McNabb  made 
his  fame  in  California  iu  WSZ  and  was 
signed  by  the  Baltimores  at  Van  Haltern's 
sUgge«t«o*:.

President 
had  strongly  reasserted  the  opinion 
that  the  cession  of  Pearl  harbor  to  the 
I  nited  Slates  was  only  temporary.  By 
the  terms  of  the  treaty  of  reciprocity,  the 
<  ession  uf  the  harbor  is  co-terininous 
with  the  treaty,  which  cither  party  will 
soon  beat  liberty  to  give  notice  of  ter- 
minating. 

President  Dole  said  that  Minister 
Willis  maintained  a  friendly  attitude 
towards  ihe  eoverument.  'liiey  were 
not  disposed  to  initiate  any  steps  toward 
his  withdrawal. 

Mr.  Dole  expected  that  action  would 
be  taken  at  the  council  meeting  on  the 
I  afternoon  the  steamer  left  upon  the  pro- 
I  posed  act  ordering  a  constitutional  con- 
vention, which  would  doubtless  be  then 
presented.  No  final  action  would  prob- 
ably be  taken  for  one  week  more,  in 
order  to  give  an  opportunity  for  public 
discussion. 

The  convention  will  consist  of  the 
eighteen  members  of  the  present  coun- 
cils, and  an  equal  number  ol  elected  del- 
egates. It  shall  be  summoned  by  pro- 
clamation of  the  president.  Every  resi- 
dent Hawaiian,  American  or  European 
citizen  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  under  the 
ui.u.Tl  former  qualification,  if  domiciled 
for  one  >  ear,  Ijus  registered,  and  has 
taken  the  oath  required. 

The  oath  for  voters  and  delegates  is  in 
effect  to  support  and  bear  true  allegiance 
to  the  piovibional  governiueui,  and  to 
oppose  any  attempt  to  restore  Liliuokal- 
ani  to  the  throne,  or  to  re-establish  mon- 
aichial  government  in  any  form  in  the 
Hawaiian  islands.

Salaries  Must  be  Reduced. 
A  police  officer,  in  an  interview  pub- 
lished yesterday,  is  represented  as  kick- 
ing against  the  proposed  reduction  of  lo 
per  cent  in  the  salaries  of  the  force. 
"We  have  talked  the  matter  over  among 
ourselves,"  he  said,  "and  if  that  policy  is 
earned  out  we  have  decided  to  quietly 
lay  down  our  clubs,  take  off  our  stars 
and  quit  the  service."  When  Mayor 
Lewis  read  this  he  must  have  given  a 
sigh  of  relief  at  the  prospect  of  so  many 
vacancies  being  created  to  make  room 
for  the  hundreds  of  applicants  who  have 
been  besieging  him  for  positions  on  the 
police  force. 

If  the  members  of  the  forcehave  really 
decided  to  take  such  a  step  as  this  offi- 
cer represents,  they  are  foolish,  very 
foolish  indeed.  The  patrolmen  who  have 
served  more  than  a  year  are  receiving 
$jo  a  month  each.  This  is  equivalent 
to  about  $2.30  for  each  day  that  they  are 
required  to  work.  How  many  men  are 
there  in  the  city  who  would  be  glad  to 
earn  such  excellent  wages  in  these  days 
of  depression,  when  work  is  scarce  and 
the  ruling  rate  of  wages  very  much  be- 
low what  the  policemen  are  receiving. 
If  a  reduction  of  10  per  cent  is  made  the 
policemen  will  be  still  receiving  over  $2 
a  day.  Instead  of  kicking,  they  should 
be  glad  that  a  greater  reduction  is  not 
proposed.  There  are  very  few  of  them 
who  could  earn  as  much  in  any  other 
occupation. 

In  all  this  talk  of  redacing  the  ex- 
penses of  the  city,  there  is  a  large 
amount  of  human  nature  manifested. 
The  members  of  each  department  think 
that  their  salaries  should  hot  be  reduced, 
but  they  feel  confident  that  the  other 
departments  could  stand  a  cut.  If  the 
views  of  each  department  were  accepted 
there  could  be  no  reduction  of  salaries 
anywhere.  Wages  in  nearly  every  line 
of  business  were  reduced  months  ago 
owing  to  the  financial  and  commercial 
depression,  while  the  city  employes  have 
been  drawing  the  same  salaries  that  they 
received  in  more  prosperous  times. 

While  other  men  have  been  compelled 
to  economize  owing  to  reduced  incomes, 
and  many  have  lost  their  positions  alto- 
gether owing  to  employers  cutting  down 
their  forces,  salaries  of  the  city  employes 
have  not  been  disturbed.  They  have  not 
felt  the  pinch  of  baid  times.  In  fact, 
owing  to  the  decline  in  the  cost  of  many 
articles  that  enter  into  living  expenses, 
they  have  been  in  a  better  position  than 
when  prosperity  smiled  upon  the  coun- 
try. If  it  shall  now  be  deemed  advisable 
to  reduce  their  salaries,  they  have  no  just 
reason  to  complain. 

The  present  mayor  and  aldermen  were 
elected  upon  a  platform  that  distinctly 
promised  a  policy  of  economy  and  re- 
trenchment. The  people  expect  them 
to  reduce  the  running  expenses  of  the 
city  in  every  quarter  where  it  is  possible 
to  make  a  reduction  without  danger  to 
efficiency,  and  a  10  per  cent  reduction  in 
the  salaries  of  the  police  force  would 
not  be  unjust  nor  would  it  endanger 
the  efficiency  of  the  force.  If  the  cut 
should  result  in  wholesale  resignations, 
it  might  be  the  means  of  increasing  the 
efficiency  of  the  force. 

And  this  is  equally  true  of  other  de- 
partments of  the  municipal  service.  The 
aldermen  should  not  be  frightened  or 
misled  by  the  protests  or  threats  of 
those  whose  salaries  can  stand  a  reduc- 
tion, but  should  proceed  fearlessly  and 
honestly  to  carry  out  the  pledges  which 
they  made  to  the  people  when  they  ac- 
cepted their  nominations  and  took  their 
stand  upon  the  platform  that  promised 
an  economical  administration. 


The  Passing  of  Cholera. 

A  recent  issue  of  the  London  Times 
gives  a  summary  of  an  interesting  lecture 
on  cholera  delivered  at  the  London  In- 
stitution by  Dr.  Klein,  F.  K.  S.,  lecturer 
on  general  anatomy  and  physiology  at 
St.  Bartholomew's  hospital.  Starting 
out  with  the  statement,  which  will  aston- 
ish many  who  have  a  great  dread  of 
cholera  and  have  been  led  to  consider  it 
one  of  the  worst  diseases  of  an  epidemic 
character,  that  the  prevention  of  cholera 
is  beset  with  less  difficulty  than  that  of 
some  of  the  communicable  diseases  that 
are  prevalent  almost  constantly.  Dr. 
Klein  alluded  to  the  great  religious  festi- 
val of  Kumoh  Fair  of  Hard  war,  a  town 
on  the  Ganges,  at  which,  in  i8qi,  800,000 
to  1,000,000  pilgrims  assembled.  In  the 
opinion  of  many  experienced  officials  the 
most  complete  sanitary  arrangement 
would  be  powerless  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  cholera,  if  the  fair  was  allowed 
to  take  place.  The  pilgrims  coming 
from  the  cholera  infected  districts 
brought  the  infection  with  them,  and  two 
people  died  of  undoubted  cholera  at 
Hardwar  during  the  most  crowded  pe- 
riod. Owing,  however,  to  the  excellent 
and  stringent  sanitary  precautions  the 
infection  did  not  spread.  No  more 
cases  arose  in  the  town  or  camp,  nor 
did  the  disease  develop  on  the  track  of 
the  dispersing  pilgrims.  That  was  un- 
questionably one  of  the  most  remarkable 
and  brilhant  achievements  of  sanitation 
in  the  whole  history  of  cholera. 

Not  only  in  India,  but  also  in  Europe, 
had  It  been  demonstrated  that  cholera 
was  a  preventable  disease.  In  i8q2 
cholera  broke  out  in  Hamburg.  The  in- 
sanitary conditions  of  its  dock  and  port 
population,  and  the  polluted  supply  of 
drinking  water,  brought  for  Hamburg 
the  long-predicted  day  of  reckoning.  In 
former  years  the  establishment  of  such  a 
focus  of  cholera  as  Hamburg,  which  had 
vast  communications  and  intercourse 
with  the  whole  of  Germany,  would  have 
been  followed  by  innumerable  foci  of 
cholera  all  over  Germany.  Yet  there 
was  the  remarkable  fact  that,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  cases  in  a  limited 
number  of  towns,  Germany  did  not  suffer 
from  any  further  epidemic  outbreaks. 

The  same  fact  was  illustrated  in  a  per- 
haps more  striking  'manner  in  England 
in  1S92,  when  the  prevention  of  the 
spread  of  cholera  epidemically  was  suc- 
cessfully accomplished  by  carrying  out 
precepts  that  have  now  become  an  axiom 
in  medical  science.  These  precepts  in- 
clude the  isolation  of  the  patient,  the  dis- 
infection and  destruction  of  all  articles 
soiled  by  him  to  prevent  such  filth  from 
gaining  access  lo  drinking  water  and  to 
articles  of  food,  and  insisting  that  the 
hands  that  had  been  in  contact  with  such 
soiled  articles  should  be  scrupulously 
cleaned  in  order  to  avoid  self-infection; 
in  short,  by  adopting  measures  to 
prevent  and  to  avoid  the  contagion 
being  swallowed.  The  effectiveness  of 
these  measures,  which  are  based  upon 
the  consideration  of  cholera,  as  well  as 
typhoid  fever,  as  a  filth  disease,  was 
demonstrated  not  only  in  England,  as 
Dr.  Klein  pointed  out,  but  likewise  in 
this  country,  when  cholera-laden  vessels 
were  arriving  at  New  York.  The  excel- 
lent manner  in  which  Dr.  Jenkins 
handled  the  cholera  cases  at  that  port 
aroused  the  admiration  of  the  whole 
country.  He  closely  followed  the  pre- 
ventive measures  outlined  above  and 
succeeded  in  stopping  the  dread  disease 
from  spreading  to  the  interior. 

These  successful  attempts  to  prevent 
the  spread  of  cholera  lead  to  the  belief 
that  it  will  never  again  amount  to  a 
plague  in  any  civilized  land.  By  isola- 
tion and  disinfection  whenever  a  case 
makes  its  appearance,  and  by  keeping 
our  cities  in  a  proper  sanitary  condition, 
the  danger  of  an  epidemic  cholera  can 
be  almost  wiped  out.  By  similar  means, 
typhoid  fever  and  other  communicable 
diseases  could  be  driven  out  of  any 
community.

German  {[methods  of  research  are  al- 
ways thorough  and  the  commission  is 
composed  of  men  of  high  character,  so 
that  the  answers  given  to  the  above 
questions  will  have  great  weight  and 
they  will  undoubtedly  be  awaited  with 
interest  by  other  countries.  The  friends 
of  bimetallism  can  find  in  both  the  peti- 
tion of  the  London  business  men  and  the 
existence  of  the  German  commission 
grounds  for  confidence  that  their  cause 
is  making  progress.  The  worst  obstacle 
that  they  have  is  the  unreasonable  and 
unwise  measures  offered  by  the  silver 
monometallists  in  the  American  con- 
gress. Mr.  Bland  and  his  supporters  are 
steadily  making  foes  to  bimetallism. 


Secretary  Thurber  says  that  President 
Cleveland  is  contemplating  a  trip  to  Du- 
luth  and  other  points  on  the  great  lakes 
during  the  coming  summer.  Duluth 
will  give  the  chief  magistrate  of  the 
nation  an  enthusiastic  welcome,  and 
Marshal  Bede  will  bring  out  his  birch 
bark  canoe  and  take  the  president  for  a 
paddle  around  the  harbor.

The  Cause  of  Bimetallism. 

The  petition  of  the  London  chamber 
of  commerce  to  the  British  government 
asking  that  another  monetary  confer- 
ence be  held,  which  was  noted  in  The 
Herald's  telegraphic  columns  a  few  days 
ago,  IS  significant  of  the  progress  of  the 
movement  in  England  looking  towards 
the  adoption  of  international  bimetal- 
lism.

cial -body  as  the  London  chamber  of 
commerce.  The  English  are  a  trading 
nation  and  the  views  of  its  business  men 
have  always  had  great  power  in  shaping 
the  policy  of  the  government. 

The  German  silver  commission  is  now 
sitting  in  Berlin,  and  while  it  was  created 
chiefly  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  data 
on  which  to  base  a  scientific  reformation 
of  the  German  currency  system  its  con- 
clusions will  be  of  interest  and  value  to 
other  nations.  There  have  been  four 
questions  submitted  by  the  reichstag  for

In  the  matter  of  the  enforcement  of 
the  payment  of  delincjuent  taxes  there 
were  several  answers  filed  today.

Most  of  the  answers  deny  the  possession 
of  any  stock  in  the    association.

Judge  Winje  Tells  a  Story  cf  Donnelly 
Miller  on  Big  Vessels. 

The  lecture  by  Ignatius  Donnelly  was 
the  subject  of  conversation  between  cases 
in  the  municipal  court  this  morning, 
when  Judge  Winje  told  a  little  incident 
connected  with  his  experience  with  the 
onlv  and  original  Ignatius  Doiinelly. 

"He  ran  for  congress  one  fall  during 
Cleveland's  lirst  term, "  said  the  judge, 
"and  I  not  only  put  in  about  a  month 
working  in  his  behalf,  but  I  spent 
some  money  of  my  own  also.  Some  time 
after  that  a  friend  of  mine  wanted 
to  secure  the  postofSce.  I  not  only  knew 
that  Senator  \'ilas,  of  Wisconsin,  had  in- 
fluence with  the  administration,  but  I 
knew  that  he  and  Donnelly  were  warm 
personal  friends.  1  therefore  wrote  Don- 
nelly asking  that,  simply  as  a  matter  ct 
friendship,  he  would  do  what  he  could 
for  my  friend,  through  Vilas.  In  a  few 
days  i  got  back  a  letter  worded  atjout  as 
follows:  'There  is  a  grocer  on  Sibley 
street  in  St.  Piiul  named  Pat  Kelly.  He 
is  the  man  to  whom  you  want  to  present 
your  claims.' 

"Donnelly  was  sore  over  the  action 
which  Kelly  had  taken  over  a  political  as- 
piration in  which^  the  sage  of  Nininger 
was  interested  a  snort  time  previously 
and  he  may  not  have  felt  toward  me  and 
m>- friend  as  his  letter  indicated,  but  I 
thought  that  we  were  entitled  to  a  more 
couiteous  answer  and  that  Donnelly 
would  have  shown  a  better  spirit  had  he 
not  replied  as  sarcastically  and  curtly  as 
he  did.  It  did  not  increase  the  warmth 
of  my  feelings  tor  him."

"When  will  navigation  open?"  said 
Capt.  J.  W.  Miller  this  morning  in  re- 
sponse to  a  query.

A  Miscreant  Threw  a  Bomb  in  ths  Church  0! 
the  Madeleine  in  Paris. 

Paris,  March  15.— At  2:30  o'clock  this 
afternoon  a  bomb  exploded  just  inside 
the  main  door  of  the  Church  of  the  Mad- 
eleine. One  person,  supposed  to  be  the 
author  of  the  explosion,  was  killed  and 
several  others  were  wounded.  The  ex- 
plosion, which  was  evidently  premature, 
mutilated  in  a  horrible  manner  the  man 
who  was  carrying  the  bomb. 

It  is  generally  believed  that  it  was  the 
intention  of  the  miscreant  to  throw  the 
bomb  into  the  midst  ot  the  worshippers 
who  were  gathering  for  the  afternoon 
service.  Four  persons  have  been  taken 
into  custody  on  suspicion  of  being  acces- 
sories of  the  man  who  was  killed.  The 
police  had  the  greatest  difficulty  in  get- 
ting their  prisoners  to  the  station,  the 
mob  which  had  gathered  making  several 
attempts  to  seize  the  prisoners  and  lynch 
them. 

The  Madeleine,  or  Church  of  St.  Mary 
Magdalene,  one  of  the  oldest  places  of 
worship  in  Paris,  has  a  large  congrega- 
tion and  is  especially  well  attended  dur- 
ing the  devotions  of  the  Lenten  season. 
The  afternoon,  or  vesper,  services  were 
about  to  begin  and  worshippers  were 
rapidly  filling  the  edifice  when  the  ex- 
plosion occurred.  Many  persons  were 
prostrated  by  the  shock  and  the  detona- 
tion, followed  by  the  crashing  of  the 
glass  in  the  windows.  The  shrieks  of 
women  and  the  horrified  shouts  of  men 
attracted  an  immense  crowd  of  people 
from  some  distance  around. 

At  first  it  was  believed  that  several 
persons  had  been  killed  and  a  large 
number  injured,  but  it  was  soon  ascer- 
tained that  providentially  only  one  had 
been  killed  and,  providentially  too,  the 
man  who  had  met  his  death  was  the  fiend 
who  carried  the  bomb  into  the  edifice. 

The  havoc  created  in  the  church  by 
the  explosion  of  the  bomb  was  not  as 
great  as  it  would  have  been  had  the 
bomb-thrower  succeeded  in  getting 
further  into  the  edifice  before  the  bomb 
exploded.  The  woodwork  near  the  main 
entrance  was  splintered  and  heavy  win- 
dow panes  of  rare  designs  in  the  front  of 
the  edifice  were  shattered  into  atoms. 

On  the  floor  where  them.an  stood  when 
the  bomb  exploded,  is  an  indentation 
several  feet  in  diameter  filled  with  min- 
ute Iragments  of  the  tiling.  Several 
persons  were  seriously  hurt.

At  7:05  o'clock  this  morning  three 
sticks  of  dynamite  exploded  in  the  house 
ot  Edward  Wagner  at  S13  Tight  avenue 
east,  killing  one  boy,  badly  injuring  Mrs. 
Wagner,  scratching  several  others  more 
or  less  and  badly  wrecking  the  building. 
Wagner  is  a  German  laborer  and  at 
present  has  a  job  at  well  digging  on 
band.  In  his  work,  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  blast  rock  by  the  use  of  dyna- 
mite. This  morning,  Wagner,  while  he 
was  eat,mg  his  breakfast,  placed  some 
frozen  dynamite  by  the  cook  stove  and 
directed  his  13-year-old  son  to  watch  it. 
All  at  once  the  whole  neighborhood 
was  shaken  and  startled  by  a  loud  ex- 
plosion. The  air  was  full  ot  llyintr  debris 
and  hastening  to  the  scene  the  neighbors 
saw  a  fearful  sig'nt.  A  13-year-old  boy, 
Otto  Wagner,  lay  gasping  his  last,  with 
his  chest  all  crushed  in  and  his  face 
mutilated  and  smashed  out  of  shape. 
The  mother  lav  stunned  and  bleeding. 
She  had  a  bad  cut  on  one  knee,  her  face 
was  scratched  up  and  her  eyes  were 
blmded  and  filled  with  flyuig  fragments 
Irom  the  explosion.  A  little  baby  j;iri 
was  bruised  and  bleeding  and  the  father 
and  two  other  children  were  more  or  less 
scratched  up. 

The  neighbors,  as  soon  as  they  located 
the  accident  and  realized  its  results,  has- 
tened to  lend  all  possible  aid.  Dr. 
Maas  was  summondcd.  The  boy  died 
just  as  he  arrived,  and  after  lookmg  at 
the  other  cases  he  decided  that  they 
could  be  better  treated  at  the  hospital 
and  directed  that  they  be  removed  there. 
Officer  McDonald  called  Dr.  Sherwin, 
and  Dr.  Chaser  also-  appearing  on  the 
scene,  did  all  in  his  power  and  offered  to 
do  anything  more  that  was  v/ished. 

Superintendent  Thomas  Clark  has- 
tened to  the  scene.  Finding  that  an 
.ambulance  would  be  ncessary  to  take 
the  mother  to  the  hospital,  he  sent  the 
2-year-o!d  girl,  whose  chief  injury  was  a 
cut  on  the  leg,  up  to  St.  Luke's  following 
with  Mrs.  Wagner  as  soon  as  the  ambu- 
lance arrived. 

There  were  seven  in  the  family.  One 
of  the  smaller  children  was  up  in  the 
attic.  When  the  explosion  took  place  he 
jumped  out  of  bed  in  his  night  clothes, 
ran  down  some  outside  stairs  and  into  a 
neighbor's  bouse,  scared  nearly  out  of 
his  senses.  The  two  remaining  children 
and  the  father  were  not  injured  beyond 
scratches  of  no  great  seriousness. 

Everything  in  the  room  where  the 
dynamite  exploded  looks  as  if  it  had 
been  run  through  a  rock  crusher.  A  big 
hole  was  blown  through  the  floor,  crush- 
ing and  breaking  down  the  joists  be-, 
neath.  The  stove  was  blown  to  frag- 
ments. Tables,  chairs  and  other  furni- 
ture were  reduced  to  splinters  and  kind- 
ling wood.  The  ceilings  were  shattered 
and  the  plastering  in  all  the  rooms  more 
or  less  jarred  down.  Then  all  was 
blackened  by  the  smoke  and  the  force  of 
the  explosion. 

The  windows  were  blown  out  and  the 
glass  in  the  adjoining  houses  broken. 
Through  a  window  on  the  east  side,  a 
darning  needle  was  blown  out  and  into 
the  siding  of  an  adj.)ining  building, 
a'Dout  ten  leet  from  the  ground  penetra- 
ting, head  first,  the  siding  nearly  a  third 
of  Its  length.  Out  of  a  south  window,  a 
very  small  one  in  a  pantry,  a  can  of 
indigo  or  "blueing"  was  thrown  out.  It 
fell  only  a  few  feet  from  the  window,  bat 
the  snow  for  two  rods  looked  as  if 
sprayed  with  indigo  from  an  immense 
atomizer.  On  the  west  side  a  triangular 
piece  of  glass  was  driven  into  the  siding 
of  a  building  only  a  few  feet  away. 

Just  before  noon  Mrs.  Wagner  was 
resting  easily  at  ihe  hospital  and  the  at- 
tendants thought  that  her  eyesight  would 
be  saved.  The  cuts  on  her  knee  and  on 
her  head  were  not  so  severe  as  at  first 
thought.  The  little  girl  was  getting 
along  nicely  also.  The  eldest  son,  15 
years  of  age,  pretty  well  escaped  cuts, 
but  he  was  deafened  as  also  was  the 
eider  Wagner — in  fact  the  whole  family. 
The  Wagner's  are  poor  people  and 
their  home  is  a  very  humble  one.  Mrs. 
Wagner  is  a  hardworking  woman  and 
she  has  taken  in  washing  right  along  to 
support  herself  and  children.  The  hus- 
band is  none  too  highly  spoken  of  and 
the  neighbors  say  that  it  was  only  a  few 
evenings  ago  when  he  got  en  .a  "tear" 
and  drove  all  his  family  out  of  doors.

Rankin,  in  Charleston. 

The  company  first  heard  of  the  ro- 
mance the  night-  before  fn  Columbus, 
where  the  young  couple  escaped  on  the 
night  train.

Washington,  March  16.— Madeline 
Pollard,  attired  m  the  same  neat-ntting 
blue  gown  and  the  little  chip  bonnet  that 
she  has  worn  every  day  at  the  trial  of 
her  suit  against  Col.  W.  C.  P.  Breckin- 
ridge, was  an  early  comer  to  the  criminal 
court  room  this  morning.  Usually  Miss 
Pollard  has  entered  the  court  room,  when 
she  came  at  all,  just  as  the  crier  tapped 
for  silence  and  formally  convened  the 
court.  None  of  the  attorneys  on  either 
side  were  present  when  Miss  Pollard 
made  her  appearance.  She  was  as  de- 
mure as  ever. 

Miss  Ellis,  her  motherly-looking  com- 
panion from  the  House  of  Mercy,  was 
with  her  as  usual,  and  arranged  Miss 
Pollard's  chair  lor  her.  When  Judge 
Wilson,  the  principal  attorriey  for  the 
plaintiff  entered.  Miss  Pollard  gave  him 
a  sad  little  smile  and  then  cast  her  eyes 
do'.vn,  resuming  her  habitual  look  ot  de- 
jection. When  Col.  Breckinridge  en- 
tered. Miss  Pollard  looked  up,  but  ap- 
parently did  not  see  him. 

There  was  a  whispered  consultation 
for  a  minute  between  Mr.  Carhsle  and 
his  client,  and  the  rumor  went  around 
the  court  room  that  Miss  Pollard  would 
be  placed  on  the  stand  as  the  first  wit- 
ness. Then  Judge  Wilson  and  Mr.  Car- 
lisle held  a  confidential  talk,  'during 
which  they  examined  a  number  of  letters 
and  the  rumor  began  to  be  stated  as  a 
fact.

!n  answer  to  Mr.   Carlisle  Miss  Pollard 
said:    'In  the  very  last  days  of  August, 
i8<;2,  Mr.  Breckinridge    met    me   at  the 
Baltimore  &  Ohio  railway  station. 
"How  did  he  greet  you?" 
"He  drew  me  to  him,  kissed  me,  and 
put  me  in  a  carriage,  and  we  were  driven 
into  the  country." 
"What  did  he  say  in  the  carriage?" 
"He  told  me  that  he  had  something  to 
tell  me,  and  he  said  he  was  vain  enough 
to  think  I  would  be  glad  to  hear  it.    He 
said  the  children  w^ere  all  grown  up  now 
and    that    there    was  no  reason  why  he 
should  not  marry;  heaskedme  if  I  would 
marry  him  and  I  told  him  I  would." 

"Where  were  you  stopping  during  this 
stay  in  Washington?" 
"At  25  Lafayette  square." 
"During    your  few    days  stay    at    this 
time  was  the  subject  of   marriage    men- 
tioned?" 
"Yes,  frequently." 

"Where  did  you  go  from  Washing- 
ton?" 

"I  went  to  New  York,  where  Mr. 
Breckinridge  joined  me.  'fhe  subject  ot 
marriage  was  mentioned  during  those 
few  days." 

"Did  he  say  anything  about  when  the 
marriage  should  take  place?" 

"Yes,  he  said  he  had  waited   fourteen 
months  after  the  death  of    his    first  wife 
before  taking    a    second    wife    and   he 
thought  a  year  would  be  suflicienttowait 
for  our  marriage." 
"Did  you  agree  with  him?" 
"No,  I  said   that   more    consideration 
was  due  his  children,  that  we  should  wait 
at  least  two  years." 
"Was  there  anything  said  further." 
"Yes,  I  said  that    Mrs.    Willard,    who 
keeps  a  young  lady's    school    in  Berlin, 
was  going  back  to  Europe  with  her  two 
daughters  and  I  thought  that    if    I  went 
with  them  I  could  take  a  course  of  study 
there  while  the    engagement    lasted.    It 
would  only    cpst   $1000   a  year,   and    it 
would  be  better  that  I  should  go  there." 
"Did  you  receive  anv  note  from   Mrs. 
Willard  about  the  trip?" 

"Miss  Willard,  who  was  stopping  at 
Gray  Gables  (the  summer  home  of  Presi- 
dent Cleveland  at  Buzzards  Bay),  wrote 
me  that  she  hoped  I  would  go  with  them."

Miss  Pollard  was  also  questioned  con- 
cerning her  residence  at  25  Layfette 
square  where  she  said  Mr.  Breckinridge 
called  on  her  frequently  and  said  many 
times  that  a  year  afte  his  wife's  deatti 
was  sufficient  to  wait.  "I  saw  him  al- 
ways once  a  day,  sometimes  twice  a  day 
and  during  the  evening,"  she  said. 

Miss  Pollard  said  she  had  communi- 
cated the  fact  ot  her  engagement  to  Mrs. 
Thomas,  who  lived  at  25  Lafayette 
square,  and  also  to  Claude  de  la  Roche 
Francis.  She  told  of  the  conversation 
with  Col.  Breckinridge,  which  Mr.  Fran- 
cis said  he  overheard,  in  which  Col. 
Brf^ckinridge  said  he  was  sorry  she  had 
told  Mr.  Francis  of  their  engagement. 
Miss  Pollard  also  told  the  Ktory  of  her 
presentation  to  Mr^.  Luke  Blackburn  of 
Col.  Breckinridge  as  h  s  future  wife  and 
of  his  placing  her  in  Mrs.  Blackburn's 
charge  as  "my  future  wife,"  as  testified 
to  by  Mrs.  Blackburn  a  tew  days  ago. 

Miss  Pollard  went  on  to  tell  of  the 
time  when  she  and  the  defendant  went 
again  to  see  Mis.  Bl.ickburn  and  Miss 
Pollard  asked  Col.  Breckinridge  to  tell 
Mrs.  Blackburn  when  he  intended  to 
marry  her.  "I  knelt  down  beside  his 
chair,"  she  said,  "and  asked  him  that, 
.ind  Mrs.  Blackburn,  1  think,  objected  to 
this  display  of  affeclioi!." 

Miss  Pollard  was  asked  concerning  her 
visits  to  Dr.  S.  N.  Lincoln  and  to  Maj. 
Moore,  superintendent  of  police,  with 
Col.    Breckinridge,   on    which  occasion, 


according  to  the   testimony  of    Dr.  Lia 
coin  and  Maj.  Moore,  Col.  Breckinridge 
acknowledged  bis  engagement  to  her. 

*In  1S84."  said  Miss  Pollard,  "I  was 
summoned  from  school  in  Cincinnati  to 
go  to  Frankfort  where  my  sister  was 
very  ill.  Mr.  Rodes  put  me  on  the  car. 
/\  gentleman  was  in  the  car  and  coming 
over  to  me  he  said:  'Your  face  is  famil- 
iar; don't  I  know  you?'  I  said  'No,  but  I 
know  who  you  are.  Your  are  CoL 
Breckinridge.'  He  sat  down  on  the 
other  side  of  the  aisle  and  asked  me  if 
he  might  come  to  see  me.  I  said  my 
aunt  and  my  mother  would  be  very  glad 
to  see  him  at  Frankfort.  That  was  all 
that  was  said." 

Questions  by  Mr.  Carlisle  brought  out 
the  history  of  Miss  Pollard's  engagement 
to  James  C.  Rodes.  She  had  met  him 
and  he  asked  her  to  marry  him.  She 
said  she  did  not  want  to  marry  then; 
she  wanted  to  get  an  education  first. 
He  said  if  she  would  marry  him  be 
would  pay  for  her  education.  Miss  Pol- 
lard did  not  answer  that  she  would 
marry  him,  but  (to  use  her  own 
words)  "I  told  him  that  if  he  would  pay 
for  my  education  I  would  either  marry 
him  or  pay  him  back  with  interest.  He 
agreed,  and  a  paper  containing  the 
agreement  was  drawn  up  and  signed  in 
the  presence  of  my  mother." 

Miss  Pollard  said  she  did  not  keep  the 
letters  written  her  by  Rodes;  she  always 
destroyed  his  letters.  Col.  Breckinridge 
and  Mr.  Stoll  exchanged  knowing  smiles 
at  this  answer.  She  then  told  of  Mr. 
Breckinridge's  visit  to  her  at  Weslej^an 
college,  Cincinnati,  and  of  him  taking 
her  out  in  a  closed  carriage.  He  then 
took  her  to  Sarah  Guest's  at  Lexington, 
where  they  stayed  from  Friday  night  un- 
til Monday,  when  she  left  for  Frankfort 
at  his  suggestion.  She  told  of  the  birth 
of  her  first  child  in  1885  at  St.  Joseph's 
asylum  at  Norwood,  where  she  registered 
as  "Mrs.  Burgwynn."

The  Agitation  in  England  and  Germany  Re- 
garding Another  Monetary  Conference 
Regarded  a  Good  Sign. 


While   This   Country   Will  Not  Take   the 

Initiative  it  Will  Join  in  Any 

Conference. 


Senator    Brlce    Denies   That    Mr.    Harter 

Asked  Him  to  Place  a  Duty  on 

Agricultural   Implements. 


Washington.  March  i6.— The  agita- 
lion  in  England  and  Germany  in  favor 
of  a  renewal  of  the  international  mone- 
tary conference  does  not  escape  the 
watchful  vigilance  of  this  administration. 
It  is  considered  as  a  good  sign,  and  it  is 
believed  in  the  end  will' be  productive  of 
important  results.  The  position  of  this 
government  m  regard  to  the  reassemb- 
ling of  the  monetary  conference  has 
been  very  clearly  defined  by  Secretary 
Gresham  in  his  official  communication 
to  the  Belgium  government.  In  effect 
he  said  that,  while  the  United  States 
would  not  take  the  initiative  in  reas- 
sembling that  conference,  it  stood  ready 
to  join  in  its  deliberations  upon  invita- 
tion of  Kuropean  powers. 

While  there  is  much  diversity  of  opin- 
ion among  government  officials  as  to 
what  legislation,  if  any,  should  be  passed 
by  the  United  States  favorable  to  silver 
as  a  unit  of  money  value,  there  is  a  unity 
of  sentiment  favorable  to  disposing  of 
the  silver  question,  if  possible,  by  an  in- 
ternational agreement. 

It  is  understood  the  present  bone  of 
contention  in  the  Bering  sea  matter  is 
whether  the  modus  vivendi  is  to  be  ex- 
tended another  year.  The  British  gov- 
ernment takes  the  position  that  until  by 
legislative  inactment  the  decision  of  the 
Paris  tribunal  is  carried  into  effect,  the 
modus  Vivendi  remains  in  force. 

The  United  States,  on  the  contrary, 
contends  that  when  the  Paris  tribunal 
reached  its  decision  the  modus  vivendi, 
after  the  expiration  of  the  season,  ex- 
pired, and  that  from  henceforth  whatever 
was  done  by  the  two  nations  in  protect- 
ing the  seal  life  in  Bering  sea  would 
come  under  the  decision  ot  the  Paris 
tribunal.  It  is  at  this  point  that  the  hitch 
has  occurred. 

The  Post  says:  The  Post  on  March 
14  published  from  the  Cleveland  Plain- 
dealer  a  statement  that  Representative 
Harter  asked  Senator  Brice  to  have 
agricultural  implements  taken  from  the 
free  list,  and  we  most  cheerfully  publish 
the  following  correction: 

"To  whom  it  may  concern:  Mr.  Harter 
not  only  did  not  aslc  me  to  have  agricul- 
tural implements  taken  from  the  free 
list  and  placed  on  the  protected  list,  but 
he  did  not  even  ask  me  to  have  any  of 
the  raw  materials  used  in  their  manufac- 
ture taken  from  the  protected  list  and 
placed  on  the  free  list.  The  position  he 
took  was  that  agricultural  implements 
ought  to  be  on  the  free  list,  but  that  Can- 
ada should  not  get  the  advantage  of  this 
until  she  also  permitted  implements 
made  in  the  United  States  to  be  import- 
ed into  her  markets  free  of  duty.

The  Railway  Lost. 

MiLWAi  KKE,  March  i6.— In  the  suit 
of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul 
Railway  company  against  Alfred  M. 
Hoyt,  Charles  Ray  and  others.  Judge 
Johnson  rendered  a  decision  in  favor  of 
the  defendants.  The  railway  company 
v^anted  the  defendants  to  pay  interest  to 
the  amount  of  $140,340  on  Milwaukee  & 
Northern  bonds,  judge  Johnson  held 
that  the  defendants  were  not  liable  for 
the  interest,  which  was  an  installment 
due  on  bonds  that  passed  to  the  St.  Paul 
company  when  it  bought  the  Milwaukee 
&  Northern. 


THE  WITHOiMWAL  BILL. 

Monroe  Nichols  Cammantt  on  th*  MHsurt 
Withdrawing  Qold  Lands. 
"Perhaps  the  public  would  like  to  read 
H.  R.  4862  which  is  Congressman  Bald- 
win's bill  to  withdraw  from  settlement 
or  sale  certain  lands  in  this  state,"  said 
Monroe  Nichols  today.  "I  think  the  full 
bill  has  never  been  published  here.  1 
understand  that  this  bill  has  just  passed 
the  house  under  suspension  of  the  rults. 
Now,  do  not  think  for  a  minute  that  I 
doubt  the  good  intentions  of 
our        beloved         congressman         in 

f)ressing  this  measure,  but,  I  should 
ike  to  know  what  individual  or  corpora- 
tion is  so  anxious  to  have  this  bill  pushed 
through  in  such  great  haste.  I  am  al- 
ways suspicious  of  all  attempts  to  put 
any  of  the  lands  in  this  land  district  in  a 
state  of  reservation.  The  same  end  has 
been  sought  under  different  pretexts, 
such  as  that  for  instancelt  outaincd  in  the 
proposition  to  make  a  reservation  of  all 
of  our  district  excepting  a  narrow  strip 
along  the  \'crmilion  and  Mesaba  ranges, 
which  scheme  was  only  defeated  after  a 
hard  tight. 

"I  can  name  a  few  objections  to  this 
bill  which  1  think  should  warrant  either 
its  defeat  or  radical  amendment.  There 
is  no  crying  demand  here  for  any  such 
bill.  It  passed  it  will  result  in  making 
it  more  difficult  for  settlers  and 
purchasers  ur.iler  the  timber  and  stone 
act  to  obtain  title  to  lands. 
The  bill  in  its  main  clause-  that  auttior- 
izing  the  secretary  of  interior  to  with- 
draw certain  lands— is  very  obscure,  and 
the  great  danger  is,  that  large  bodies  of 
land  may  be  withdrawn  upon  superficial 
proof,  and  tracts  thus  withdrawn  kept 
out  ot  the  market  indefinitely,  when  in 
fact,  they  contain  no  precious  minerals, 
but  are  chiefly  valuable  for  agricultural 
purposes,  or  the  timber  erowing  thereon. 

"it  strikes  me  that  the  simplest  way  to 
get  around  this  question  if  gold  and  sil- 
ver do  really  exist  in  paying  quantities 
in  the  Rainy  lake  region,  is  to  extend 
the  operation  of  the  mineral  laws  appli- 
cable to  the  state  of  Minnesota  and  with- 
draw no  lands  specifically  for  the  opera- 
tions of  the  mineral  clause." 

This  is  the  text  of  the  bill: 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  that  from  and  after 
passage  of  this  act  the  secretary  of  the 
interior  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  withdraw  from  settlement  or  sale 
any  gold  or  silver-bearing  public  lands 
within  the  state  of  Minnesota  upon  satis- 
factory proof  being  presented  to  him  of 
the  existence  in  paving  quantities  of  such 
deposits  in  any  ot  the  undisposed  of 
punlic  lands  within  said  state. 
D  Section  2,  That  upon  the  withdrawal, 
as  provided  for  in  the  previous  section, 
of  any  of  the  lands  therein  described, 
they  shall  thereupon  be  subject  to  dis- 
position according  to  the  provisions  of 
the  mineral  laws  ot  the  United  States.

Chicago,  March  i6.--Victor  Falk- 
enau, owner  of  the  Ijotel  \'ictoria  at 
Chicago  Heights, -has  had  trouble  with 
his  manager,  John  E.  Kbert.and  sought  to 
dismiss  him.  But  Ebert  declined  to  go. 
Yesterday  afternoon  Mr.  Falkenau  went 
to  the  hotel  with  eight  Pinkerton  detec- 
tives and  Mr.  Ebert  was  landed  on  the 
sidewalk.  But  the  village  constable  and 
guests  of  the  hotel  sided  with  the  deposed 
manager,  and  in  a  few  minutes  after  a 
short,  sharp  strug;gle,  the  eight  Pinker- 
tons  were  locked  in  a  room  in  the  hotel 
and  held  prisoners,  while  Mr.  Ebert  was 
reinstatea  behind  the  counter. 

In  the  meantime  Mr.  Falkenau  hurried 
back  to  Chicago  and  got  reinforcements. 
With  forty  Pinkertons  at  his  back  he 
made  an  assault  on  the  house,  released 
the  ten  prisoners  and  Mr.  Ebert  was 
once  more  ejected.  In  the  melee  win- 
dows and  doors  were  smashed  and  furni- 
ture broken,  and  at  one  time  a  serious 
riot  was  imminent. 

Several  of  the  belligerents  on  either 
side  were  roughly  handled,  Falkenau 
left  a  guard  ot  Pinkertons  in  the  hotel 
and  retired.

Anthony  Comstock  Strips  the  Club  Walls  of 
the  Numerous  Pictures, 

New  York,  March  16,— Anthony 
Comstock,  of  the  society  for  the  suppres- 
sion of  vice,  and  six  of  his  men  made  a 
sudden  descent  upon  the  famous  brown- 
stone  club  house  of  the  Tenderloin  club, 
No,  114  West  Thirty-second  street, 
which  has  as  members  some  of  the  best 
known  citizens  of  New  York,  at  5  o'clock 
last  evening. 

The  door  attendant,  a  bov,  who  was 
the  only  person  in  the  house  at  the  time, 
was  placed  under  arrest  and  while  Mr.

All  Quiet  Upon  the  Streets  of  Denvt>r  Today 

But  the  Governor  is  Making  More 

Threats. 


Gen.  McCook  Declines  to  Use  Federal  Troops 

to  Aid  Him  But  Only  to  Preserve 

Order. 


If  Any  Attack  is  Made  Upon  the  City  Hall 

Governor  Waite  Will  be 

Arrested. 


Dknver,  March  16.— All  is  quiet  in 
the  city  .tnd  business  has  been  resumed. 
There  are  no  sijjiis  today  of  the  remark- 
alilc  demonstrations  of  yesterday  after- 
noon. But  this  may  be  the  calm  before 
the  storm.  Advices  from  the  state  indi- 
cate that  the  companies  of  militia  are  as- 
sembled at  their  respective  armories 
awaiting  the  order  to  come  to  I>enver, 
Governor  W'aite   has  declared,    despite 

of  all  advice,  that  he  will  again  attempt 
to  take  the  city  hall  by  force  if  the  com- 
missioners. Martin  and  Orr,  do  not  re- 
tire peacefully  from  the  city  hall. 

The  governor  IS  in  conference  with 
Gen.  NfcCook  who  is  supposed  to  have 
received  advices  from  Washington  as  to 
the  proper  course  for  him  to  pursue.  The 
fact  that  the  eccentric  old  governor  last 
night  refused  to  withdraw  the  militia 
after  Gen.  McCook  had  so  requested  has 
given  a  feeling  of  entire  uncertainty  as 
to  what  the  executive  will  attempt  to  do. 
The  public  sentiment  is  growing  for  a 
demand  that  both  sides  shall  submit 
their  cause  to  arbitration  by  the  supreme 
court  and  violence  is  now  thougiit  to  be 
out  of  the  question. 

The  public  are  in  consternation  this 
morning  in  learning  that  all  yesterday 
afternoon  great  stores  of  giant  powder 
and  dynamite  cartridges  had  been  carried 
up  into  the  tower  of  the  city  hall,  where 
a  gang  of  desperate  fellows  led  by 
"Soapy"  Smith,  the  famous  gambler  and 
bunco  man,  stood  ready  and  willing  to 
throw  the  deadly  stuff  into  the  militia 
below,  regardless  of  the  fact  that  men 
and  women  in  dense  masses  surrounded 
the  small  and  determined  company  of 
young  soldiers. 

On  the  side  streets  men  stood  waiting 
to  pick  off  the  gunners  and  soldiers  with 
Winchesters  at  the  beginning  of  army 
hostilities.  They  today  are  demandmg 
that  no  such  demonstration  shall  be 
started  again. 

Gen.  McCook  this  morning  renewed 
his  request  to  the  governor  to  disband 
the  militia.  The  sheriff  asserts  that  if 
the  governor  should  again  call  out  the 
militia  that  Gen.  McCook  will  cause  their 
arrest  as  disturbers  of  the  peace. 

After  the  conference  between  McCook 
and  Governor  Wane  had  ended,  the 
governor  retired  to  his  office  and  wrote 
a  letter  to  McCook  requestin*r  him  to 
withdraw  the  federal  troops.  In  the  let- 
ter the  governor  intimated  that  he  sup- 
posed McCcok  would  aid  him  in  main- 
taining the  law,  instead  of  only  preserv- 
ing the  peace,  and  as  the  conference 
seemed  to  indicate  that  the  federal  troops 
were  only  to  prevent  any  disturbance  of 
the  peace,  no  matter  by  whom  made, 
there  was  now  no  need  of  their  aid.  This 
is  with  the  evident  purpose  of  obtaining 
a  clear  field  for  a  renewal  of  the    attack. 

Judge  Graham  who  issued  the  injunc- 
tion to  restrain  the  governor,  still  re- 
fused this  morning  to  sign  the  writ  of 
information  against  Governor  Waite  for 
his  arrest  of  contempt  of  court.  "I  be- 
lieve the  governor  was  only  too  anxious 
yesterday  to  have  me  arrest  him,"  said 
he,  "and  I  declined  to  fall  into  the  trap. 
I  believe  the  entire  action  of  the  gover- 
nor was  only  a  big  bluff,  and  that  he 
never  intended  to  give  the  order  to  fire 
on  the  city  hall,  and  I  don't  believe  that 
it  would  have  been  obeyed  had  he  given 
it.  Should  any  one  be  injured  or  pro- 
perty destroyed  by  the  militia  acting 
under  the  governor,  I  should  take  steps 
to  have  him  arrested  for  contempt  of 
court."

Verdicts  in  Verse. 
Oae  Leo  Owshowitz  recently  sued  a 
life  insarance  company  in  the  city  court 
of  New  York  to  recover  $2000  for  false 
arrest  and  imprisonment.  After  bemg 
locked  up  all  night  the  jury  brought  in 
their  verdict  in  verse,  which  Judge  Yen 
Wyck  declared  to  be  the  most  extraor- 
dinary one  he  ever  received.  The  first 
and  last  of  the  seven  verses  composing 
the  verdict  ran  thus: 

"Over  the  sea,  not  over  rich. 
(lame  to  towo  one  Owshowitz, 
One  time  he's  known  as  son  of  ma. 
Another,  favoring  hia  natural  pa. 

*       •       * 

"Hn  snea  those  men  for  damage  great 
And  for  the  ills  they  did  create. 
Within  onr  hands  his  caeo  is  placed. 
And  we  locked  up  now  feel  disgraced. 
The  tables  tamed,  he  treats  us  ill. 
And  we  are  glad  that  he  gets  nil." 

The  defense  of  the  insurance  company 
was  that  the  plaintiff  had  obtained  in- 
surance upon  his  life  by  using  a  fictitious 
name  and  making  false  representations. 
After  handing  in  the  above  verdict,  the 
jurors  were  discharged,and  they  certain- 
ly earned  it. 

The  precedent  thus  established  may 
lead  to  the  return  of  many  verdicts  iu 
verse  form  in  the  future.  Why  should 
not  the  law  provide  that  all  verdicts 
shall  be  in  verse?  The  law  is  generally 
a  very  solemn  affair,  courts  are  not  in- 
frequently held  in  contracted,  dingy  and 
dark  quarters  which  forbid  the  cracking 
of  a  joke  or  the  suspicion  of  a  smile,  and 
altogether  there  is  a  funereal  air  about 
judicial  proceedings  that  is  Calculated  to 
depress  the  spirits  of  court,  jury,  counsel 
and  litigants. 

Why  not  introduce  some  new  feature 
that  would  lift  the  veil  of  gloom  that  sur- 
rounds the  average  court?  Why  should 
court  rooms  be  dismal  and  mournful? 
Why  not  throw  a  little  mirth  into  the 
proceedings  and  inject  a  little  humor 
into  the  dry  legal  documents  and  forms? 
Every  juryman  may  not  be 
a  poet,  but  it  is  seldom 
that  among  the  "the  twelve  good  men 
and  true"  there  will  not  be  one  who  has 
not  cultivated  the  muse  and  in  spare 
moments  and  in  secret  indited  some 
verses  that  he  believed  were  worthy  of 
publication.  Perhaps  he  is  a  poet  and 
only  his  modesty  has  prevented  the 
world  from  learning  about  it.  Here 
would  be  the  opportunity  to  bring  his 
genius  to  the  light.  To  turn  a  verdict 
into  verse  would  be  a  task  easily  accom- 
plished by  one  in  whose  breast  the  poetic 
fire  was  burning  brightly.  Thus  the 
courts  would  on  the  one  hand  be  dealing 
out  justice— perhaps  we  should  say  law — 
and  on  the  other  would  be  developing 
the  poetic  genius  of  the  land.  By  all 
means  let  verdicts  in  verse  be  required 
hereafter. 


Mr.  Reyburn's  Little  Bill. 

A  bill  recently  introduced  in  congress 
by  Representative  Reybum  seeks  to  ap- 
propriate $25,000  to  Franklin  institute  of 
Philadelphia  "for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining the  quantity  of  the  so-called 
hammer  blows  of  a  locomotive's  driving 
wheels  in  uss  on  American  railroads." 
Of  course  this  measure  will  receive  un- 
animous support.  It  is  a  subject  in 
which  the  whole  nation  is  profoundly  in- 
terested. People  have  remained  awake 
all  night  in  a  sleeping  car  trying  to  tell 
the  quantity  of  hammer  blows  on  the 
locomotive's  driving  wheels,  only  to  dis- 
cover in  the  morning  that  they  were 
counting  the  snores  of  a  drummer  in 
lower  12.  They  were  mistaken  in  the 
wheels. 

The  deep  anxiety  of  the  people  to  have 
this  matter  settled  definitely  has  evi- 
dently impressed  Congressman  Rey- 
burn,  and  hence  the  introduction  of  the 
bill.  What  are  his  views  upon  the  ques- 
tion has  not  been  stated,  but  there  is  no 
doubt  that  it  can  be  proven  by  irrefut- 
able arguments  that  the  uncertainty  over 
the  quantity  of  the  hammerblows  of  a 
locomotive's  driving;  wbe';:ls  is  respon- 
sible for  the  existing  depression  in  busi- 
ness, aud  that  the  Wilson  tariff  bill  has 
nothing  to  do  with  the  commercial  dis* 
turbance.

Comstock  enter  a  club  house  in  New 
York  and  strip  the  pictures  from  the 
walls  and  cart  them  away?  This  would 
appear  to  be  a  deliberate  case  of  bur- 
glary. A  private  club  house  should  be 
as  inviolate  as  a  private  residence,  and 
what  class  of  pictures  adorns  the  walls  of 
either  is  no  business  of  Mr.  Comstock's. 
The  members  of  the  New  York  club 
which  has  been  robbed  by  Mr.  Comstock 
should  prosecute  him  far  burglary  and 
malicious  damage  to  personal   property.

The  Champion  Revolver  Shot  of  America 
Is  a  Now  York  Policeoian. 

Seme  cynic  has  said  that  the  average  po- 
liceman, if  called  upon  to  use  his  revolver, 
could  not  hit  a  block  of  barns  flying  past 
him.  This  may  or 
may  not  be  true  of 
the  average  police- 
man,but  it  certain- 
ly is  not  true  con- 
cerninc  Iloonds- 
luan  AV.  E.  Petty 
of  the  New  York 
police  force.  He  is 
the  champion  jiis- 
tol  shot  of  the 
United  States  and 
fires  with  such  un- 
erring aim  that the 
burglar  who  is 
ever    unfortunate  W.  E.  PETTY, 

enough  to  pose  as  his  target  will  surely  be 
a  dead  man.  Petty  is  the  holder  of  the  Wi- 
nan  trophy,  emblematic  of  the  amateur  re- 
volver championship  of  the  United  States. 
The  trophy  was  first  oflfered  in  1891  and 
wa.s  won  by  Dr.  Louis  Bell. 

Petty  W.1S  a  contestant  at  this  matcji,  but 
was  beatcu.  George  E.  Jautzer  then  chal- 
lenged Dr.  Bell  and  defeated  him  Aug.  3, 
1892.  Jantzcr  successfully  defended  his  title 
against  Henry  Oehl,  president  of  the  Re- 
volver and  Pistol  club,  Oct.  15,  1893.  and 
Petty  then  challengetl  Jautzer.  The  men 
met  Dec.  3,  1892,  aud  Petty  won  with  ease. 
]  Bernard  WaltUer  promptly  challeuRed  Pet- 
ty and  was  defeated  Feb.  4,  1893.  Dr. 
Samuel  J.  Fort  of  Ellicott,  Md.,  recently 
became  convinced  that  he  could  defeat  Pet- 
ty, and  the  rivals  met  Feb.  6  of  the  preseut 
year  iu  a  match  that  resulted  iu  an  easy 
victory  for  Petty.  The  champion  is  a  big 
man,  with  an  eagle  eye  aud  a  nerve  of  iron. 
A  recent  attack  of  measles  injured  his 
.sight,  but  he  is  still  able  to  more  than  hold 
his  own  with  the  best  amateur  pistol  shots 
in  the  country.  In  the  competition  for  the 
trophy  which  was  donated  by  Walter  Wi- 
nan,  revolver  champion  of  England,  a  pis- 
tol weighing  three  pounds  is  used.

Ijinalius  Ooiiiielly  spoke  lor  iwt)  hours 
i.ist  eveuinj:  tn  an  amlience  that  com- 
pletely filled  the  Temple  on  "The  A.  P. 
A.  and  the  School  <  >iiestu»n."  It  was  a 
temperate  address  although  there  was 
considerable  ridicule  and  there  was 
thorough  good  feeling.  Applause  was 
frequent.  almoi>t  too  much  so.  His  ad- 
dress was  full  of  witty  sallies  and  was 
Ircely  and  pointedly  illustrated  with 
many  of  his  comical  stories  tuld  in  his 
own  inimitable  way.  Brotherly  love  was 
the  great  principle  he  expounded. 

The  speaker  was  introduced  in  a  neat 
manner  by  f.  A.  Keyes.  who  called  Don- 
nelly the  tirit  citi/.en  of  .Minnesota,  a 
man  who,  in  every  department  ir  which 
he  has  labored,  has  become  distin- 
jiuished. 

Mr.  Donnelly  said  in  substance: 

"I  am  here  tonight  not  on  my  own  mo- 
tion but  upon  the  mvitation  of  others  to 
speak  on  a  topic  on  which  there  is  great 
duVerence  ot  opinion,  a  matter  which  in- 
lluences  the  feelings  and  sometimes  even 
the  passions  of  men.  I  shall  try  not  to 
arouse  these  passyms  nor  to  wound  the 
I'eelint^s  of  any  man  who  has  honored  me 
with  his  presence,  1  will  begin  by  stat- 
ing that  1  am  not  a  partisan  for  either 
<ide  in  this  controversy.  It  has  never 
lieen  my  good  fortune  to  be  a  member  nf 
any  religious  denomination,  and  I  look, 
Iheretore,  upon  this  ijuestion  purely  from 
an  impartial  standpomt,  as  an  American 


of  the  age  is  the  spirit  of  the  sermon  on 
the  mount;  and  1  say  to  you,  my  friends, 
that  however  much  of  the  Incidentals  of 
the  old  beliefs  may  have  been  dropped 
bv  the  wayside,  however  much  science 
mav  tave  unlearned  us  of  the  things  our 
ancestors  believed,  1  recogni/e  the  fact 
that  the  spirit  of  Christ  is  bigger  today 
upon  this  planet  than  it  ever  was  since 
he  preached  bis  doctrines  by  his  word  of 
mouth.  It  has  transcended  creeds,  and 
has  entered  into  the  very  spirit  of  the 
laws  of  the  age.  And,  my  friends, 
It  seencs  to  me— and  I  speak,  as  1  say, 
as  one  not  a  fi>llower  ot  any  par- 
ticular creed,  while  holiling  them 
all  in  respect— that  it  seems  to  me.  I 
sav.  strange  that  the  leaders  of  these 
different  branches  of  Christianity  should 
feel  towards  each  other  a  hate  that  they 
do  not  entertain  toward  the  Moslem  and 
lUiddhist.  It  seems  to  me  foolish  that 
they  should  wrangle  and  Hght  over  the 
bones  of  dogmas,  when,  in  the  back- 
ground, looms  the  gigantic  shadow  of  the 
lion  of  unbelief  crawling  steadily  to- 
wards them,  ready  to  leap  upon  them 
and  scatter  the  dogmas  and  devour  the 
combatants.  It  is  not  so  much,  my 
friends,  today  a  (.juestion  of  which  sec- 
tion of  Christianity  shall  triumph,  as 
whether  it  shall  not  all  disappear  before 
the  oncoming  movement  of  agnosticism. 
"Hut  it  is  said  that  this  great  move- 
ment, the  discussion  of  whose  existence 
has  brought  you  here  tonight,  is  caused 
and  justified  by  the  fact  that  the  public 
school  system  is  in  danger.  Now,  I  de- 
sire to  say.  ray  friends,  that  no  man  on 
this  planet  has  a  stronger  sense  of  the 
value  of  that  public  school  system  than 
I  have.  Kducation  kindles  in  the  human 
breast  a  calcium  light  of  beauty  and 
glorv.  A  friend  of  mine  took  the  liberty 
to  say  the  other  day  that  this  govern- 
ment of  ours  could  live  without  a  single 
university  or  higher  institution  of  learn- 
ing. I  don't  believe  it  could  survive  the 
destruction  of  the  public  school  system 
of  this  country  for  a  single  generation." 
The  spirit  of  the  age  was  then  en- 
larged upon  by  the  speaker  and  he 
pointed  out  what  it  hail  done  an<l  is  do- 
ing for  man.  "It  cannot  be  shut  out," 
he  said, "any  more  than  you  can  shut  out 
the  atmosphere  with  a  barbed  wire 
fence.  It  permeates  everything;  it  flows 
into  our  conversation,  our  newspapers, 
our  books,  our  table  tall:;  everywhere 
the  very  signs  on  the  wall  are  redolent  of 
j  it.  VVhy  should  we  turn  our  backs  upon 
I  it?  I  sincerely  believe  that  the  great  es- 
1  sentials  of  religion  will   ensure   for  icxso 


critical    operations  of 


citizen.  I  have  lived  and  labored  in  the  i  years  of  the  most 
state  of  Minnesota  for  some  thirty-seven  the  human  mind 
years,  and  tonight  will  be  the  first  time 
that  I  have  ever  uttered  a  word  upon  the 
subject  of  religion.  1  have  abstained 
for  many  reasons.  In  the  first  place  1 
have  not  considered  it^iroper  or  right  to 
unsettle  the  religious  faith  oi  anyone  un- 
less 1  was  prepared  to  give  them  some- 
ihintf  better  in  exchange. 

"I  am  one  of  those  whohold  that  every 
man  will  have  the  kind  of  creed  that  he 
is  mentally  fitted  for.  Neither  do  I  think 
that  creeds  in  themselves  have  much  to 
do  with  our  daily  life.  1  do  not  think,  in 
other  word?,  that  our  moral  conduct  in 
this  world  is  going  to  depend  upon  our 
mterpretaiion  of  a  Greek  text  or  the 
meaning  ol  a  Latin  phrase.  The  good 
that  reliRion  does  is  in  its  great  waves  of 
impulse  that  it  sends  through  the  masses 
of  men,  lifting  them  to  higher  and  better 
lives;  and  I  also  believe  with  the  great 
poet,  who  could  see  tongues  m  tree?, 
books  in  the  running  brooks,  sermons  in 
stones,  and  good  in  everything.  Hence, 
my  friends,  what  I  have  to  say  here  to- 
night Will  be  rather  in  the  nature  of  a 
peacemaker  between  these  conflicting 
lartions  with  their  intense  passions. 

"We  are  living  in  the  most    marvelous, 
era  of    the    world's    history.    The    vast  i  danger  and  I  will  take    the    stump    and 
mental  development,  the    marvelous  in-    fight  for  it  until  the  last  gasp  for  it  is  the 
venftions  which  have    established    man's    poor  man's  college  " 


"Kducation  performs  on  the  mind  a 
great  effect  in  another  way.  There  is  a 
certain  amount  of  energy  in  a  human  be- 
ing, ft  must  either  be  devoted  to  men- 
tal or  to  brutal  developments.  The 
more  you  simulate  and  develop  the 
front  lobe  of  the  brain  the  more  you  re- 
duce the  power  of  the  back  lobe  of  the 
br.ain.  VVhv,  1  often  think  as  I  ride  in 
our  cars,  and  walk  (jur  streets,  of 
the  tremendous  transformation  that  the 
public  school  system  of  this  country  has 
wrought  in  the  people  themselves.  It 
has  refined  their  laces,  brightened  their 
eyes,  and  the  mind  acting  upon  the  body 
it  has  heauiilted  the  body,  so  that  the 
American  people  are  recognized  across 
the  water  as  physically  the  handsomest 
people  in  the  world.  And  intellectually 
I  do  not  think  we  need  to  fear  compari- 
son with  any  race  that  walks  the  planet. 
1  believe  that  the  American  system  of 
education  can  equip  a  man  fully  to  rise 
to  the  highest  heights  of  learning,  and  all 
I  have  in  the  world  I  owe  to  the  public 
school  system;  and  I  am  for  the  public 
school  system  therefore  first  to  last  and 
all  the  time.  Convince  me  that  the  pub- 
lic school  system  of  this    country    is    in

ene  of  thoiC  remarkable  doctrines  which 
have  taken  possession  of  the  world.  The 
essence  of  these  doctrine?,  after  casting 
off  all  the  shreds,  and  tatters  and  gar- 
ments that  may  envelop  them — the  es- 
sence of  these  doctrines  is  the  great 
creed  of  brotherly  love.  There  was  no 
bitterness,  no  hatred,  no  wrath  in  the 
creed  Christ  taught.  He  did  not  leave 
behind  him  an  injunction  for  the  estab- 
lishment ot  a  secret  society  for  the  per- 
secution of  those  who  had  differed  from 
him.  It  was  charity,  mercy,  love,  that 
constituted  the  essential  essence  of  the 
new  faith,  and  upon  that  is  based  this 
modern  progress. 

"Our  constitution  is  but  the  doctrines  of 
Christ  crystallized  into  law.    The  spirit 


hundreds  of  thousands  out  of  their  native 
land.  Thev  believe  that  the  Jew  meets 
on  certain  fes  ivals  and  kills  Christian 
children  and  eats  them.  VVhy,  you  say, 
what  horrible  ignorance.  Is  itany  great- 
er ignorance  than  to  believe  that  the 
basements  of  the  Catholic  churches  are 
filled  with  rifles  and  Galling  guns? 

"Some  of  my  Catholic  friends  may  dif- 
fer from  me,  but  I  am  here  to  speak 
what  1  think  is  the  truth,  and  1  don't 
care  where  it  strikes.  I  believe  the 
worst  thing  that  could  hap- 
pen to  the  Catholics  of  the 
United  States  would  be  for  the 
several  states  to  get  together  and  give 
them  a  part  of  the  school  funds  and  say 
to  them  'Vou  shall  not  enter  the  public 
schools.     What  would    be    the    result?

Why  do 
they  do  it?  Why,  they  go  upon  a  cer- 
tain conception  now  I  don't  say  it  is  a 
true  conception.  They  say  that  this 
world  is  only  a  lo  by  lo  ante  n>om  to  a 
magnillcent  palace  of  delights,  a  kind  of 
stock  yard  where  we  wander  around  in 
nastincss  until  we  are  slaughtered  for 
the  entertainment  of  the  gods.  No,  my 
ft  lends,  1  cannot  agree  with  them  for 
one,  and  yet  I  have  the  highest  respect 
for  their  opinions.  Every  honest  man 
who  entertains  an  honest  belief  is  enti- 
tled to  respect  for  that  belief.  I  believe 
that  this  is  just  as  much  (}od's  kingdom 
as  anv  country  we  can  get  into  hereafter, 
and  the  man  who  stands  the  best  chance 
of  getting  to  heaven  is  the  one  who  will 
try  to  make  a  heaven  of  earth. 

^        Cannot  Divide  School   Money. 

The  state  constitution  was  i|uoted  lo 
prove  that  there  can  bp  no  division  of 
school  funds.  The  section  originally 
read:  "The  legislature  shall  make  such 
provision  i>y  taxation  or  otherwise  as 
that  the  income  arising  from  the  school 
fund  will  secure  a  thorough  and  efficient 
system  of  public  schools  in  each  town- 
ship in  the  state."  The  amendment  was 
adopted  fourteen  years  ago:  "But  in  no 
case  shall  the  money  derived  as  afore- 
said, or  any  portion  thereof,  or  any  pub- 
lic moneys  or  property  be  appropriated 
or  used  for  the  support  of  schotils  where- 
in the  distinctive  doctrines,  creeds  or 
tenets  of  any  particular  Christian  or 
other  religious  sect  are  promulgated  or 
taught." 

"Now,  then,  you  cannot  take  a  dollar  of 
public  funds  in  any  way  to  establish  pa- 
rochial schools  or  religious  schools,"  con- 
tinued Mr.  Donnelly.  "Vou  have  got  to 
put  that  question  to  a  vote  and  amend 
that  constitution  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
people.  Why,  my  friends,  in  fourteen 
years  since  it  was  adoptcd-and  it  was 
adopted  almost  unanimously — no  man 
has  ever  dared  in  the  legislature  to  pro- 
pose to  alter  it.  If  such  a  proposition 
was  put  to  the  people  it  would  be  voted 
down  almost  unanimously,  and  I  believe 
a  majority  of  the  Catholics  ot  this  state 
would  vote  against  the  same." 

Terror  ot  the  Pope. 

The  idea  of    race  prejudice  was    ridi- 
culed in  an  amusing  manner  and  he  con- 
tinued:   "Then  comes    another  terror  in 
this  thing.    They  tell  you  that  the  pope 
is  a  terrible  source  of  danger;  that    he  is 
bound  to  take    possession  of    Minnesota 
and  the  United  .States.  Why,  my  friends, 
what  IS  the  pope?     He  is  an  old    gentle- 
man,   very    feeble.    I    believe  he    is  oq 
years  old;  and  from  all  I  can  bear  of  him 
a  very  pious  mian,  full  of  prayer.    What 
is    his     condition?      Why,     the     Cath- 
olic    kingdom — mark     you,    the     Cath- 
olic kingdom— of    Italy,  took    this  pope 
and  stripped  irom  him  every  acre  of  land 
that  he  owned  in  the  world  and  left  him 
to  live  upon    the    bounty  of    the   Italian 
government.     What  eUe?     Why,  every 
country  in    Europe,    many  of  them  are 
Catholic  countries,    have  confiscated  ihe 
possessions    of    ttie  church.    How  does 
this  pope  maintain    hirosell?     Why,    by 
the  contribution  of  small  amounts— very 
much  like  we    carried    on    the   Populist 
campaign  last  year  in   Minnesota  [great 
laughter);  and    1    was  the  pope  ot    that 
dispensation.      |La«ghier.|      Well,  this 
feeole  old  man,  robbed  of  his  possessions, 
no  longer  the  kin^,    because    that  great 
and  extraordinary  man,  who  lived  about 
loDO  years  or  more    ago,    endowed    him 
with      a      state,    and     the    estates    of 
the    church    all    gone— hov    does   the 
abstract    American    man      cf     a    cer- 
tain   mental  caliber    view    this    pope? 
Why,  an  awful  figure-  -about  70  feet  high 
and  with  a  Gatling  gun  under  each  arm, 
and  a  pocket  full  ot  dynamitecariritl^es, 
coming  here  to  destroy  thtse  people.    It 
is  comical — absurd.    Think  of  it,  a  proc- 
lamation of    the    pope,  in    which   he  in- 
structs the  Catholics    of  this    country  to 
rise  up  and  slaughter  every  Protestant  in 
the  land.     But,  did  he  do  it?     No.    Was 
there  any    truth    in  it?     Not  a  word.    If 
the  pope  was    this  kind    of  a  man— if  he 
was  a  thug  and  assassin  and  disposed  to 
do  all  this,  he  wouldn  .  have  dared  to  put 
forth  such  a  proclamation.    The  Catho- 
lics of  this  country  are  one  in  six.    Now 
jast  imagine    the    contract    they    would 
have  to  undertake  to  wipe  out  these  peo- 
ple.    It  is  a  disgrace  to    American  intel- 
lect. 1  shall  be  sorry  if  it  becomes  known 
in  Europe  that    we    have    anybody  who 
believes  in  it." 

Mr.  Donnelly  then  ridiculed  the  idea  of 
churches  being  in  arms  and  drilling,  re- 
ferring to  the  organization  and  arming 
of  companies  in  nearly  all  the  denomin- 
ational churches  in  Detroit  and  drew  a 
picture  of  the  sudden  coming  of  Christ 
and  the  appearance  before  him  at  the 
sounding  of  the  trumpet  of  all  these 
companies  dragging  their  Gatling  guns 
behind  them. 

Where  Does  It  Come  From? 

Coming  back  to  the  A.  P.  A.  Mr.  Don- 
nelly said:  "lijt  my  friends,  let  me  ask 
you,  where  does  ill  this  thing  come  Irom? 
it  has  taken  a  great  deal  of  money  to  do 
all  this  organizing,  holding  of  meetings, 
paying  for  halls,  establishing  news- 
papers and  all  that.  Where  does  it 
come  from?  Now  I  will  give  you  my 
theory  ot  it.  First  1  will  call  your  atten- 
tion to  what  is  said  by  Eugene  V.  Debbs, 
president  of  the  American  Railway 
union,  an  aiticle  from  the  Locomotive 
Fireman,  denouncing  the  American  Pro- 
tective association,  and  claiming  that  the 
purpose  of  the  order  is  to  disorganize  the 
labor  UTiions.  Debbs  claims  that  the 
plan  of  the  order  was  evolyed  at  a  meet- 
ing of  railway  magnates  and  other  mag- 
nates and-other  emplovers  of  labor  held 
in  New  York  a  number  of  years  ago,  and 
he  warns  labor  organizations  against  the 
danger  of  promoting  A.  P.  A.  principles 
as  fatal. 

The  speaker  then  quoted  from  the  A. 
P.  A.  oath:  "I  will  not  enter  into  any  con- 
troversy with  any  Roman  Catholic  upon 
the  subject  of  this  order,  nor  will  I  enter 
into  any  agreement  with  any  Roman 
Caihohc  to  strike  or  create  a  disturbance 
wliereby  a  Catholic  employed  may  un- 
dermine and  Eiibstitute  a  Protestant." 
"Why,  what  does  that  mean?"  he  said. 
"That  is  a  chain  around  the  arms  of 
labor.  If  you  cannot  strike  you  must 
submit.    If  you  cannot  resist  wrong  you 


must  go  down.  Why,  my  friends,  did 
you  ever  see  such  a  satanic  device  as 
that  to  deprive  men  of  the  power  of  self- 
defense.  And  when  I  lake  that  into  con- 
nection with  what  this  official  of  a,  great 
railway  or  organization  says,  that  it  was 
established  by  the  employers  of  labor, 
why,  my  friends,  it  is  very  plain  to  my 
mind." 

"Now  let  us  go  a  step  further.  What 
is  another  branch  of  this  thing?  That 
I  will  not  employ  a  Roman  Catholic  in 
any  capacity  if  I  can  secure  the  services 
of  a  Protestant.  What  does  that  mean? 
VVhy,  my  friends,  that  is  a  cruel  thing. 
That  is  saying  to  a  poor  washerwoman, 
'your  children  must  starve;  1  will  not  The 
employ  you.'  What  has  this  poor 
washerwoman  done?  Why,  as  I  said 
before,  she  has  simply  hung  on  to  the 
ancestral  faith  and  you  have  left  it. 
Nine-tenths  of  those  who  believe  in  re- 
ligion believe  in  the  religion  of  their 
parents.  It  takes  a  strong  man  to  break 
away  from  the  traditions  of  his  family. 
Why  should  we  deprive  them  of  the 
means  of  making  a  living  in  this  hard, 
cruel  world,  simply  because  they  believe 
what  their  people  believe,  and  belong  to 
the  church  they  were  raised  in?  Oh,  my 
friends  this  is  cruel.  It  is  a  persecu- 
tion of  the  little  ones.  It  is  not  Ameri- 
can. It  is  not  the  brotherhood  of  Christ 
nor  the  fatherhood  of  God.  It  is  not 
loving  thy  neighbors  like  thyself.  'Who 
is  my  neighbor?"  Why,  any  one.  Why, 
we  will  have  to  have  a  Bible  with  an 
amendment  after  this.  We  will  have  to 
put  in,  'love  thy  neighbor  like  thyself 
provided  he  belongs  to  the  A.  P.  A. 
British  Government  Responsible. 

"Now  who  is  at  lh8  bottom  of  all  this? 
I  give  you  my  idea  for  what  it  is  worth 
and  you  may  accept  it  or  not.  I  firmly  be- 
lieve the  liritish  government  is  at  the 
bottom  of  It.  Now,  I  do  not  mean  the 
English  people  for  the  English  govern- 
ment does  not  represent  the  people  of 
England."  To  prove  the  perfidy  of  the 
English  government  he  explained  the 
cause  and  object  of  England  in  the 
Chinese  war— the  forcing  of  opium  on 
China.  He  told  how  she  had  bought  up 
the  demonetization  of  silver  in  America. 
In  Ireland  when  the  people  began  to 
open  their  eyes  to  doing  something  for 
themselves  she  sets  them  at  fighting 
over  religion.  So  she  is  trying  to  do  in 
America  when  the  people  are  beginning 
to  wake  up  and  see  her  hand. 
An  Eloquent  Peroration. 

His  closing  peroration  was  eloquent 
and  noble.  He  pleaded  for  charity  and 
toleration.  "Don't  go  back  to  the  bloody 
fields  of  the  South  and  hunt  up  the 
gr.ives  of  100,000  Irishmen  that  lay  there 
in  bloody  cerements  and  tell  them  that 
they  were  unfaithful  to  this  country. 
Who  is  there  that  would  have  stopped 
gallant  little  Phil  Sheridan,  that  thunder 
bolt  of  war,  when  he  was  making  that 
famous;  ride  back  to  Winchester  to  turn 
a  deteat  into  victory?  Who  is  there  that 
would  have  stopped  him  apj  asked  him 
if  he  was  a  Catholic?  Oh,  my  friends, 
the  country  found  in  that  awful  struggle 
that  the  red  blood  of  the  Irishman  and 
the  Catholic  was  just  as  sweet  an  offering 
on  the  altar  of  liberty  as  that  of  any 
other  race  of  people.  Where  is  the  gal- 
lant Meagher  who  died  out  in  Montana? 
Where  is  our  Gen.  Shields,  the  hero  of 
two  wars?  Where  is  Corcoran,  Meade, 
Mulligan  and  all  the  rest  of  that  great 
galaxy  of  men  who  laid  down  their  lives 
lor  thtir  country?" 

He  pleaded  for  peace  .ind  unity  and 
patriotism  and  closed  with  an  appeal  for 
the  burial  of  all  differences.

Land  Decisions. 
The  commissioner  of  the  general  land 
office  has  decided  in  favor  of  the  state  as 
against  James  J.  \'ance,  in  the  matter  of 
a  couple  of  40-acre  tracts  on  Sections  24 
and  15-145-25,  just  east  of  Ball  Club  lake 
in  Itasca  county.  The  state  claimed  it 
under  the  swamp  land  act  and  Vance  at- 
tempted to  show  that  it  was  not  swamp 
land.  The  state  substantiated  its  claim. 
A  different  result  was  reached,  however, 
in  the  case  of  Edward  Jensen,  who  made 
a  timber  and  stone  entry  on  Sections  29 
and  32-59  g.  which  is  just  back  of  Beaver 
Bay  m  Lake  county.  The  claim  of  the 
state  was  the  same  as  in  the  other  case, 
but  Jensen  proved  that  the  land  was  not 
swampy,  and  his  title  is  confirmed. 

Rail  and  Lake  Rates. 
Following  are  the  proportional  rates 
agreed  upon  by  the  lines  interested  in 
Canadian-American  traffic  over  the 
lakes  to  apply  on  merchandise  and  car 
load  freght  from  Duluth  and  Port  Arthur 
to  Winnipeg:  First,  93  cents;  second,  79 
cents;  third,  65  cents;  fourth,  56  cents; 
fifth,  47  cents;  sixth,  45  cents;  seventh, 
35  cents;  eighth,  35  cents;  tenth,  27  cents. 
The  ninth  class  is  reserved  for  livestock. 
The  rates  to  Duluth  and  Port  Arthur 
were  agreed  upon  by  the  lake  and  rail 
lines  iipon  the  following  basis  from  all 

Koints  in  Eastern  Canada,  including 
lontreal:  First,  50  cents;  second,  4 v 
cents;  third,  38  cents;  fourth,  31  cents; 
fifth,  25  cents;  sixth,  25  cents;  seventh, 
20  cents;  eighth, 20  cents;  tenth,  20  cents. 
The  rates  via  St.  Lawrence  river  and 
lakes  to  Duluth  and  Port  Arthur  were 
referred  to  a  committee  to  fix  differentials 
in  favor  of  the  all-water  lines.

Coulter  Company. 


DefenJanls  Deny   Nearly  all  of  the  Allega- 
tions and  Claim  Smith  Was  Guilty 
of  Treachery. 


Hearing  on  the  Application  For  the  Appoint- 
ment of  a  Receiver  to  be  Ht'ld 


Tomorrow  Morning. 


The  answer  in  the  case  of  1).  B.  Smith 
ag.'iiiii.t  the  Smith  v*i:  Coulter  Spice  com- 
pany, Charles  L.  White  and  A.  P.  While 
has  been  liled.  This  i«s  the  ruction  begun 
to  compel  the  appointment  of  a  receiver 
for  the  defendant  company.  The  dc- 
tendants  protest  against  it  claiming  the 
company  to  be  perfectly  solvent.  The 
allegations  and  denials  make  up  a  legal 
paper  fullv  as  lonj^  as  the  complaint. 

The  allegations  that  the  stock  for 
which  the  parties  gave  their  notes,  to-wit, 
the  $5000  divided  among  D.  B.  Smith.  J. 
W.  Coulter  and  C.  L,  White  was  issued 
as  paid  up  stock  is  denied  and  the  de- 
fendants say  that  \vbilc  the  certiricates 
were  issued,  they  were  nut  to  be  issued  as 
paid  up  slock  until  the  notes  were  paid. 
Charles  L.  White  alleges  that  his  salary 
was  lixed  at  $100  per  month,  while  the 
plainiiff  in;ikeo  ic  §1:5. 

Further  answering  Defendant  White 
charges  that  prior  to  April  I.  If>n3,  plain- 
tiff was  a  director  and  president  of  the 
spice  company,  and  Defendant  White 
was  director,  secretary  and  treasurer; 
that  unknown  to  the  defendant  the  plain- 
tiff combining  with  one  Matter  purchased 
the  stock  of  J.  W.  Coulter  and  agreed  be- 
tween themselves  to  deprive  defendant 
of  his  position;  that  Defendant  White 
had  put  in  the  only  cash  capital  which 
said  company  had,  and  to  prevent  such 
action  was  compelled  to  buy  the  Coulter 
stock  from  the  plaintiff,  and  that  all  dif- 
ferences were  adjusted  at  the  annual 
meeting.  Shortly  ihereaftjr,ic  ischarged 
the  plaintiff  did  secretly  at- 
tempt to  organize  another  com- 
pany in  a  similar  line  in  West 
Superior  to  crush  and  injure  the  South 
lS:  Coulter  Spice  company.  Also  that 
he  reported  to  its  customers  that  it  was 
dead  and  could  not  last  long  and  that 
White  had  no  experience  and  could  not 
run  it.

Failing  to  es- 
tablish the  West  Superior  house 
be  established         th::  Imper- 

ial Coffee  and  Spice  com- 
company  in  Duluth  and  sold  his  §5003 
stock  to  W.  C.  Bond,  retaining  his  pre- 
tended stock  of  $1700  and  later  urged 
Bond  to  allow  his  name  to  be  used  for 
the  appointment  of  a  receiver. 

The  defendant  company  informed  its 
patrons  about  May  i,  i8<;3,  that  the  plain- 
tiff was  110  longer  connected  with  it. 
The  defendants  assert  that  they  claim 
no  part  of  the  $5000  stock  as  they  have 
not  paid  for  it.  In  answer  to  the  state- 
ment of  the  plaintiff  as  to  his  being  ex- 
cluded from  the  management  of  the 
business  the  defendant  says  that  he  vol- 
untarily absented  himstif  after  his 
treachery  became  knov/n. 

Resolutions  of  the  board  of  directors 
to  the  effect  that,  as  D.  B.  Smith  fiad 
severed  his  conneclion  with  the  company 
and  allied  himself  to  an  adverse  com- 
pany, his  resignation  as  president  would 
be  accepted  are  quoted  in  the  answer. 

The  allegation  is  made  that 
the  plaintiff  was  always  invited 
to  be  present  at  stockholders 
and  directors  meetings;  that  on 
Feb.  22,  i8i>4  he  had  access  to  the  books 
and  examined  them  and  demanded  all 
checks  and  vouchers.

luth. It  marks  an  important  era  in 
American  journalism,  illusiriting  the 
progress  made  in  the  telegraphic  news 
service.  It  places  for  the  hrst  time  the 
great  cities  of  the  country,  without  an  ex- 
ception, in  actual  touch  through  their 
leading  newspapers. 

The  fust  leased  wire  ol  the  Associated 
Press  was  established  between  New  York 
and  Chicago  in  1S85.  It  was  regarded  as 
a  great  innovation  in  newspaper  ]>ro- 
grcss,  as  it  enabled  the  employment  by 
the  Associated  Press  of  its  own  skilled 
operators  and  the  handling  of  the  news 
direct  into  the  general  offices  of  the  As- 
sociated Press.  The  leased  wire  circuits 
were  gradually  increased,  until  they  ex- 
tended throughout  the  East  and  the 
West  aj  far  as  Denver,  and  latterly 
throughout  the  South  as  far  as  Galveston 
and  San  Antonio. 

The  hnal  link  in  making  the  service 
transcontinental  was  added  when  the 
Pacific  coast  cities  became  a  part  of  this 
great  system,  which  now  embraces  an 
actual  mileage  in  excess  of  18,000  miles. 
On  Monday,  therefore,  when  the  day 
circuit  is  opened  at  New  York  city, 
every  principal  city  in  the  United  States, 
North  and  South,  East  and  West,  em- 
bracing all  the  cities  of  the  Pacific  coast, 
will  be  connected  and  receiving  the  As- 
soc!.:  Led  Press  news  practically  simul- 
taneously.

Denver,  March  17. — Governor  Waite 
has  decided  to  submit  the  question  of 
the  legality  of  the  two  boards  of  police 
commissioners  to  the  supreme  court. 
Great  excitement  prevailed  on  Larmier 
street  at  11  o'clock  this  morning  by  the 
appearance  of  the  light  artillery  in 
marching  order,  the  staff  offi- 
cers     on     horseback,    followed         by 

two  gatlings.  At  the  city  hall  the  po- 
licemen grasped  their  rifles  and  rushed 
to  the  windows  and  doors  to  prevent  at- 
i  tack,  but  the  artillery  passed  by  without 
'  even  saluting.  The  street  became  massed 
with  spectators.  The  artillery  was  only 
going  to  the  railroad  yards  to  load  for 
Cripple  Creek. 

Governor  Waite's  lengthy  statement 
and  questions  were  submitted  to  the  su- 
preme court.  He  will  await  their  deci- 
sion before  making  any  other  move.  The 
city  hall  people  were  not  considered.and 
no  stipulations  of  agreement  were  signed. 
The  secret  committee  did  not  meet 
this  morning.  It  appears  that  dissension 
occurred  last  night,  some  of  the  mem- 
bsrs  wanting  the  police  and  sheriff  forcts 
to  surrender,  while  others  favored  doing 
tne  governor's  party  violence.  The  fed- 
eral troops  will  probably  be  withdrawn 
some  time  this  afternoon.

Admiral  Mtlio  and  the  Southsrn  Rebels 
Confident  of  Success, 
New  Yokk,  March  17. — A  special 
cable  to  the  Herald  from  Flores  island, 
Montevideo,  says:  Admiral  Mello,  who 
ii  at  present  in  Ciritiba,  Brazil,  person- 
ally directing  the  concentration  of  the 
southern  rebels'  land  forces  upon  the 
Sao  Paulo  frontier,  docs  not  seem  to 
think  that  the  cause  of  the  revolution  is 
lost  by  any  means,  because  Admiral  da 
Gama  surrendered  the  squadron  in  Rio 
harbor.  He  says  that  although  da 
Gama's  action  has  ended  the  naval  re- 
volution, he  is  acting  now  in  sympathy 
with  the  Rio  Grande  do  Sul  federalists 
and  will  win  in  the  end.  His  warships 
Itapimario  and  Angradoselio  arc  now 
guarding  the  harbor  of  Desterro,  the 
scat  of  the  insurgents  provisional  gov- 
ernment. 

The  federalists  three  days  ago  had  a 
battle  on  the  southern  frontier  ot  Santa 
Catharina  with  the  loyal  forces,  but  were 
defeated  by  the  combined  divisions  of 
President  Peixoto's  troops  under  Gens. 
Pinheiro,  Oscar  and  Fernan,  The  feder- 
alists have  now  fallen  back  upon  Tubaro, 
where  they  will  receive  artillery  rein- 
forcements from  President  Loreno  of  the 
provisional  government.  1  hey  will  then 
renew  the  fight.  President  Loreno  has 
made  a  second  appeal  to  the  foreign 
powers  for  formal  recognition  01  his  pro- 
visional government. 

Two  of  Mello's  warships,  the  Iris  and 
the  Esperanza,  sailed  on  March  5  from 
Desterro  with  instructions  to  join  the 
Aquidaban  at  Ubatura  and  then  proceed 
to  ihe  attack  of  some  port  north  of  Rio, 
probably  Pcrnambuco.  Minister  of  War 
Morao,  of  the  provisional  government, 
contradicts  the  report  that  the  Aquida- 
ban  was  damaged  seriously  by  shells 
from  Fort  Santa  Cruz  when  she  lait  left 
Rio  harbor. 

The  rebtl  warships  Urano  and  Meteoro 
are  now  cruising  between  Iguape  and 
batura,  awaiting  onlers  to  make  an  at- 
tack upon  Santos.  The  Republica  is  at 
Paranagua  replacing  the  boiler  tubes 
which  were  burned  out  on  her  run  down 
from  Rio.  .Senhor  buette.  President 
i'eixcto's  chief  of  arsenals,  has  gone 
there  to  strengthen  the  defences  of  the 
harbor  and  lay  torpedoes  about  the  en- 
trance. 

Ten  thousand  M.iuscr  rifles  have  just 
been  received  from  Germany  by  Admiral 
Mello  and  a  ship's  cargo  of  coal.  His

S.  C  ,  on  Feb.  11,  1S25.  Before  she  re- 
nounced the  world  she  was  Margaret 
Whitman  and  belonged  to  one  of  the 
first  tamilies  in  Charleston.  She  entered 
the  order  at  the  age  of  2.^. 


The  Junior  Senator  Encountering  Serious  Op- 
position in  Hennepin  County. 

St.  Paul,  March  17.— [Special  to  The 
Herald.]— It  is  learned  that  Senator 
Washburn  did  not  return  to  Washington 
in  a  very  comfortable  frame  of  mind 
over  bis  prospects  for  re-election  to  the 
senate.  He  encountered  an  amount  of 
opposition  that  scared  him,  and  all  the 
work  that  he  was  able  to  accomplish 
during  his  stay  at  home  did  not  accom- 
plish much  towards  repairing  his  fences, 
which  be  found  in  a  very  dilapitated 
condition. 

It  is  no  secret  that  he  is  meeting  with 
serious  opposition  at  home,  and  it  is  a 
qu»stion  whether  the  members  of  the 
legislature  elected  in  Hennepin  county 
will  be  Washburn  men.  It  is  asserted 
that  Dave  Clough,  John  Goodnow 
and  others  whose  influence  counts  for 
considerable  in  Hennepin  county  poli- 
tics, are  secretly  booming  Governor  Nel- 
son to  succeed  Washburn.  This  would 
make  Clough  governor,  in  case  he  was 
elected  with  Nelson  next  fall  on  jhe  state 
ticket,  and  Nelson's  election  to  the  sen- 
ate would  pave  the  way  for  ex-Governor 
Merriam's  fight  upon  Senator  Davis  at 
the  expiration  of  the  latter's  term. 

If  Washburn  succeeds  himself,  Mer- 
riam  cannot  hope  to  succeed  Davis,  as 
both  are  residents  of  St.  Paul,  but  with  a 
man  from  the  county  like  Nelson  elected 
senator  next  v/inter,  the  wily  William 
would  find  his  chances  much  improved. 
There  also  seems  to  be  considerable 
foundation  for  the  story  that  D.  M.  Sabin 
has  his  knife  sharpened  for  special  use 
on  Mr.  Washburn.  Neither  Nelson,  Mer- 
riam  nor  Sabin  deny  that  they  are  op- 
posed to  Washburn,  and  this  is  signifi- 
cant.

The  Colorado  Governor  Urged  to  Viole.it 
Methods  by  His  Wife. 
Chicago,  March  17.— A  special  to  the 
Tribune  from  Denver  says:  It  became 
generally  known  for  tLe  first  time  today 
(Friday)  that  Mrs.  Waite  appeared  at 
the  conference  of  the  chamber  of  com- 
merce delegation  yesterday  and  took 
part  in  the  proceedings.  This  revelation 
that  a  woman  sits  behind  the  throne, 
even  more  bloodthirsty  and  radical  in 
her  ravings  than  the  throne's   occupant, 

has  caused  a  sensation    that    cannot    be 
underestimated. 

She  went  to  extremes  in  giving  her 
views  and  proved  that  the  spilling  of 
human  blood  had  no  terrors  for  her.  She 
would  shrink  at  nothing  to  cSrry  out  the 
desires  of  her  husband,  which,  appar- 
ently, are  hers  also.  Her  excitement 
was  intense  and  painful  at  one  time, 
when  she  broke  into  the  discussion  by 
rudely  and  without  notice  interrupting 
the  spokesman  of  the  delegation.  Every 
word  she  uttered  impressed  those  pres- 
ent with  the  conviction  that  if  she  had 
her  way  the  people  of  Denver  would  be 
"riding  in  blood  to  the  bridle's  bit." 

She  declared  that  if  she  had  authoritv, 
she  would  order  out  every  militiaman  in 
the  state  and  lead  them  against  the  city 
hall,  no  matter  what  the  consequences 
might  be.  With  clinched  hands  she  cried 
that  the  fight  should  gO/on  until  "the  last 
national  guardsman  in  the  state  lay  dead 
on  the  pavement."  Her  arguments  are 
supposed  to  have  had  a  good  deal  to  do 
with  the  governor,  who  some  hours  after- 
ward notified  the  outside  military  com- 
panies to  hold  themselves  in  readiness  to 
move. 

Several  Grand  Army  camps  have  held 
meetings  to  discuss  the  formation  of  a 
veteran  corps  of  1000  men,  who  will  take 
the  field  and  insist  on  peace.  They  de- 
cided that  in  case  of  emergency  another 
general  meeting  would  be  immediately 
called.  There  arc  nearly  2000  old  sol- 
diers and  old  timers  available  for  such  a 
purpose,  and  toa  man  they  appear  to  be 
ready  to  turn  out  under  the  sheriff's  or- 
ders. A  special  session  of  the  Grand 
Army  has  been  summoned,  and  an  ef- 
fort will  undoubtedly  be  made  to  indict 
the  governor. 

Gen.  McCook  says  there  is  no  doubt 
that  had  a  gun  been  fired  yesterday,  the 
governor  would  have  been  lynched  with- 
in half  an  hour,  to  the  state's  lasting  dis- 
grace. The  governor  has  not  ordered 
the  outside  militia  to  come  to  Denver, 
but  they  are  under  orders  and  drawing 
pay.  He  has  instructed  livery  stable 
men  to  have  100  horses  ready  for  his  use 
today.  This  strange  order  has  added  to 
the  general  uneasiness. 


An  Unknown  Young  Vioman  Killed  on  the  Bal- 
timore &  Ohio  Road. 

Mount  Vernon,  Ohio,  March  17. — 
About  2:30  this  morning  a  young  woman 
was  found  beside  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio 
track,  a  short  distance  north  of  this  city. 

She  was  unconscious  and  badly  injured. 
She  was  brought  to  Mount  Vernon,  and 
in  a  short  time  word  was  received  from 
Train  8,  east  bound,  that  a  young  wo- 
man, who  got  on  the  train  at  Chicago, 
was  missing. 

She  had  entered  the  toilet  room  of  the 
car  just  after  the  tr.ain  left  Chicago  Junc- 
tion. At  Newark  the  room  was  broken 
into  and  the  window  found  raised,  but 
the  woman  had  disappeared.  It  is  sup- 
posed that  she  jumped  out  of  it  while  toe 
train  was  in  rapid  motion. 

The  woman  was  about  20  years  of  age, 
and  w^as  traveling  on  a  second-class 
ticket  to  Clarksburg,  W.  Va.,  and 
is  thought,  from  marks  on  her  clothing, 
to  be  a  Miss  Flemming.  of  that  city.  She 
died  at  the  hospital  m  this  city  this  morn- 
ing without  regaining  consciousness. 


POISON  IN  THE  TEA  POT. 

A  San  Antonio  Woman  and  Her  Son  Poisoned 
by  Strychnine. 

San  Antonio,  Tex.,  March  17.— A 
mysterious  case  of  poisoning  occurred 
here  last  night,  as  a  result  of  which  Mrs. 
Rosa  Brown,  a  widow,  aged  63  years,  is 
dead,  and  her  son,  a  10  year-old  boy,  is 
lying  dangerously  ill. 

Mrs.  Brown  kept  a  boarding  house  at 
905  San  Pedro  street,  and  late  last  even- 
ing Mrs.  Brown  brewed  a  little  pot  of 
tsi,  of  which  she  and  her  boy  drank.  An 
examination  of  the  tea  reveals  a  large 
quantity  of  strychnine  in  the  pot,  and  the 
police  believe  it  is  a  case  of  suicide  from 
despondency.

TRAGEDY  IN  ALABAMA. 

Result  of  a  Convict's  Attempt  io  Escape  in 
Birmingham. 

Nashville,  March  17. — A  special 
from  Birmingham,  Aki.,  says:  This  fore- 
noon a  negro,  Charles  Fleming,  a  city 
convict,  attempted  to  escape  from  the 
street  gang.

Hoyt  said  yesterday  tvith  reference  to 
the  suit  brought  by  Leonidas  and  Alfred 
Merritt  against  C.  W.  Wetmore,  in  con- 
nection with  the  affairs  of  the  American 
Steel  Barge  company,  that  if  Mr.  Wet- 
more had  used  the  securities  in  question, 
he  had  a  perfect  right  to  do  so,  as  the 
collateral  had  not  been  redeemed. 

James  Hoyt,  counsel  for  the  steel  barge 
company,  said  that  the  Merritls  had 
given  full  authorization,  in  writing,  to  hy- 
pothecate the  securities.  Mr.  W^etmore, 
according  to  this  gentleman,  is  not  now 
connected  with  the  steel  barge  company. 

Commodore  Whiting  Dying. 

New  York,  March  17.— Commodore 
WhiUng,  retired  of  the  United  States 
navy,  lies  at  the  point  of  death  at  his 
home,  the  result  of  a  shock  from  an  acci- 
dent which  befell  him  about  nine  weeks 
ago.  Commodore  Whiting  is  blind.  He 
began  to  lose  his  sight  while  in  the  active 
service  of  the  navy.  As  the  result  of  an 
exammation  of  his  eyes,  he  was  retired 
Oct.  12,  1881.  His  condition  gradually 
gfrew  worse,  until  he  became  entirely 
blind.

Washington,  March  17. — What  will 
be  the  nature  of  Col.  Breckinridge's  de- 
fense? The  line  of  cross-examination 
pursued  by  Miss  Pollard's  counsel  has 
thus  far  afforded  no  distinct  clue  as  to 
what  the  answer  will  be  to  the  terribly 
distinct  and  circumstantial  evidence  of 
the  plaintiff  and  her  witnesses,  some  of 
them  of  a  character  impossible  of  im- 
peachment. No  point  in  the  defendant's 
favor  has  yet  been  established  except 
the  admission  from  Miss  Pollard  that 
during  her  engagement  (or  contract,  as 
she  insists  it  shall  be  called)  with  James 
C.  Rodes  and  while  her  liaison  with 
Col.  Breckinridge  was  going  on,  she  was 
engaged  to  be  married  to  a  young  man 
named  Rosell  and  was  obliged  to  break 
the  engagement  in  order  to  go  away 
from  Wesleyan  seminary  to  make  ar- 
rangements for  the  birth  of  her  first 
child. 

Each  of  the  distinct  allegations  in  the 
plaintiff's  voluminous  petition  has  been 
sustained  by  proof  more  or  less  positive. 
Some  of  the  witnesses,  it  will  be  remem- 
bered, fail  clearly  to  identify  Miss  Pol- 
lard as  the  person  who  presented  her- 
self to  them  in  her  difficulties  under  vari- 
ous assumed  names,  but  they  testify  that 
there  was  such  a  person,  and  sustain  the 
facts  as  set  out  in  the  petition;  and 
though,  as  the  counsel  for  the  plaictiff 
said  in  his  opening  address,  the  seduc- 
tion feature  practically  drops  out  of  the 
case,  because  there  is  no  law  in  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  by  which  a  poor  girl  of 
legal  age,  thus  wronged,  can  obtain  re- 
dress, yet  the  incidental  circumstantial 
confirmation  of  the  other  portion  of  the 
plaintiff's  case  of  breach  of  promise  to 
marry,  afforded  by  the  evidence  on  the- 
first  named  point,  will  naturally  have  its 
effect  on  the  jury. 

The  defendant  in  his  sworn  answer  de- 
nies the  seduction,  denies  his  paternity 
of  the  plaintiff's  children  and  says  the 
allegation  that  he  promised  to  marry  the 
plaintiff  at  the  time  she  alleges  is  not 
true,  for  the  reason  that  at  that  time 
"such  a  marriage  was  impossible."  The 
meaning  of  the  last  phrase  in  the  answer 
is  now  made  clear  by  the  production  of 
the  certificate  of  the  private  marriage  of 
Col.  Breckinridge  and  Mrs.  Wing  in  New 
York  on  April  2q,  1893,  two  months  be- 
fore his  public  marriage  to  the  same 
lady  in  Kentucky. 

But  lawyers  still  fail  to  see  how  a  mar- 
riage effected  in  April  can  be  pleaded 
against  a  promise  of  marriage  made  in 
the  preceding  August,  according  to  the 
plaintiffs  evidence,  and  repeated  in  the 
presence  of  Mrs.  Julia  C.  Blackburn, 
widow  of  Governor  Luke  Blackburn,  on 
the  following  Good  Friday,  March  ■^i. 
Mrs.  Blackburn's  remembrance  tliat  it 
was  on  Good  Friday  the  scene  which  she 
witnessed  occurred,  seems  to  fix  the  date 
beyond  a  possibility  of  mistake.  The 
secret  marriage,  it  is  held  only  affect| 
the  promises  to  marry  made  in  the  pres- 
ence of  Maj.  Moore,  chief  of  police,  and 
Dr.  Lincoln,  both  of  which  took  place 
subsequent  to  April  2q,  i8<)3. 

The  almost  general  belief  is  that  the 
counsel  for  Col.  Breckinridge  will  try  to 
prove  that  Miss  Pollard  had  been  led 
astray  before  Col.  Breckinridge  met  her 
and  that  she  sustained  illicit  relations 
with  other  men.  No  evidence  Las  yet 
appeared  tending  to  pv>ve  this  insinua- 
tion. Efforts  were  made  in  the  close  in- 
quiry into  the  plaintiff's  life  in  Lexing- 
ton and  elsewhere,  to  implicate  several 
prominent  men,  two  of  them  well  known 
authors,  and  another  Col.  A.  M.  Swope. 
who  was  killed  in  a  street  duel  by 
Cassius  Clay  Gooloe.  These  attempts 
were  not  successful.  It  was  shown  that 
while  Col.  Swope  boarded  across  the 
street  from  the  house  occupied  by  Miss 
Pollard  in  Lexington,  he  had  never  once 
called  upon  her;  in  tact  had  never  been 
seen  to  speak  to  her.

A  similar  bill  was  intro- 
duced by  Mr.  Bryan,  of  Nebraska,  but 
the  Tucker  bill  is  regarded  as  more  com- 
plete in  detail  and  has  the  approval  of 
the  committee.

Chicago  Makes  Use  of  One  or  Two  in  Dis- 
posing of  Garbage  in  Streets 
and  Alleys. 


They  Save  the    Large  Expense  of  Cartage 

and  Cost  About  One  Thousand 

Dollars  Each. 


The  City   Also   Has  a   Large  Stationary 

Burner  For  the  Heavier  Refuse  Which 

is  Gathered. 


"I  see  that  the  new  mayor  has  decided 
that  the  streets  and  alleys  must  all  be 
cleaned  this  spring, " 

"Yes,  and  some  of  them  need  it  pretty 
badly.  Now  here's  Superior  street,  cov- 
ered with  the  ice  and  other  .s:atherinG:s  of 
a  winter's  season.  It  wimldn  t  he  a  bad 
idea  to  begin  right  here,  and  soon,  too." 
This  was  a  small  part  of  the  conversa- 
tion which  was  overheard  to  take  place 
between  two  men  wading  in  the  mud 
and  climbing  over  the  accumulated  ice 
on  Superior  street  to  get  across  to  the  St. 
Louis  hotel. 

Before  the  elections,  when  the  news- 
papers are  rejoicing  in  a  steady  supply 
of  news  and  the  people,  in  some  other 
topic  of  which  to  talk  other  than  the 
weather,  the  excitement  and  speculation 
of  the  many  are  all  turned  toward  the 
important  question  of  who  will  get  the 
most  votes,  and  not  what  is  this  man's 
speciiic  policy  going  to  be,  or  will  he 
bind  himself  by  iron-clad  promises.  In 
truth  the  late  election,  at  least  of  the 
more  important  officers,  was  remarkable 
for  a  lack  of  promises  of  a  binding  and 
deteiled  character.  But  after  the  victory 
is  won  and  the  defeated  ones  have  ac- 
ciistomed  themselves  to  being  common 
citizens  again,  the  people  begin  to  turn 
their  eyes  to  those  whom  they 
have  placed  in  authority  to 
find  out  what  they  are  go- 
ing to  do.  Now  the  new  incumbents 
have  to  declare  their  policy  and  they  do 
well  if  they  conform  to  the  wishes  ol  the 
people  and  the  status  of  the  times. 

The  close  followers  of  Mayor  Lewis' 
policy  thus  far  and  his  appointment  of 
city  officers  are  much  pleased.  He  has 
declared  himself  on  the  water  question 
and  now  he  comes  forward  with  another 
proposition  which  will  be  of  especial 
satisfaction  to  all  who  want  a  city  which 
shall  be  healthful  as  well  as  beautiful. 
He  says  that  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the 
city  shall  all  be  thoroughly  cleaned  this 
spring  and  kept  clean  afterward.  The 
problem  of  sweeping  and  flushing 
the  paved  streets  is  a  comparatively 
easy  one.  or  will  be  as  soon  as  Old  Sol 
has  made  way  with  the  ice  and  snow, 
which  still  hang  on  in  many  places,  if 
the  pick  of  the  laboring  man  doesn't  do 
it  beforehand. 

It  has  been  said  that  water  supply  and 
aqueduct  systems  make  up  the  first 
necessity  which  growing  municipalities 
must  fight.  Then  comes  drainage;  after 
drainage,  light  and  transit.  But  now  the 
rapidly  increasing  city  finds  another 
question  confronting  itself.  The  place 
which  was  constituted  into  a  municipal 
back  yard  yesterday  in  which  to  dump 
the  garbage  from  the  alleys  and  other 
holes  has  been  today  usurped  by  the  rap- 
idly outward  bound  lines  of  dweUing,  and 
is  another  suburb  of  a  fast  growing  city. 
The  health  of  the  city  demands  some 
new  mode  for  the  disposing  of  the  refuse 
which  comes  from  the  alleys. 

Perhaps  Duluth  has  not  reached  that 
advanced  stage  in  her  growth  when  this 
problem  of  disposing  of  garbage  has  be- 
come a  pressing  one.  There  may  be 
plenty  of  room  here  for  a  civic  backyard 
damping  ground,  but  still  the  time  mav 
not  be  far  distant,  on  the  other  hana 
when  the  question  will  become  one  of 
serious  importance  if  the  city's  health  Is 
to  be  preserved.  So  perhaps  it  would  be 
interesting  in  this  connection  to  note  the 
methods  employed  by  some  of  the  larger 
cities  in  disposing  of  their  refuse. 

Chicago  has  been  experimenting  of 
late  with  different  systems  of  reduction 
or  cremation.  At  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  is 
located  what  is  considered  by  many  to 
be  the  best  stationary  burner  in  the 
country.  This  is  a  small  one,  built  for  a 
small  town.  In  England  stationary  garb- 
age   burners    can    melt  anything  that  is 


fed  to  them,  one  plant  being  able  to  dis- 
pose of  fifty  dead  horses  at  once. 

Chicago  is  unique  in  more  ways  than 
one,  and  was  bound  to  maintain  her 
reputation  in  the  garbage  burning  line. 
The  city  has  a  very  efficient  stationary 
burner,  but  her  superintendent  of  street 
nod  alley  cleaning  made  a  departure 
from  old  methods  and  the  result  was  an 
ingenious  device.  He  called  it  a  travel- 
ing crematory,  in  distinction  to  the  sta- 
tionary. At  first  glance  it  looks  much 
like  the  steam  sewer  inlet  cleaner  which 
has  become  a  familiar  sight  in  the  streets 
of  Duluth.  Its  construction  is  simple. 
It  resembles  a  horizontal  boiler  on 
wheels,  in  which  the  compartments  are  so 
divided  that  the  primary  combination- 
chamber  receives  the  refuse,  which,  with 
sprays  of  coal  oil  issuing  from  oil  tanks 
placed  perpendicularly  on  the  top  of  the 
boiler,  produces  the  heat.  A  high  tem- 
perature is  produced  in  this  maniier,  and 
It  is  needed. 

If  anyone  thinks  that  garbage  burning 
could  be  done  in  the  open  air  in  the 
manner  of  an  ancient  bonfire  let  him 
take  a  stroll  some  pleasant  day  through 
some  of  the  back  alleys  of  Duluth,  even, 
and  make  a  note  of  what  he  sees  there. 
Old  fruit  cans,  bottles,  worn-out  stove 
lids,  old  iron,  etc.,  must  go  to  the  station- 
ary burner  where  they  will  be  destroyed 
beyond  recognition,  but  all  other  refuse 
the  portable  burner  will  consume.  These 
other  articles  consist  of  paper,  old  wood, 
rags,  rubber,  or  other  odd  stuff  that  is 
found  lying  about  in  out  of  the  way 
places.  The  garbage  is  first  put  in  a 
drying  chamber  of  the  portable  burner. 
Then  it  is  placed  in  the  combustion 
chamber  proper  where  it  is  entirely  con- 
sumed. The  transfer  is  made  by  open- 
ing a  door  in  the  drying  chamber  and 
pushing  the  contents  forward  on  grates 
that  are  placed  at  a  declini.ng  angle.  It 
takes  but  four  minutes  for  the  garbage 
to  go  through  the  drying  process  and 
then  to  pass  through  the  combustion 
chamber  to  be  reduced  to  ashes.  The 
fumes  pass  through  another  spray  of 
oil  and  are  sent  through  the 
tlame  made  by  the  other  sprays 
of  oil  and  the  burning  refuse.  The  great 
value  of  this  portable  burner  is  the  sav- 
ing in  cartage,  the  collection  and  trans- 
fer of  the  garbage  by  teams  to  a  station- 
ary burner  or  dumping  grounds  forming 
a  big  item  in  a  city's  list  of  expenses. 

The  Chicago  superintendent's  portable 
burners  cost  him  about  Siooo  each.  The 
city  uses  two  of  these  larger  ones  for  the 
burning  of  garbage  and  refuse,  one  smal- 
ler one  for  consuming  garbage  only,  and 
a  score  (>f  still  smaller  traveling  burners 
for  burning  waste  paper  picked  up  in  the 
streets. 

This  idea  of  the  traveling  crematory 
is  a  unTque  one  and  might  prove  to  be 
an  efficient  means  of  keeping  Duluth's 
back  alleys  free  of  refuse  and  garbage 
if  used  on  a  small  scale,  or  rather  a  scale 
which  the  amount  of  work  demands. 

In  the  large,  well-constructed  station- 
ary crematory  no  distinction  is  made  as 
to  kind  of  material  burned;  ashes,  bot- 
tles, scrap  iron  and  tin  are  tlung  into  the 
hot  fire,  are  worked  over  and  over  and 
finally  are  thrown  out  reduced  to  fine 
ashes. 

Such  a  complicated  and  intricate  way 
of  disposing  of  a  city's  refuse  is  perhaps 
a  thing  of  the  distant  future  for  Duluth, 
but  it  certainly  is  a  matter  almost  as  im- 
portant as  that  of  a  water  supply,  for  the 
purity  of  the  latter  is  more  often  depend- 
ent on  the  method  of  disposing  of  refuse 
than  one  thinks.

Story   About  His 
Unfounded. 

An  unintentional  injustice  towards  Dr. 
Maas  was  done  in  the  3  o'clock  edition 
of  The  Herald  yesterday,  by  publishing 
the  story  of  the  police  officer  who  was  at 
the  Wagner  house,  where  the  dynamite 
explosion  occurred,  that  Dr.  Maas  was 
called  but  refused  to  do  anything  be- 
cause the  family  was  a  poor  one.  This 
statement,  which  was  made  by  the  officer 
to  a  reporter,  was  untrue.  Dr.  Maas  did 
all  that  was  possible  for  the  injured 
people,  without  asking  or  expecting  a 
fee.  The  subjoined  letters  are  self  ex- 
planatory: 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

In  yesterday's  3  o'clock  edition  of  your 
paper,  in  writing  up  the  dynamite  explo- 
sion, you  make  an  unwarranted  and  dam- 
aging statement  against  me  as  a  man 
and  physician.  First,  you  say  that  I 
looked  at  the  unfortunates  and  said  that 
another  physician  would  have  to  be  sum- 
moned as  1  did  not  want  to  be  bothered 
with  the  case.  I  made  no  such  remark, 
nor  any  remark.  Further  on  you  say 
that  the  neighbors  and  the  police  officer 
assert  that  I  seemed  unwilling  to  extend 
my  services  because  the  family  was  a 
poor  one.  The  facts  are  these:  I  res- 
ponded to  the  call  immediately  and  ar- 
rived there  some  five  or  eight  minutes 
before  the  police  patrol  wagon.  I  en- 
tered the  hqjise  just  as  the  boy  Otto 
breathed  his  last.  1  then  went  into  the 
next  house  to  see  the  other  members  of 
the  famiiy.  I  found  the  mother  the  most 
seriously  injured:  she  had  her  eyes  full 
of  powder  and  grit.  I  said  she  must  be 
removed  to  the  hospital  where  an  oculist 
could  look  after  her  eyss. 

The  other  mem'Ders  of  the  family  were 
circulating  among  the  spectators.  The 
baby  had  a  burn  on  its  right  leg.  I  gave 
orders  to  one  of  the  women  present  to 
make  a  certain  application  to  the  wound. 
They  ail  had  their  faces  and  hands  filled 
with  powder  and  grit.  There  was  noth- 
ing to  be  done  for  them  unless  to  pick 
the  powder  out  of  their  f.ices.  That  was 
no  time  or  place  to  begin  such  a  slow 
and  tedious  operation.  I  did  not  look 
for  nor  expect  a  fee  for  my  services.  I 
am  proud  to  say  that  the  members  of 
the  medical  profession  do  not  think 
about  fees  while  en  dutv  in  emergency 
cases.  Dr.  R,  J.  Maas.

In  yesterday's  3  o'clock  edition  of  your 
paper,  in  your  article  on  the  dynamite 
explosion,  you  claim  that  I  made  the  as- 
sertion that  Dr.  Maas  seemed  unwilling 
to  extend  his  services  because  the  family 
was  a  poor  one.

London,  March  17. -The  fifty-first 
race  between  the  crews  of  the  universi- 
ties of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  since 
i82(>,  when  the  present  series  beg^in,  was 
rowed  this  morning,  and  Oxford  won  by 
three  and  a  halt  lengths  in  21  minutes, 
39  seconds.  The  race  was  rowed  over 
the  championship  course  of  four  and  a 
half  miles,  from  Putney  to  Mortlake,  the 
start  being  made  from  moored  boats  im- 
mediately above  Putney  bridge  and  the 
finish  at  the  ship  hotel  at  Mortlake. 

At  an  early  hour  the  wide  foreshore 
between  the  river  and  the  boat  houses 
near  the  Putney  bridge,  the  bridge  itself, 
the  tow  path  between  Putney  and  Ham- 
mersmith bridges,  Hammersmith  bridge, 
the  tow  path  below  harnes  briil^e  aad 
the  tow  path  above  Barnes  bridge  to  the 
finish,  were  black  with  crowds  that  were 
constantly  increasing  in  numbers,  t  The 
weather  was  raw  and  cold,  and  a  thick 
fog  at  Putney  threatened  to  obscure  the 
movements  of  the  boats  from  spectators 
at  the  starting  point,  but  with  the  rising 
of  the  sun  the  fog  lifted  and  the  race  was 
rowed  in  sunshine. 

The  water  was  in  superb  condition, 
scarcely  rippled  by  the  light,  variable 
northeasterly  bree/e.  Indeed  no  univer- 
sity race  has  been  rowed  in  recent  years 
under  more  favorable  conditions.  Ox- 
ford won  the  toss  and  chose  the  .Surrey 
side  of  the  river.  The  Cambridge  crew, 
the  challengers,  were  first  to  get  their 
boat  into  the  water.  No  time  was  lost  in 
getting  into  position,  and  the  starting 
signal — a  pistol  shot— was  given  at  ex- 
actly 9:12  a.  m. 

The  crews  caught  the  water  simul- 
taneously, but  the  Cambridge's  first 
stroke  shoved  the  nose  of  their  boat 
ahead.  At  the  second  stroke,  both  boats 
were  abreast.  After  a  few  more  strokes 
however,  Oxford  began  to  draw  slowly 
ahead  and  continued  to  increase  her 
lead.  Oxford  was  rowing  thirty-nine 
strokes  a  minute  and  Cambridge  was 
rowing  thirty-eight.  As  they  reached 
the  boat  houses,  Oxford  was  a  quarter  of 
a  length  ahead,  and  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  bend  at  that  point  favored 
Cambridge,  the  latter  could  not  cut  down 
the  lead.  Both  crews  at  this  point  were 
doing  their  utmost  and  Cambridge  made 
repeated  spurts,  but  in  spite  of  the  effort 
sh»  kept  astern. 

At  Crabtree,  which  was  reached  at 
9:17,  Oxford  was  half  a  length  ahead. 
Heading  across  the  river  for  the  soap 
works,  Oxford  had  the  advantage  and 
made  the  most  of  it.  Hammersmith 
bridge,  which  was  reached  at  9:23,  found 
Oxford  a  length  and  a  halt  in  ibe  lead, 
with  every  man  apparently  strong.  VVith 
the  race  well  in  hand,  barring  accidents, 
Oxford  settled  into  a  steady  36-stroke 
after  passing  Hammersmith.  Cambridge, 
unable  to  stand  the  strain  o:  a  sustained 
spurt  at  that  time,  pulled  the  same  stroke. 
Observing  this,  Oxtord  lowered  her 
stroke  to  34,  but  pulled  strongly  and  in 
excellent  form.  The  exhaustion  of  the 
Cambridge  crew  was  now  apparent. 
They  rowed  with  a  short,  splashing 
stroke,  and  were  palpably  incapable  ol 
making  another  spurt. 

Reaching  Chicwick  at  9:27  Oxford  was 
two  lengths  ahead.  Cambridge  still 
splashing.  Oxford  here  reduced  the 
power  of  her  stroke  and  rowed  easily 
and  leisurely.  The  race  had  now  be- 
come a  procession  and  Cambridge  was 
getting  the  wash  of  the  Oxford  boat. 
Barnes  railway  bridge  was  pa^s-jd  at  9:21; 
and  Cambridge  at  that  point  was  three 
lengths  behind  and  showed  increasing 
signs  of  flagging. 

From  Barnes  to  the  finish  Oxford 
rowed  like  a  party  out  for  a  pleasure 
trip,  while  the  Cambridge  crew  had  the 
appearance  of  an  exhausted  boat 
load  of  men,  endeavoring  to 
get  ashore  before  their  boat  sunk.  Ox- 
tord passed  the  finish  at  9:33:29,  three 
and  a  half  lengths  ahead.  The^  Cam- 
bridge men.  entirely  pumped  out,  did  not 
cross  the  finish  line. 

The  scenes  along  the  banks  and  the 
river  were  very  much  the  same  as  is 
usual  on  such  occasions.  Apart  from  the 
centers  of  the  assembly  already  men- 
tioned, every  part  of  the  course  was  filled 
with  a  greater  or  fewer  number  of  spec- 
tators, according  to  the  facilities  for 
reaching  the  shore.

adopted  by  the  postoftice  departnnent 
and  put  into  general  use  for  a  long  time- 
Such  an  inven'.ioii  would  not  only  be 
most  expensive  to  the  kjoverimieiu,  hut 
in  order  to  perfect  the  system  much  time 
ai;<l  Libor  must  necessarily  be  consumed 
in  the  surveying  of  the  routes  and  the 
layinjf  of  the  tubes  in  a  few  larfi:e  cities 
where  the  postal  service  would  warrant 
its  use. 

About  a  vear  ago  a  company  was  or 
ganizcd  in 'Philadelphia,  among  whom 
were  several  gentlemen  who  witnessed 
the  workings  of  the  I'.iris  system.  A 
proposition  was  made  by  them  to  the 
postmaster  general,  in  which  they  agreed 
to  lay  a  oneumatic  tube  between  the 
Fhiiadelphia  postoltice  and  the  Kast 
Chestnut  strce:  station,  about  a  halt  mile 
distant,  without  any  expense  to  the  gov- 
ernment, in  the  hope  that,  ia  the  event 
thai  the  deparuuent  was  satisfied  of  the 
success  of  the  experiment,  it  would  be 
p'it  into  general  use 

Thel  company  agreed  to  lay  the  tube 
ami  maintain  its  expense  for  one  year, 
!l  has  been  watched  with  the  closest  in- 
terest by  the  piiitolTice  officials  and  the 
s^eneral  opinion  is  th-it  it  is  a  success  in 
every  panicular.  Kncouraged  by  its 
practicability,  a  similir  comoany  was 
shortly  afterwards  formed  in  New  York 
for  th*  purpose  of  laving  a  tube  between 
Ne.v  York  and  Brooklyn.  Much  diftl- 
rulty  was  experienced  in  getting  the 
right-of-way  over  the  llrooklyn  bridge, 
but  finally  consent  wai  given  and  the 
work  of  laying  the  tube  was  about  to  be 
started,  when  the  general  depression  in 
business  set  in  and  the  plan  was  aban- 
doned. 

The  Philadelphia  company  however, 
continued  the  use  of  its  tube,  free  of  ex- 
pense to  the  government.  Oa  Feb.  i 
last,  its  contract  expired  and  they  were 
unwilling  to  continue  the  transmission 
of  the  mails  unless  the  government 
shared  a  proportion  of  the  expenses. 
Application  was  made  to  the  postmaster 
^!.  and  it  was  agreed  to 
e  a  part  of  the  expense  of  main- 
::  the  Hue  until  next  February. 
-..^wOJtjli  no  SDtcific  appropriation  has 
ever  bee:)  made  by  congress  for  experi- 
menting with  the  pneumatic  tube,  the 
postmaster  general,  in  view  of  the  suc- 
cess of  the  undertaking,  felt  warranted  in 
drawing  upon  the  emergency  fund  at  his 
disposal,  to  cuniinue  its  use. 

The  tube  used  in  Fhiiadelphia,  which 
in  lime  is  expected  to  be  put  into  gener- 
al use  in  all  large  ci-ies,  is  pronounced 
by  the  foreign  experts  who  have  visited 
this  country  to  excel  those  in  operation 
m  Paris  and  Londou.  The  interior  of  the 
Paris  tube  is  about  iheree  inches  in  di- 
ameter, the  English  tube  is  even  smaller, 
while  that  used  m  Philadelphia  is  nearly 
SIX  inches  in  diameter  and  is  capable  of 
carrying  newspaper  packages.

The  Adelphi  girls  are  al)0iit  the  first 
of  tht-ir  sex  to  play  the  KAiue,  but  they  take 
to  it  a.s  naturally  us  the  proverbial  duck 
takes  to  \v.Hter.  and  many  of  them  are  al- 
ready very  pioUcient  players.  The  girls 
who  participate  iu  the  game  range  iu  age 
from  the  young  miss  of  10  to  the  young 
lady  of  10.  They  are  modestly  and  bccora- 
insciy  attired  iu  gymnasium  suits  of  blue 
fluunel,  with  full  Turkish  trousers,  blouse 
waists  and  tenuis  shoes,  and  eveiy  game 
brings  the  nises  into  their  cheeks  aud  adds 
to  their  store  of  health  ami  strength. 

There  is  hardly  a  muscle  in  the  human 
luxlythat  is  not  brought  into  play  again 
and  again  during  tho  progress  of  a  game  of 
handball.  The  lively  nioving^abont  the 
court  to  intercept  the  ball  calls  into  use  all 
the  muscles  of  the  legs.  Serving  the  ball 
or  returning  it  keeps  both  hands  aud  arms 
bu.«y,  and  as  the  body  is  constantly  itssum- 
inK  different  positions,  according  to  the 
varying  height  of  the  ball  when  it  is  struck, 
all  the  uuiscles  of  the  arms,  hands,  back, 
chest  and  neck  are  used  every  minute  dur- 
ing the  game. 

The  value  of  handball  as  part  of  a  boxer's 
training  is  acknowledged  by  the  greatest 
exponents  of  the  manly  art  in'  the  world. 
James  J.  Corbett  is  an  enthusiastic  cham- 
pion of  the  game  and  doubtless  owes  much 
of  his  phenomenal  qnlekness  on  his  feet  to 
his  faithful  practice  in  a  handball  court. 
John  L.  Sullivan  has  also  testified  to  the 
merit  of  handball  as  an  adjunct  of  a  box- 
er's training.  In  fact,  any  man  who  wishes 
to  reduce  his  avoirdupois  and  increase  his 
muscle  and  endurance  could  choose  no  bet- 
ter pastime  for  the  purpose  than  handb.<ill. 
The  origin  of  the  sport  is  lost  in  the  mists 
of  antiquity,  but  it  is  said  that  it  was  plaj'ed 
in  Rome  iiO  years  before  the  time  of  Christ. 
The  game  has  been  played  iu  Ireland  for 
over  a  century,  but  tho  Spaniards  claim  to 
have  intnxiuced  the  sport  to  the  sons  of 
Erin.  Tennis  and  rackets  l>oth  resemble 
handball  somewhat  and  were  undoubtedly 
taken  from  it.  One  great  point  in  favor  of 
liamlball  is  its  simplicity.  Any  child  may 
be  taught  it  in  five  minutes,  and  no  compli- 
cated apparatus  is  recjuired.  The  hands,  a 
small  rubber  ball  and  the  side  of  a  bam  are 
all  that  areneedetl  forthe  game  in  its  prim- 
itive state.  Two  or  four  men  usually  play, 
and  the  idea  of  the  game  is  for  one  party  to 
knock  the  ball  with  the  hand  against  the 
side  of  a  bam  or  the  end  of  a  court  in  such  a 
manner  that  the  opposing  party  may  be  un- 
able to  return  the  ball  against  the  wall 
Again  by  either  striking  it  on  the  fly  or  on 
the  first  Ijound.  Twenty-one  aces  consti- 
tute a  game,  and  an  ace  is  made  when  a 
man  serving  or  returning  the  ball  does  it  :n 
snch  a  manner  that  his  opponent  cannot 
drive  the  ball  against  the  wall  again.

Improved  News  Service. 

Beginning  on  Monday  next,  The  Her- 
ald will  receive  the  full  tele- 
graphic service  of  the  Associated  Press, 
the  greatest  news  gathering  association 
in  the  world,  which  has  extended  its 
leased  wire  system  from  Chicago  to  Du- 
luth.  This  service  will  place  The  Her- 
ald upon  an  equality  with  all  the  lead- 
ing newspapers  of  the  country. 

The  Herald  has  heretofore  controlled 
the  day  franchises  of  the  Associated 
I'rcss  and  the  United  Press  in  Duluth, 
and  it  has  been  receiving  the  report  of 
the  latter  association.  The  United  Press 
service  has  become  much  crippled  by 
the  desertion  of  the  leading  papers,  espe- 
cially those  in  the  WesL  The  Cbicigo 
Tribune,  Herald  and  lnter-Oce.-in  .ire 
among  those  which  have  abandoned  it 
and  joined  the  Associated  Press,  thus 
leaving  the  United  Press  without  a  sin- 
gle paper  in  that  ^reat  city.  The  St. 
Paul  Pioneer  Press,  Globe  and  Dispatch, 
and  the  Minneapolis  Tribune  and  Jour- 
nal have  followed  this  example,  and  in 
St.  Louis,  Kansas  City,  Omaha  and  many 
of  the  other  principal  cities  of  the  West 
the  leading  papers  have  decided  to  use 
the  Associated  Press  service. 

The  Associated  Press  is  what  its  name 
implies— an  association  of  the  news- 
papers of  the  country  for  the  collection, 
exchange  and  distribution  of  the  world's 
news — and  the  advantage  which  it  has 
over  all  other  news  gathering  organiza- 
tions, by  reason  of  having  access  to  the 
news  gathered  by  all  these  journals,  can 
be  readily  appreciated  by  any 
one  who  gives  the  subject  a 
thought.  The  United  Press  being 
now  practically  shut  out  of  the  West 
and  having  become  exclusively  an  East- 
ern news  bureau  and  likely  to  quit  the 
West  entirely  at  an  early  date.  The  Her- 
alil  ceases  today  to  use  its  report  and 
will  hereafter  publish  the  full  and  com- 
plete report  of  the  Associated  Press.

The 
Herald  will  thus  enjoy  unequalled  facili- 
ties for  presenting  all  the  news  of  the 
world  promptly  and  fully  to  the  people 
at  the  head  of  Lake  Superior.

The  Fury  of  a  Woman. 

A  woman  is  at  the  bottom  of  the  seri- 
ous trouble  imminent  in  Colorado.  Gov- 
ernor Waite  is  led  by  the  nose  by  his 
wife,  who  appears  of  a  very  bloodthirsty 
disposition  and  possessed  with  a  desire 
to  crush  out  of  existence  all  those  who 
dare  dispute  the  power  of  the  executive 
to  do  as  be  pleases. 

It  was  Mrs.  Waite,  according  to  the 
dispatches  today,  who  has  been  respon- 
sible for  the  calling  out  of  the  state 
militia  and  almost  causing  blood  to  flow 
in  the  streets  of  Denver.  Had  any  blood 
been  spilled,  as  at  one  time  seemed 
probable,  Mrs.  Waite  would  likely  have 
been  a  widow  today,  because  there  was 
a  popular  feeling  that  would  have  re- 
sulted in  the  lynching  of  the  governor, 
disgraceful  though  such  an  occurrence 
would  have  been  to  the  state. 

The  antics  of  this  woman  will  not  be 
likely  to  advance  the  cause  of  female 
suffrage,  in  Colorado  at  least.  This  case 
illustrates  in  a  striking  manner  the  great 
danger  that  would  result  from  placmg  an 
excitable  and  passionate  woman  in  a 
position  of  such  great  responsibility  as 
that  of  governor.

addresses  ever  heard  there.  He  closed 
by  referring  lightly  to  the  defendant  in 
the  breach  of  promise  suit  at  Washing- 
ton, who  is  a  candidate  for  re-election, 
but  drawing  a  contrast  between  him  and 
former  representatives  of  the  district.  In 
referring  to  Henry  Clay  and  John  C. 
Breckinridge,  Mr. Owens  eloquently  said: 

"We  tur  -^  oa  the  one  hand  to  the  beau- 
tiful cemetery,  where  from  its  green 
sward  towering  shafts  spring  heaven- 
ward to  wake  the  memories  of  the  great 
commoner;  or,  on  the  other  hand,  to  your 
public'mart,  where  from  your  very  door- 
way of  civilization's  temple  the  bronze 
memento  proclaims  Kentucky  pride;  the 
air  is  redolent  with  songs  of  love  and 
praise  from  your  glorious  dead  and  re- 
sonant with  warning  for  him  who  seeks 
unworthily  to  lift  the  m.'iiitle  fallen  from 
forms  of  such  heroic  mold.  Place  in  my 
keeping  the  banner  that  marks  your 
sacred  trust,  and,  though  I  may  not  lift  it 
where  it  floated  in  the  days  of  old,  by  the 
heavens  that  bend  above,  by  the  hills 
that  seem  eternal,  I  swear  to  return  it  un- 
stained by  dishonor." 

There  is  no  mistaking  the  effect  of 
such  an  address  upon  the  people  of  the 
Ashland  district,  as  it  is  called  in  Ken- 
tucky. The  political  career  of  Col. 
Breckinridge,  no  matter  what  the  ver- 
dict in  the  breach  of  promise  suit  may 
be,  has  evidently  come  to  an  abrupt  ter- 
mination. 


Governor  Peck  evinces  a  determin- 
ation to  put  an  end  to  prize-fighting  in 
Wisconsin,  for  which  he  is  to  be  com- 
mended. The  northern  part  of  Wiscon- 
sin has  been  the  scene  of  many  brutal 
prize  fights  in  recent  years,  and  some 
are  now  proposed  to  be  held  for  alleged 
charitable  purposes,  which  is  but  an 
attempt  to  induce  the  authorities  not  to 
interfere.

H'err  Carl  Ried'elsberger,  the  violinist, 
captivated  everyone.  He  played  upon  a 
genuine  old  Caspar  di  Salo,  a  rare  make 
of  Italian  violin--,  and  be  rendered  the 
"Fantasie  Caprice"  of  Vieuxlenips.  one 
of  the  selections  most  frequently  offered 
by  the  famous  Sarasate— dainty  in  touch, 
wierd  in  modulations,  hard  to  under- 
stand, harder  to  execute.

The  program  com- 
prised selections  from  iuch  eminent 
composers  as  Dvoraic,  I^rahms,  \  ieux- 
icmps.  Schubert  and  Rubinstein,  and  the 
personnel  of  the  artists  was  a  guaranty 
of  excellent  presentation.  At  an  early 
hour  the  theater  was  tilted  with  a  repre- 
sentative audience.  Weil  known  pro- 
fesai  jnal  musicians  and  p.-ilrons  of  music 
occupied  the  boxes;  the  T-ohemian  club 
scat  a  delegation  to  the  balcony  and  the 
parquet  and  circle  were  crowded  with  an 
an  attentive  audience. 

Miss  Eva  M.  Alcou.  of  St.  P-uiI.  ren- 
dered Pullison's  "VVallz  Song."  a  dilii- 
cult  and  technical  soprano  solo,  with  ele- 
gant taste,  and  for  encore  responded 
with  the  "Sunrise"  of  Worklin;tier  pleas- 
ing interpretation  of  "A  Summer  Night," 
was  also  supplemented  upon  recall  by 
"Gaily  Chant  the  Summer  birds," 

Theodore  Lammers  is  so  well  and  so 
favorably  known  that  it  is  needless  to 
refer  to  the  excellence  of  his  selections. 
After  the  "Wanderer"  he  responded  with 
"The  Palms." 

Mrs.  C.  P.  Craig  and  Mr.  Lamtners 
sang  a  bcantiful  soprano  and  baritone 
duo  from  "Migi.on"  "and  were  warmly 
applauded,  giving  upon  a  recall  the  me- 
lodious "Wanderer's  Night  Song."  of 
Rubinstein.  Both  numbers  were  notice- 
able on  account  of  the  delicacy  of  ex- 
pression and  the  perfect  blending  of 
such  distinct  qualities  of  tone. 

One  of  the  choice  numbers  was  the 
closing  (juartfct,  "Good  Night,  Beloved, ' 
Pmsuli.  as  sung  by  Mrs.  Craig,  Miss  Cal- 
verly,  Messrs.  Mavnard  and  Lanimeis. 

Herr  C.irl  Riedelsberger,  the  violinist, 
captivated  everyone.  He  played  upon  a 
genuine  old  Caspar  di  Salo,  a  rare  make 
of  Italian  violins  and  he  rendered  the 
"Fantasie  Caprice"  of  Vieuxlemps,  one 
of  the  selections  most  frequently  offered 
by  the  famous  Sarasate— dainty  in  touch, 
wierd  in  modulations,  hard  to  under- 
stand, harder  to  execute.  The  rendition 
of  this  solo  gave  Herr  Riedelsberger  an 
opportunity  to  display  two  of  the  rarest 
acquirementsof  the  violinist,  positive  and 
perfect  tone  and  delicate,  elastic  control 
of  the  bow.  Double  tones,  chords,  har- 
monics, rbromatic  modu'ations  and 
rounded  phrases  chased ea-.h other  under 
the  sweep  of  the  l>ow,  and  yet,  withal. 
there  was  a  grace  and  ease  of  execution 
which  enabled  the  listener  to  enjoy  the 
performance,  confident  of  the  piayer's 
conception  and  execution.  Mrs.Schmied 
played  the  accompaniments  throughout 
the  entire  evening. 

Comments  would  be  inadequate  to  ex- 
press the  work  of  the  Schubert  Trio 
club,  composed  of  Mrs.Schniied,  pianist; 
Herr  Riedelsberger.  violinist,  and  Ernest 
Lachmund,  'cellist.  The  club  exhibited 
excellent  work  in  the  manner  of  their 
shading,  variations  of  tempo  and  con- 
certed expression.  Mr.  Lachmund's 
work  upon  the  'cello  is  continually  grow- 
ing in  favor.  Rubinstein's  trio  in  G, 
minor,  two  movements,  adagio  and 
allegro,  was  undoubtedly  the  gem  ot  the 
evening,  especially  the  allegro,  which 
seemed  to  demand  the  best  skill  of  the 
artists.  The  violin  score  was  admirably 
executed.  The  'cellist  displayed  to  full 
advantage  the  possibilities  of  his  instru- 
ment in  trio  compositions,  and  Mrs. 
Schmied  carried  off  the  honors  of  the 
evening  by  her  wonderfully  strong  and 
brilliant  execution  upon  the  piano. 

Mr.  Lachmund  is  to  be  heartily  con- 
gratulated upon  the  success  of  the  con- 
cert, both  in  point  cf  musical  excellence, 
and  also  the  attendance.  The  siz2  of 
the  audience  demonstrated  two  things, 
viz:  Dr.  Salter's  Bethel  is  a  popular, 
philanthropic  and  charitable  institution;

William  Munro  Tried  to  Pass  a  Check  at  the 

Banks  Under  Misrepresentations 

But  Failed. 


If  Proved  to  Have  Be«n  Stolen  From  E.  W. 

Barker  and  the  Young  Man  Was 

Apprehended. 


Given  a  Hearing  This  Morning  and  Bound 

Over  to  the  Grand  Jury    Other 

Police  News. 


The  leading  role  in  police  court  this 
morning  was  played  by  VVilliani  Muu- 
ro,  a  dark  and  sinister  visaged  young 
man,  with  a  foreign  accent  and  tones  of 
voice  suspiciously  like  those  ol  a  petty 
professional  crook.  William  was  upon 
a  charge  of  grand  larceny  in  the  second 
degree  .ind  there  was  an  array  of  witness- 
es from  St.  Paul's  Kpiscopal  church  choir 
that  put  him  badly  m  the  hole. 

In  the  latter    part  of    the    bobtailed 

month  of  February  Edward  W.  Barker  of 

this  city  received  a  check  in  the  sum  of 
$74.40  on  the  Denver  National  bank  from 
Bishop  William  M.  Barker.  Tht'  re- 
cipient placed  it  in  his  coat  pocket  and, 
on  Feb,  -'5,  went  to  church  and  sang  in 
the  choir  as  was  his  custom.  When  he 
donned  his  surplice  he  left  his  coat 
hanging  on  a  peg  in  the  basement  of  the 
church. 

That  day  Munro  was  employed 
to  "blow"  the  organ  at  Si.  Paul's  sanc- 
tuary. During  the  sermon  he  reposed 
in  the  room  below.  The  next  day  he 
entered  the  Iron  Exchange  bank  and 
presented  a  check  in  the  sum  ot  $7440. 
In  reply  to  Mr.  DeWitt's  questions  he 
said  that  his  name  was  E.  W.  Barker 
and  that  the  check  was  sent  him  by  his 
uncle.  Identification  was  demanded  and 
he  spoke  of  Rev.  C.  C.  Salter  as  one  who 
knew  him. 

Charles  B.  Aske,  of  the  National  Bank 
of  Commerce,  said  that  the  defendant 
entered  that  bank  and  presented  the 
check.  He  gave  his  name  as  William  E. 
Barker,  and  when  asked  why  the  check 
was  made  payable  to  E.  W.  13arker,  said 
that  his  uncle  must  have  made  a  mis- 
take in  writing  bis  initials.  Payment  was 
refused  without  identification. 

Mr.  Barker  had  not  missed  the  check 
until  spoken  to  about  it  by  Mr.  DeWitt. 
Suspicion  pointed  at  once  to  Munro  as 
the  thief.  At  the  examination  this  morn- 
ing Professor  A.  F,  M.  Custance  ap- 
peared as  a  witness  to  prove  the  defend- 
ant's presence  at  the  church  as  well  as 
his  presence  in  the  cloak  room  below. 
Mr.  Eva,  a  member  of  the  choir,  also 
gave  testimony. 

Munro  took  the  stand  and  started  tu 
tell  his  life's  history  but  was  shut  off. 
He  denied  the  theft  and  the  allegations^ 
that  he  entered  the  two  banks  to  nego- 
tiate it.  Judge  Winje  decided  to  hold 
him  to  the  grand  jury  and  in  default  of 
$20   he  was  committed. 

The  common  grist  this  morning  was 
composed  of  two  drunks  and  two  vag- 
rants. All  were  sent  up  tor  the  cus- 
tomary periods. 

Yesterday  afternoon,  Frank  Davidson 
and  Richard  Bowden  were  examined  on 
separate  charges  of  burglary,  one  for  en- 
tering the  bouse  of  Mrs.  Mct)ougall,  and 
the  other  for  stealing  a  watch  and  some 
money.  C.  O.  Baldwin  defended,  with 
the  result  that  Bowden  was  held  and 
Davidson  was  discharged. 

Davidson  being  wanted  in  Superior, 
was  escorted  to  the  foot  of  Garfield  ave- 
nue by  Detective  Kenna  and  placed  on 
the  Noah's  Ark  that  carries  passengers 
over  to  the  Wisconsin  side.  The  Supe- 
rior officers  were  waiting  to  collar  David- 
son when  he  touched  foot  to  the  Badger 
shore,  but  he  showed  them  a  trick  with  a 
hole  in  it.  When  the  ferry  was  in  mid- 
channel,  the  foxy  Mr,  Davidson  stepped 
oflf  onto  the  ice,  while  yet  within  the 
boundaries  of  Minnesota,  and  the  last 
seen  of  him,  he  was  headed  for  the 
suburbs  up  the  St.  Louis  river.

Friendly  Suit  to  Test  the  Validity  ol  the  Water 
Bonds. 

W.S.Woodbridgehas  begun  a  friendly 
suit  against  the  city  of  Duluth  to  prevent 
the  issue  of  the  $800,000  water  bonds. 
The  suit  is  instituted  presumably  for  the 

Duluth  Trust  company  to  definitely  de- 
termine the  legality  of  the  bonds.  Sev- 
eral points  not  raised  in  the  suit  begun 
by  Michael  Norris  are  made. 

The  allegation  is  made  that  this  issue 
of  bonds  would  increase  the  indebted- 
ness of  the  city  far  above  the  5  per  cent 
charter  limitation  and  would  therefore 
be  illegal;  also,  that  the  mayor  neglected 
to  fix  the  time  and  place  for  making  the 
principal  and  interest  payable  until  after 
the  bids  were  published,  and  in  fact  not 
until  a  few  moments  before  the  bids 
were  opened,  and  that  therefore  the 
bonds  are  invalid. 

The  question  of  the  exclusiveness  of 
the  present  company's  franchise  is*  also 
brought  up.  The  claim  is  made  that  the 
city  contracted  with  the  Duluth  Gas  and 
Water  company  to  put  in  a  system  of 
water  works  and  agreed  not  to  build  or 
allow  any  corporation  to  build  any  other 
system  within  thirty  years.  The  present 
company  has  complied  with  its  portion 
of  the  agreement,  it  is  claimed. 

The  city  has  demurred  to  the  com- 
plaint on  the  ground  that  no  cause  of 
action  is  contained  in  the  complaint. 
The  matter  was  to  have  come  up  in  the 
special  term  today,  but  was  continued 
and  will  come  up  before  Judge  Moer  on 
Tuesday  next.

FOR  BREACH  OF  PROMISE. 

An  Action  Agafnst  the  Husband  of  Tennie  Cla- 
flin  on  Trial. 

London,  March  17.— The  trial  of  the 
action  brought  by  Mrs.  Holland  against 
Sir  Francis  Cook,  the  husband  of  Ten- 
nie Clallin.  sister  of  \'ictoria  Woodhuli, 
for  breach  of  promise  and  seduction,  was 
begun  in  the  court  of  queen's  bench  to- 
ilav. 

The  plnintiff  charges  that  Sir  Francis 
Cook,  under  a  promise  of  marriage,  in- 
duced her  to  become  intimate  with  him 
in  his  house  .it  Richmond,  the  promise  of 
marriage  to  be  fulfilled  when  his  wile 
should  die.  This,  she  says,  occurred  in 
1870. 

She  continued  her  relations  with  him, 
the  promises  being  renewed  from  time 
to  time,  until  in  i8So  she  found  herself  in 
a  delicate  condition.  Sir  Francis,  she 
alleges,  compelled  her  to  undergo  an 
operation,  which,  although  successful, 
was  almost  fatal  in  its  effects.  In  1S84 
Lady  Cook  died  and  in  1885  Sir  Francis, 
disregarding  his  promise  to  the  plaintiff, 
married  Tennie  Claflin. 

Sir  Francis  admits  intim.icy  with  the 
woman,  but  says  he  never  promised  to 
marry  her  and  had  no  intention  of  doing 
so.  He  always  paid  for  her  favors  and 
she  invariably  accepted  the  money. 


WAR  IN  VIRGINIA. 


Virginia  Oyster  Police  Schooner  Attacked  By 
Marylanders.

Richmond  Dispatch  this  morning  prints 
a  telegram  from  the  commander  of  the

Marchesi.  the  World  s  Foremast  Vocal  In- 
structor. 

The  name  Marchesi  is  familiar  to  every 
person  who  reads  the  musical  columns  of 
the  newspapers.    We  all  know  that  she.  is 


MME.  MATHILDE  MARc:iE5I. 
and  lower  registers  alike,  fc'omc  one  of 
the?e  is  apt  to  show  off  their  powers  to  es- 
pecial advantage,  while  in  the  others  there 
is  nothing  more  than  mediocrity,  eouplctl, 
after  a  course  of  treatment  with  Marchesi 
or  other  competent  instructors,  with  ac- 
curacy of  execution.  Marchesi  realizes  tint 
the  world  likes  *o  be  startkd,  and  this  she 
has  endeavored  to  do  with  her  pupils.  Nat- 
urally she  is  careful  not  to  destroy  the  very 
thing  which  will  produce  the  eti'cct  she  de- 
sires. 

Marchesi  is  S8,  of  medium  height,  not 
more  than  5  feet  4  inches,  and  of  still  n'v 
tie:;ably  fine  proportions  and  v/ith  dark, 
expressive,  bright  eyes.  Thconce  dark  hair 
of  the  small,  shapely  head  U  silvered  over 
a  full  forehead— one  of  those  iatelllgent 
brows  which  read  character  "like  u  hook." 
The  lower  part  of  the  face  indicates  the  de- 
cisive, determined  nature  of  the  woman, 
rJthoi:yh  the  .sensitive  lips  ciniver  and 
tremble  with  feeliag  or  in  listeninK  to 
music. 

This  famou3  teacher  of  vocal  art,  who 
was  bqm  in  Germany,  was  educated  in 
EnKland,  married  to  ah  Italian  aud  resides 
in  France,  giviny  much  of  her  time  to  the 
cultivation  of  American  voices. 

Marchesi's  father,  Herr  ven  Graumann,  a 
titled  gentleman,  believed  that  Ifis  chil- 
dren';* education  should  be  directed  with  a 
view  to  making  them  independent.  Ma- 
thilde  aceoniinaly  went  to  London  to  study 
music  under  the  famoos  Garcia.  Young 
Salvator  de  Cartroue  della  llajata  Mar- 
ches!, a  banished  Neapolitan,  who  sulTercd 
iu  the  political  cause  of  his  king,  had  also 
jourueyetl  to  London  after  a  concert  tour 
through  the  United  States  and  an  operatic 
engagement  in  New  York  to  fctudy  under 
Garcia.  A  love  match  followed  the  meet- 
ing of  these  two  pupils. 

Upon  graduating  the  young  couple  went 
on  a  concert  toitr  to  Berlin,  Leipsic,  Vien- 
na and  Erankfort-on-the-Main  and  were  tri- 
umphant everywhere.  The  critics  of  the 
day  describe  the  younc  Mathildo  as  strik- 
ingly tjeautiful  and  her  voice  perfect.  Her 
husband  was  the  most  famous  Mephistophe- 
lesof  his  time. 

In  1S56  Mme.  Marchesi  accepted  the  pro- 
fessorship in  the  vocal  department  at  the 
conservatory  at  Vienna,  and  there  she 
brought  out  Gabriella  Kraus  of  the  Paris 
opera.  Antoinette  Fricci,  Caroline  Dory 
and  tho  late  lima  di  Murska. 

In  1805  she  was  appointed  vocal  director 
of  the  conservatory  at  Cologne.  She  also 
l)ecaine  a  member  of  the  leading  vocal  socie- 
ty of  Italy  and  spent  years  both  iu  Italy  apd 
I'rance  perfecting  herself  in  their  methods. 
Marchesi  once  siiid,  '"For  'M  years  I  tau^dit 
eight  hours  a  day  in  the  conservatories, 
and  my  pupils  were  representatives  of  al- 
most every  nation  in  the  world." 

Her  own  famous  Paris  school  was  found- 
ed in  IWSI,  whence  her  pupils  followed  her 
from  Vienna. 

This  artistic  woman  in  her  rich  garments, 
every  movement  and  every  tone  evincing 
infinite  tact  and  taste,  gains  a  pronounced 
sway  over  her  pupil.s.  Ilcr  conversation 
with  thorn  is  charmiui;,  with  anecdotes  of 
the  great  singers  who  have  stuiiied  iu  her 
school,  valua))le  facts  relating  to  the  art  cl 
music,  juiliciousadvice,  sp.irklinf; criticism 
and  always  tliat  last  touch  of  fascination 
in  a  great  aud  noble  and  admired  woman — 
a  personal  interest  in  each  to  whom  she 
npeaks.  While  she  is  inflexible  in  her 
judgments,  unyielding  in  her  decision  re-

in  the  prime  of  life,  was  returning  to  the 
home  of  his  youth.

Aside  from  the  in- 
lluence  upon  her  of  a  quickened  heart, 
the  stranger's  (juiet  demeanor  and  gentle- 
manly behavior  inspired  confidence  in 
the  lonely  daughter  of  New  England  and 
she  finally  confided  to  him  a  secret  worth 
thousands. 

Thousand.s?  Aye,  millions!  Five 
tons  of  bullion  and  hidden  treasure. 

Tons  of  precious  metal,  wrung  in  the 
nast  from  the  bowels  of  the  earth  in 
Peru  or  Mexico  by  slave  labor,  driven 
and  watched  over  by  the  cruel  master- 
each  ounce  representing  so  much 
human  sweat,  so  many  groans, 
£0  much  luxury  for  the  slave  holder,  and 
so  much  pomp  for  the  ecclesiastical 
powers.  Accursed  as  this  treasure  might 
be,  the   New   England  virgin 


before  him  but  no   steps  were    taken  at 
that  time. 

As  soon  as  the  victim  of  the  railway 
disaster  recovered  from  his  injuries  he 
came  West,  where  he  had  been  before, 
and  took  a  place  with  Capt.  McDougall 
on  one  of  the  whaleback  fleet.

Comment  by  llev.  S.  H.  Doj-le. 

Topic.— Tamiag;  the  tonRtie.  Jas.  iii.  2-13. 
It  is  net  au  unusual  thing  for  man- 
kind to  neglect  what  may  seem  trifling 
and  unimpoitant,  and  very  often  that 
which  is  really  of  the  greatest  impor- 
tance is  looked  upon  as  nnimportant. 
This  is  truG  with  regard  to  speech. 
What  is  moio  important  than  the  power 
of  speech?  Hqw  wonderful  for  good  is 
tho  tongue  if  nsed  aright  and  bow  pro- 
ductive of  evil  if  nsed  in  a  false  wayl 
Taming  the  tongue  may  at  the  liret 
glauco  appear  like  an  insignificant  sub- 
ject, but  r-eally  it  is  very  important. 
Lifo  ciay  be  made  happy  or  miserable 
by  tho  way  wo  use  our  jiower  of  speech. 

>.  The  power  of  the  tongue.  The 
tongno  is  one  of  the  smallest  members 
of  the  body,  and  yet  it  is  very  powerful. 
James  uses  three  excellent  illustrations 
to  picture  the  tongue's  power:  (1) 
The  horse  bridle.  A  wild  horse  is  un- 
controllable, but  how  easily  by  the  use 
of  tho  bi't— that  part  of  the  bridle  which 
the  horse  bites — man  controls  the  tame 
auiinal!  Through  the  mouth  he  controls 
the  whole  body.  Just  so  the  man  who 
uses  his  tongue  aright  will  find  it  a  help 
in  controlling  his  entire  nature.  (2)  The 
ship's  rudder.  The  ship's  rudder  is  a 
very  aaiall  thing  in  comparison  to  the 
ship,  and  yet  it  controls  it— it  guides  it, 
turning  it  constantly  about  from  one 
aide  to  another.  The  faculty  of  speech 
is  tlie  rudder  of  human  nature.  It 
guides  us  through  the  storms  of  life  if 
used  aright  and  wrecks  as  if  used  false- 
ly. (3)  Tho  little  fire.  A  spark  of  fire 
is  a  little  thiug,  but  it  may  do  irrepar- 
able damage.  One  single  flame  of  fire 
started  the  conflagration  that  laid  the 
entire  city  of  Chicago  low  in  ashes.  Un- 
sauctified  speech  scorches  and  bums. 
The  liar  scatters  firebrands.  Tho  slan- 
derer kindles  unquenchable  flames,  Th<? 
profane  swearer  spits  the  fire  of  heli 
into  tho, face  of  God.  How  expressive 
the  thought- tho  tongue  is  a  flame  of 
lire! 

2.  The  necessity  of  taming  the  tongue. 
Tho  necessity  of  taming  the  tongue  is 
G^en  in  its  great  power.  If  words  had 
no  infkienco,  then  wo  might  speak  hast- 
ily and  thoughtlessly,  but  since  they 
may  make  or  ruin  life,  giuce  they  may 
elevate  or  ruin  reputation,  since  they 
impair  or  brighten  our  hopes  for  hap- 
piness in  eternity,  it  is  certainly  of  the 
vastest  importance  that  we  learn  to  con- 
trol our  powers  of  speech.  He  that  con- 
trolleth  himself  is  mightier  than  ho  who 
takcth  a  mighty  city,  and  the  man  who 
can  control  his  tongue  can  usually  con- 
trol himself.

This  h.is  been  the  off  week  in  organ- 
ized labor  circles.  The  assembly  not 
me  itinj^,  the  boys  do  not  t^et  together 
and  the  meetings  ct  the  loc.il  unions  at- 
tr.ict  less  interest  outside  of  their  ov/n 
members.  Next  Friday  evening  the  as- 
se.aibly  holds  its  regular  session  and  even 
at  this  early  day  the  prospects  arc  excel- 
lent for  a  rousing  meeting. 

The  prosperity  of  the  Electrical  Work- 
ers' union  is  most  noticeable.  At  the 
regular  meeting  of  that  crganization 
last  Thursday  night  three  more  members 
were  present  than  at  any  other  meeting 
this  year.  The  number  ol  initiations  and 
the  funds  in  the  treasury  have  increased 
during  the  past  few  weeks.  The  lively 
discussions  and  the  deep  interest  taken 
are  evidences  of  life  and  loyalty  not  to 
be  doubted.  At  the  last  meeting  the 
question  of  hiring  convict  labor 
at  Stillwatet  for  the  manulaclure  of 
shoes,  the  same  to  be  retailed  in  Duluth, 
attracted  the  attention  of  the  electrical 
workers.  They  consider  that  question 
one  cf  serious  import  to  Duluth  work- 
mejs,  and  a  belief  is  firmly  held  that  it 
would  be  a  profitable  thing  for  the  mem- 
bers of  organized  labor  to  investigate  the 
matter. 

Wednesday,  at  a  fire  in  West  Superior, 
a  number  of  the  members  cf  the  Coopers' 
union  were  severely  injured.  Tomorrow 
the  Knights  of  Labor  will  meet  in  Labor 
hall  in  that  city  to  take  .iction  for  the 
benefit  of  the  injured  men. 

The  Superior  printers  are  still  out  on 
their  strike  and  are  as  firm  as  ever  in 
their  belief  that  they  are  bound  to  win 
sooner  or  later.  Their  cause  is  being 
sustained  in  a  clear  and  .able  manner  in 
the  columns  of  the  daily  paper  which  the 
union  started  and  is  tunning  on  the  co- 
operative plan. 

The  demand  for  common  labor  in  Du- 
luth seems  to  be  a  little  on  the  increase. 
The  excavation  for  the  new  Board  of 
Trade  building  will  give  employment  to 
about  fifty  shovelers  and  to  several  men 
with  teams.  Some  other  building  opera- 
tions before  long  ate  expected  to  open 
i:p  and,  upon  the  whole,  the  prospects 
for  at  least  bread  and  butter  are  a  trille 
better. 

Typograpbic.ll  union,  Nc.  136,  of  Du- 
luth, passed  resolutions  of  regret  at  the 
death  cf  George  W.Childs  and  tendering 
the  sympathy  of  the  union  to  Mrs. 
Childs.  The  following  acknowledgment 
of  the  receipt  of  the  rt;so!ution  has  been 
sent  under  date  of  March  1.1:  "Mrs. 
Childs  desires  to  express  her  thanks  to 
Duluth  Typographical  union  No.  136  for 
the  kind  words  in  the  resolution  which 
they  so  thoughtfully  sent  her.

THE  MODERN  MILITIA. 


Why  it 


is  Kept  Up,  By  Whom 
Purpose. 


and  For  Whs 


[.Special  Correspondence] 

The  First  Illinois  regiment  is,  as  will 
be  remembered,  at  present  homeless.  It 
was  prond  of  its  nev/  castlelike  armory 
a  year  or  so  ago,  but  the  boys  lost  it — 
not  iu  battle,  while  bravely  defending 
it,  but  by  a  mere  accidental  combina- 
tion of  the  elements,  where  iu  the  strug- 
gle not  they,  but  the  fire  laddies,  reaped 
the  glory. 

It  is  sad  indeed  that  these  fair  young 
men,  accustomed  to  luxunes  and  lauda- 
tions, have  not  where  to  lay  their  arms, 
and  the  patlioa  of  the  situation  seems  to 
.appeal  strongfy  to  a  certain  class.  A 
stirring  appeal  is  being  addressed  to 
wealthy  business  men  in  the  city.  I  read 
one  of  these  letters  not  long  «inco  which 
liad  been  sent  to  a  merchant  not  so  in- 
terested in  the  matter  as  to  hold  the 
commnuicatlou  sacred.  It  touchinglj' 
alluded  to  the  homelessness  of  the  First 
regiment,  called  attention  to  the  neces- 
sity "in  these  troublous  times"  of  hav- 
ing a  well  equipped  militia  ready  at 
hand  for  any  emergency  and  asking  that 
any  sum  from  .$25  up  be  donated  for  the 
purpose  of  building  a  new  armory.  In 
this  instance  the  plea  was  not  success- 
ful, but  there  is  ample  proof  that  most 
of  the  appeals  were  well  responded  to. 
The  Times  of  Feb.  13  contains  the  fol- 
lowing: 

Tho  heavy  contributions  made  by  such  cor- 
porations as  the  North  aud  South  Chicago 
titreet  railway  corporations  toward  the  re- 
building of  tho  first  regiment's  mediaeval  fort, 
which  frowns  over  Micliigan  boulevard,  giving 
the  lie  lo  our  civilization,  will  not  tend  to  poiv 
ularizo  that  organiziition  among  the  people. 
The  militi.i,  if  it  is  to  exist  at  all,  should  exist 
witliout  obligations  to  corporations. 

The  editorial  item  sounds  sensible  ex- 
cept that  by  inference  something  is  sup- 
ix)sed  that  never  could  be  true.  Is  it 
possible  that  an  armed  class  can  exist  at 
all  unless  it  be  by  "obligations  to  cor- 
porations'r'"'  Why  should  any  one  esT.sct 
the  militia  to  be  "popular  among  ;he 
lieople?"  And,  when  we  come  to  think 
of  it,  what  business  has  a  frowning  fort, 
filled  to  the  roof  with  murderous  imple- 
ments, manned  by  trained  soldiers,  in 
the  midst  of  a  "civilized"'  community? 

For  the  militia  of  today  is  not  what 
was  intended  at  the  foundation  of  this 
country.  The  second  amendment  of  the 
constitution  reads  thus: 

A  well  regulated  militia  being  necessary  to 
the  security  of  a  free  state,  the  right  of  tho 
people  to  keep  aud  bear  arms  shall  uut  be  in- 
fringed. 

This  provision  for  sccuritj'  looks  to  de- 
fense against  enemies  from  the  outside, 
jx>ssible  attacks  from  foreign  foes,  In- 
dians, Mexicans  and  other  hostile  invad- 
ers. It  is  tho  only  possible  excuse  for 
the  existence  of  a  state  militia,  for  a.s 
the  state  is  but  a  government  of  the  peo- 
ple by  the  people  it  is  absurd  to  suppose 
they  would  set  up  a  killinc  institution

mat  luigut  at  any,  time 
tUtmselves. 

In  tho  «'arlier  days  of  this  nation  the 
border  ^tat«'s  were  by  no  means  Kepun- 
from  iijva.sion.  It  was  eonHiihred  uoce.s- 
jiary  to  tho  public  safety  that  all  men 
iihould  be  prepared  to  protect  themselves 
ai}d  their  homes,  and  their  right  to  bear 
arms  was  secured  to  them  in  the  consti- 
tution. But  all  the  ablebodied  citizens 
of  a  Htiito  cumprised  its  militia.  Every 
man  drii  led.  Tlitr u  were  regular  training 
days,  v.'luch  were  also  holidays  for  all 
the  people.  The  right  of  tho  people  to 
keei)  and  bear  arms  was  not  to  be  in- 
friugud,  aud  they  v/ere  all  on  an  equal 
footing.  Tho  militiamen  were  at  the 
eamo  time  producers,  tradesmen,  citi- 
zens. There  was  never  a  thought  that 
some  would  turn  against  the  others  or 
that  any  occasion  could  arise  which 
should  make  foemen  and  defenders  out 
of  tlio  same  body. 

But  as  business  grew  and  the  Bystem 
of  privilege  and  monopoly  thrived  arti- 
ficial inequalities,  such  aa  enormous  ag- 
gregations of  wealth,  powerful  corpora- 
tions and  consequent  jwverty,  became 
factors  in  society.  The  rich  found  it 
would  no  longer  do  to  trust  to  all  the 
people  for  security.  A  nation  of  equally 
'armed  aud  drilled  people  is  dangerous 
material  out  of  which  to  make  drudges 
and  victims.  Slaves  and  paupers  do  not 
lit  in  v.-ell  with  a  populace  armed  and 
ready  lor  defense.  Enormous  fortunes 
cannot  be  made  without  making  slaves 
and  paupers.  So  the  argument  v/as  ad- 
vanced that  all  the  peojde  could  not  give 
their  time  and  attention  to  purposes  of 
defense,  aud  it  was  urged  that  a  class  be 
sat  apart  aud  trained  with  that  object, 
leaving  the  others  free  to  pursue  their 
callings  undisturbed.  The  argument  ijre- 
vailed.  The  people's  right  to  keep  and 
bear  arms  was  infringed.  They  have 
been  disarmed  and  an  armed  class  set 
over  theiu. 

There  is  no  longer  scarcely  a  pretense 
that  a  militia  is  kept  for  the  purpose  of 
resisting  outside  invasion.  Perhaps  a 
few  old  fashioned  patriots  .still  thought- 
lessly believe  that  the  militia  would  pro- 
tect them  or  any  ordinary  citizen  wlio 
needed  protection.  But  almost  every 
one  who  thinks  about  it  at  all  knows 
that  it  exists  but  for  one  purpose.  The 
facts  that  rich  corporations  are  especial- 
ly generous  and  anxiously  considerate 
toward  this  class;  that  only  upon  rich 
men  do  the  officers  urge  their  claims  for 
a  well  armed,  well  housed  soldiery;  that 
it  is  times  like  these,  when  a  vast  num- 
ber of  workiugmen  are  unemploj'ed.tliat 
the  necessity  for  a  \;erfect  body  of  militia 
is  must  ztaluusly  urged,  go  to  prcrve  why 
the  armed  soldiers  are  kept,  who  needs 
their  services  aud  what  enemy  is  feared. 
A  community  iu  which  justice  i)re- 
vailed,  where  the  only  inequalities  were 
those  resulting  from  natural  difT-jreuces 
in  physical  and  mental  ability,  with  no 
Xiossible  outside  enemy  in  eight,  could 
not  find  a  use  for  an  established  armed 
class  for  expensive  "frowning  ca.stles" 
and  improved  artillerj'.  It  is  only  when 
a  privileged  class  groMni  wrongfully  rich 
by  unjust  methods  begins  to  confront 
the  ghastly  consequences  of  their  work 
in  the  great,  hungry,  idle,  desperate 
hordes  about  them  that  the  need  of  a 
strong  militia  ia  bo  earnestly  felt. 

There  is  no  enemy  in  sight  except  the 
workingman.  He  has  been  driven  from 
his  rightful  heritage — the  land.  He  has 
been  rent  ridden,  interest  ridden,  profit 
ridden  until  he  can  no  longer  consume 
and  therefore  has  no  chance  to  produce. 
Ep  is  id  le,  destitute^  homeless.  He  drifts 
about,  patiently  as  yet,  in  crowds.  Or- 
ganized in  trade  unions,  he  is  feared  and 
warned  off  by  legal  enactments  and  the 
lash  of  starvation;  unorganized,  he  is 
feared  as  a  mob  and  threatened  v.'ith  mi- 
litia. It  is  conscience  stricken  fear  that 
is  strengthening  regiments  and  building 
forts  in  the  midst  of  psaccful  homes. 
Free,  busy,  justly  used  citizens  do  not 
need  them. 

To  tho  workiugmen  everywhere  1 
would  say:  Do  not  uiistako  the  reason  for 
the  existence  of  this  ai-med  body  among 
you.  Donotbecajoled  into  joining  it  for  a 
little  pomp  and  flattery.  Do  not  allow 
your  sons  to  become  the  tri.ck  dudes  of  a 
smartly  dressed  "company."  Watch 
well  the  organization.  Do  yourov.-u  or- 
ganizing, convert  the  soldier  beys  if  you 
can,  but  do  not  let  them  convert  yon, 
and  remember  it  is  to  your  degradation, 
notyour  glory,  that  iu  a  free  repiablic 
an  armed  class  exists,  ever  ready  to  re- 
spond to  the  call  of  rich  corporations. 
They  were  never  kuown  to  be  called  out 
to  protect  the  workiugmen's  interests.

The  workingmen,  having  nothing  to  lose, 
but  much  to  gain  by  the  projected  in- 
come tax,  have  nothing  to  say  against 
the  measure.  It  is  only  the  well  to  do 
that  comi)lain.  No  one  need  be  at  a 
I0S.S  now  to  discover  the  culprits.  Thr-y 
are  just  foolLsh  enough  to  tell  the  sU^ry 
themselves.  The  ^"iOO  a  year  men  arci 
safe.  The  taxgatherer  will  b-t  them 
alone.  He's  only  after  the  rat  that's  gut 
the  bait.  Such  lucky  fellows  ougl:t  to 
be  compelled  to  deliver  up  a  portion  of 
that  they  never  earned. 

I  would  like  to  pay  the  income  tas 
myself  should  the  measure  become  a 
law.  It  would  bo  far  better  than  keep- 
ing a  grocery  store.  If  one  retail  grocer 
in  a  thousand  pays  that  tax  this  year  or 
next,  I  v.-ill  buy  liim  a  new  hat.  We  po.or 
fellows  have  enough  to  do  to  IcK-p  square 
in  this  land  of  catch  as  catch  can.  When 
the  great  body  of  workingmen  are  cast 
dov.u,  I  went  it  to  be  the  lot  of  all.  To 
make  men  think  alike  you  must  xnako 
them  feel  alike.  No  kind  of  labor,  not 
even  fhe  worthless  labor  of  a  congress- 
man, deserves  $-1,000  a  j-ear.  A  large 
manufacturer  ought  i>erhap3  to  have 
more  to  meet  possible  losses,  and  men  of 
extraordinary  skill,  such  as  Edison,  de- 
serve as  muc'u  or  more,  as  they  are  the 
greatest  benefactors  to  the  race. 


Good  Wages  3Iean  Good  Work. 

If  it  be  true  that  want  is  the  parent  of 
work,  the  converse  is  also  true  that  com- 
fort begets  idleness.  Adam  Smith  notes 
the  complaint  common  iu  his  day  and 
our  own— that  workmen  are  discontent- 
ed, are  everywhere  stirring  to  improve 
their  condition  and  to  attain  to  a  lugher 
standard  of  food,  clothing  and  housing. 

But,  so  far  from  drawing  the  conclu- 
sion that  this  rise  has  diminished  indi:s- 
try,  he  lays  it  down  that  higher  wages 
mean  a  greater  amount  of  work  done. 
Not  merely,  he  says,  does  better  living 
increase  the  strength  and  efliciency  of 
the  laborer,  but  the  prospect  of  yet  high- 
er earnings  and  a  j-et  better  position  is 
the  sharpest  spur  which  can  be  applied 
to  his  energy. 

When  we  pass  to  the  present  century, 
we  find  McCulloch  and  Senior  attacking 
it  as  a  popular  eiTor.  Does  experience, 
asks  the  former,  show  the  Irish,  the 
Poles  and  the  Hindoos,  whose  wages  are 
uniformly  small,  to  be  more  industrious 
than  the  highly  paid  Englishman,  Dutch- 
man or  American?  The  cost  of  produc- 
tion, says  the  Latter,  in  France,  where 
wages  are  low,  is  far  gi-eater  than  iu 
England,  where  they  are  high,  if  you 
compare  the  same  industry  in  the  two 
countries,  while  the  amoimt  of  capital 
required  for  the  same  amount  of  i)roduc- 
tion  is  greater  in  Franco  than  iu  Eng- 
land, because  more  laborers  arc  needwl 
and  larger  biuldings  and  more  superin- 
tendence. 

Wages  in  Ireland  are  a  third  only  of 
wages  in  England,  and  the  work  done  is 
in. the  same  proportion.  These  couclu- 
eions  are  borne  out  in  a  striking  manner 
by  the  exi)erience  of  the  late  Mr.  Bras- 
sey,  who  found,  as  a  result  of  his  mani- 
fold undertakings  in  all  parts  of  the

Every  step  from  the  independ- 
ent sun-oundings  cf  those  who  are  able 
to  earn  an  honestliNing  toward  the  ocean 
of  hopeless  existence  knov.-n  as  the  slams 
robs  a  man  of  some  of  his  natural  man!}" 
spirit  and  dignity,  taking  from  him  hope, 
which  is  God's  torch  in  the  .soul,  and 
brings  las  family  into  an  environment 
v/hich  as  a  rule  is  more  or  less  impreg- 
nated by  moral  contagion,  wliose  deadly 
character  increases  as  necessity  presse.-? 
the  toiler  nearer  and  nearer  the  precipice 
vrhicb  marks  the  line  between  the  poLT 
strugglers  and  those  who  are  in  thy 
depths  cf  the  social  cellar. 

We  find  that  during  recent  years  tho 
slums  cf  oar  great  cities  have  season  bj* 
season  encroached  upon  the  shelving 
rocks  where  honest  poverty  exists,  and 
year  by  year  those  who  have  watched 
current  events,  with  an  eye  single  to 
truth  and  the  happine.ss  of  the  people, 
have  noticed  with  mingled  apiirehensiou 
and  hoiTor  the  giving  way  of  layer  after 
layer  of  that  treacherous  boundary 
which  marks  the  precipice  between  hope 
and  despair,  between  honest,  self  re- 
Bjjecting  industry  and  hor)eless,  abiu- 
doned  want. 

The  slums— the  great  nurseries  of  vice, 
crime  and  immorality,  as  thej-  are  tho 
reservoirs  of  filth — are  today  many  times 
more  i)opulous  and  menacing  to  society 
than  ever  before.  The  problem  of  unin- 
vited poverty,  the  very  existence  of 
v.-hich  was  denied  half  a  decade  ago  by 
easy  going  conservatism,  and  which  a 
little  later  was  sneered  at  as  of  little  mo- 
ment, has  during  the  i>ast  three  years 
grown  to  such  commanding  proportions 
that  now  it  is  one  of  the  most  alarming 
and  momentous  issues  confronting  our 
civilization. 

Only  education,  justice  and  freedom 
can  avert  the  shock  and  devastation  of 
bloody  revolution — education,  addressed 
to  the  conscience  of  both  rich  and  poor, 
or  the  awakening  of  the  divine  in  man; 
justice,  which  will  be  the  flower  of  such 
an  education,  compelling  the  privileged 
class  to  yield  wliat  is  right  and  just  to 
those  who  have  suffered,  that  all  may 
enjoy  equal  opportunities  to  earn  a  live- 
lihood; freedom,  which  the  people  never 
can  know  until  the  right  to  the  crust  of 
the  earth  is  given  to  all  God's  children 
by  the  abolition  of  monopoly  in  land, 
with  all  that  it  implies;  freedom,  which 
furthermore  demands  that  the  coun- 
try's highways  of  trade,  the  arterial 
system  of  the  nation,  be  so  controlled 
or  regulated  by  the  people  that  the 
millions  of  farmers,  miners  and  friut- 
growers  of  west  and  south  and  the  com- 
munities of  other  regions  \q  not  robbed 
of  their  earnings  to  pay  dividends  on 
stock  which  represents  four  parts  water 
to  one  part  true  value,  while  the  real 
wealth  producer  is  yearly  being  pressed 
toward  serfdom;  freedom,  which  will 
be  unknown  imtil  the  greatest  wealth 
producing  nation,  the  land  which  might 
be  the  most  independent  of  all  govern- 
ments, ceases  to  become  year  by  year 
more  and  more  hopelessly  a  debtor  to 
the  nations  which  are  wealth  absorbers, 
and  which,  shorn  cf  the  power  to  thrive 
by  craft,  would  no  longer  be  in  position 
to  fatten  o^  tho  wealth  earning  poi>- 
pl«s.— B.  O.  Flower  ia  Ai-eaa.
